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Nelson Head, son of George and Mary 
Head, was born in Leesburg, Loudoun 
county, Virginia, February 3, 1811. He 
was educated at the Leesburg Academy, 
of wMch Dr. Mines, a Presbyterian min- 
ister, was the principal. This was a 
classical school of high grade, and of 
widespread reputation and patronage. 
He was brought up by Methodist par- 
ents, with the advantages also of a 
Methodist Sunday school. At the age of 
sixteen he was converted at a camp meet- 
ing held about one mile and a half from 
Leesburg. He was licensed to exhort by 
the Rev. Charles A. Davis in 1832, and was 
licensed to preach in 1833. He was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Baltimore Confer- 
ence at the session of 1834. in Alexandria, 
Va., Bishop Andrew presiding. His first 
appointment was Westmoreland Circuit, 
with the Rev. Hezekiah Best, to which 
work he was returned (1835) with the 
Rev. Christopher Parkinson in charge. 
He was ordained deacon by Bishop Hed- 
diug in 1836, and elder by Bishop Morris 
in 1838. In 1836-7 he had charge of Fred- 
ericksburg Station. He was then trans- 
ferred (1838) to the Virginia Conference, 
and served two circuits, Shockhoe Hill 
and Madison. Returning to the Balti- 
more Conference (1840), he was assigned 
to Stafford Circuit. Two years later 
(1842) he was appointed to Eutaw 
Church, Baltimore City Mission, and 
served two years with the Revs. Job 
Guest, John A. Collins, Samuel Brison, 
and S. S. Roszell. In 1844-5 he was in 
charge of Rockville Circuit, and in 1846-7 
of Harper’s Ferry. At the session of the 
Conference held in Baltimore, March, 
1848, he adhered, under the Plan of Sep- 
aration, to the Methodist Episcoi>al 
Church, South; he was received into the 
Virginia Conference and placed in charge 
of Nottoway Circuit. He was stationed 
(1850) at High Street, Petersburg; 1851-2 
at Washington Street in the same city; 
1853-4 at Cumberland Street, Norfolk; 
1855-6 at Court Street. Lynchburg; 1857-8 
Centenary, Richmond; 1859-60 Danville; 
1861-2 Farmville. Four years, 1863-6, he 
was presiding elder of Randolph-Macon 
(now Farmville) District; and in 1867-8 
a second time in Centenary Station, Rich- 
mond. In 1868 he was transferred to the 
Baltimore Conference, and stationed four 
years in Leesburg. The four subsequent 
years he was presiding eider of the 
Washington District, and four years 
from 1876 on the Winchester District. 
In 1881-2 he served Hamilton Circuit; 
1883, West River; and his last appoint- 
ment, 1884-5, at Christiansburg, having 




been in the effective relation, with inter- 
mission, fifty-two years. At the Confer- 
ence session in Staunton (1886) he asked 
for and was granted a superannuated 
relation, which was sustained for six 
years; when, at the ripe old age of nine- 
ty-one years, four months, and twelve 
days, he died Sunday morning, June 15, 
1902, in his native town, Leesburg, Va. 
His pastor, the Rev. S. G. Ferguson, thus 
describes the closing scene: “To the 
close of his life he loved to talk of the 
trials and triumphs of his ministry. The 
retention of his mental force to the last 
was most remarkable. Up to the day of 
his death he could recall with perfect ac- 
curacy any fact or date of which he 
wished to speak. His last weeks were 
filled with suffering, often very intense, 
but he bore it all without a murmur or 
complaint. He often said, T am trying to 
bear my suffering as patiently as I can.’ 
He spoke of death as a ‘relief.’ On Sab- 
bath, June 1, I went to his room and ad- 
ministered to him the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper, of which he partook with 
gratitude and triumph of spirit. The 
day before has death I asked him how 
the future l«#)ked. His answer was, ‘It 
is all bright — all bright.’ ” His funeral 
took place June 17, from the Methodist 
church, conducted by the Rev. S. G. Fer- 
guson, assisted by the Revs. E. V. Reges- 
ter, W. H. Woolf, C. Sydenstricker, Wil- 
liam M. Waters, S. K. Cockrell, of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and 
the Rev. J. W, Lupton, of the Presby- 
terian Church. His body was laid to rest 
in the cemetery of his native town. Dr. 
Head was twice married. His first wife 
was Miss Margaret Waller Morton, of 
Stafford county, Va. A son, Richard 
Morton, died in 1860 at nineteen years 
of age. Their daughter, Mrs. Mary Nel- 
son Kent, resides in Leesburg. His sec- 
ond wife, of Loudoun county, Va.. was 
Miss Fannie A. Mead, whose faithful and 
tender care was a solace to him in his 
declining health and during his last hours 
on earth. They were married June 32, 
1883. At the session of the Virginia Con- 
ference in 1865 Dr. Head was elected a 
delegate to the memorable General Con- 
ference that met in New Orleans, May, 
1866. For a number of years he was a 
trustee of Randolph-Macon College, and 
attended its sessions regularly till the 
infirmities of old age began to be felt. 
His earlier and later ministry in the 
Baltimore Conference was strangely co- 
incident with the stirring historic 
changes in both periods. He was a 
marked figure in the Conference records

of 1844 to 1848, filling prominent appoint- 
ments. Nor was he less highly esteemed 
upon the occasion of his final transfer 
from the Virginia Conference in 1868, 
His power in the pulpit, so far from de- 
clining, had the advantage of added wis- 
dom and experience, and to the last day 
of his active ministry he impressed his 
audiences with the freshness and vigor 
of his thought, the dignity of his manner, 
and the force of his utterances. The 
Rev. Paul Whitehead, of the Virginia 
Conference, who knew him in his prime, 
says; “Something over forty years of 
age, in perfect health, a grave but genial 
man, a pleasant companion, and a supe- 
rior, solid preacher. He had uniform 
reputation among us for studiousness, 
exactness of method, punctmality and 
thoroughness of pastoral oversight, 
strong scriptural preaching, and, for 
scholarship and general information, 
equal to any man. He was a man of 
pleasant presence, loud and sonorous 
voice, calm and yet earnest manner. His 
skill in sermonizing was great. Many of 
his analjmes of texts were surpassingly 
good.” Perhaps no one knew Dr. Head 
better than Bishop Granbery. A per- 
sonal friend, and for two years pastor of 
the bishop’s father, he had ample op- 
portunity to form an accurate estimate 
of his personality. Those of us in the 
Baltimore Conference who were best ac- 
quainted with the doctor will endorse 
every word that the bishop writes of 
him: “Dr. Head had a passion for knowl- 
edge and useful service. His vigorous 
and active intellect was sustained by ro- 
bust physical health, fitting him for pro- 
tracted study and work. His tempera- 
ment was even, cheerful, and hopeful. 
Feeling never ran away with judgment 
and self-control; yet, with all his marked 
poise and dignity, his emotional nature 
was well developed, especially in friend- 
ship and devotion. He had definite and 
fixed religious convictions, and a deep, 
constant, and rich religious experience. 
Usually sedate, he could overfiow with 
tenderness and shout aloud the praise of 
God. He was a great reader, and pre- 
ferred the most solid literature. His 
large and carefully selected library was 
for use, not for show. It contained, 
among other treasures, translations of 
the writings of the early Christian Fa- 
thers, and of eminent German theologi- 
ans and philosophers, chiefly of the ortho- 
dox school; over these he loved to pore. 
His own sermons were well prepared, 
full of matter, and in style clear and 
chaste, often ornate. Exposition was his 
forte. He sometimes expounded an en- 



tire epistle, for instance the Epistle to 
the Homans, in a series of Wednesday 
evening lectures. This was not in the 
interest or tone of controversy, but to 
set forth the riches of the wisdom and 
grace of God in redemption by Christ 
Jesus. He discussed the great evangel- 
ical themes for a practical purpose. He 
was a successful revivalist. With faith, 
zeal, and persistence, he was wont to 
conduct protracted meetings for “the 
awakening and conversion of sinners as 
a normal part of his pastoral work. He 
was hortatory, and possessed much emo- 
tional power. He warned, invited, and 
entreated with great solemnity and 
force. He showed tender sympathy to 
the penitent; his face beamed with joy 
and his voice broke forth in halleluiahs 
when souls passed out of darkness into 
light. Very many must have been 
brought into the saving knowledge of 
Christ under his ministry. Dr. Head 
worked diligently the whole year roimd. 
There was no relaxation of longing and 
effort for the salvation of the lost when 
the protracted meeting had closed, and 
he was not less faithful in watching over 
and feeding the flock, and in leading 
them on to perfection, than in calling 
men to repentance. He visited from 
house to house as a pastor and friend. 
He won and kept the confidence, esteem, 
and friendship of the churches he 
served; of other denominations also, and 
of the general public. I do not remem- 
ber to have heard or read an unkind 
word concerning him from any person. 
He was fearless, firm, outspoken, but he 
spoke the truth in love aud lived the 
religion he preached.” 

Through aU the heat and tui’nioil of the day, 

With steatlfast heart he fought for Christ his King; 
Then, in the tranquil glow of eventide. 

His armor loosened and his sword ungirt, 

Serene he waited for the messenger 
To lead him to the presence of his Lord. 

Thomas Edward Carson. — A man’s in- 
dividuality is that quality which in the 
aggregate distinguishes him from other 
men. It must be analyzed, described, 
accounted for, and estimated in the light 
of the forces which converge to pro- 
duce it. Heredity, environment, educa- 
tion, occupation, and religion, all had 
their part in the making of our subject. 
The Carson family is first heard of in 
England; then in the north of Ireland, 
where it mingles its blood with that of 
the Scotch and Irish; then again in En- 
gland, where it embraces the faith of 
George Fox and William Penn; then in 
Pennsylvania; then in Harford county, 
Maryland, where David Carson, the 
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friend in faith and the father by blood, 
became a Methodist; and finally in 
Baltimore. Sarah Tilden Hynson, the 
mother, “of the Hynscns of Kent,” was 
of pure English blood, and through her 
family a strict adherent of the Church 
of England, until 1811, when she was con- 
verted at a camp meeting and became a 
Methodist. Thus widely separated lines 
of both blood and faith are found com- 
ing together in their devoted son. Thom- 
as Edward, their youngest, was born in 
the city of Baltimore, March 12, 1832, 
and died in the city of Roanoke, Octo- 
ber 18, 1902. With a city environment, 
he possessed the ordinary qualities and 
advantages of a city lad. His schooil 
life began early, but ended in the city 
college in his sixteenth year, with the 
highest honors of his classes. An en- 
gagement with his father in the building 
and lumber business gave him training 
in practical affairs of the world and 
added to his physical vigor. Meanwhile, 
he was converteu for spiritual as well 
as for material g'ood. He was converted 
at Waters’s camp ground in his seven- 
teenth year, and was ever afterwards 
glad to speak of the Rev. W. H. Pitcher 
as the chief human instrument in bring- 
ing him to that happy experience. But 
iiis conversion resulted apparently in an 
intellectual as well as spiritual quicken- 
ing; for he at once became a wise, ex- 
tensive, and careful reader. The best 
English classics were studied for style, 
force of thought, value and adaptation 
of language. Thus began that reading 
habit which served to preserve the fresh- 
ness of his thought and lay the foun- 
dation for that mastery of his mother 
tongue of which he was a conspicuous 
example. Having united with Fayette 
Street Methodist Episcopal Church, Sam- 
uel Frey became his class leader, a class 
from which two others entered the min- 
istry — Charles L. Dalrvmple and W. V. 
Tudor. He soon became a Sunday-school 
teacher; in 1852, four years after his 
conversion, an exhorter; at Hagerstown, 
Md., March, 1853, he was admitted on 
trial in the Baltimore Conference. Thus 
in less than five years he had swept the 
gamut of our ecclesiastical order, ending 
in the itinerant ministry. Beginning 
with that Conference, for four consecu- 
tive years he was appointed assistant 
preacher to as many circuits, namely, 
Baltimore, Winchester, Hillsboro, and 
Jefferson; after which, for two years, he 
served East Loudoun in the same ca- 
pacity, and in 1859 became preacher in 
charge of W'Jiite Sulphur. In 1860-1 



brother Carson was sent with William 
Hirst, William Krebs, and A. W. Wilson 
to Baltimore City Mission, so that the 
opening of the war found him on the 
Maryland side oi the lines. Those were 
decision days with many. He was ready. 
When the minority of Staunton Confer- 
ence, with whose majority he had voted, 
met in Light Street Church, March, 1862* 
a courteous n ,te wus read by his pre- 
siding elder, saying, “he saw no reason, 
because of anv political or belligerent 
conditions of Hie country, to change his 
opinions or actions upon a question that 
had been so long one of a wholly ecclesi- 
astical character; and therefore, accord- 
ing to the actirn of the Baltimore Con- 
ference at Staunton, he. could not con- 
sider himself a member of that body.” 
Four others wtre associated with him 
in this position who “lifted themselves 
far above the tide of politics and war 
which swept around them, and, by 
preaching a pure gospel,” laid the foun- 
dations of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in Baltimore and, indeed, 
in Maryland. During these years of 
strife he and his associates disposed of 
their services by mutual agreement with- 
out episcopal supervision, brother Car- 
son being assigned to the pastoral care 
of West Baltimore, later known as 
Winan’s Chapel, now St. Paul. This con- 
tinued his field as pastor, though he 
preached at other appointments in rota- 
tion, until 1865, from which date he be- 
came a supernumerary at Winan’s until 
1868; laboring in the meantime, espe- 
cially on Longanore Circuit, then in a 
formative state. That year he entered 
again upon the active work as a preacher 
in charge of Bridgewater Circuit. From 
1869 to 1871 he served Moorefield Circuit; 
1872 to 1874, Winchester Station; 1875 to 
1879, Loudoun Circuit; 1879 to 1882, Roan- 
oke District; 1882 to 1886, Baltimore Dis- 
trict; 1886 to 1888, East Baltimore Dis- 
trict; 1888 to 1891, Winchester Station 
again; 1891 to 1895, Alexandria Station; 
1895 to 1899, Greene Memorial, Roanoke; 
1899 to 1902, Vinton, when he asked for 
and was given a superannuated relation. 
Through all these years and in all these 
fields of labor, with all their change and 
unrest, his official administration was 
without complaint; his ministry fruitful, 
wonderfully so at Winchester in the 
early seventies; and the purity of his 
character even more and more apparent; 
demonstrating the versatility of his tal- 
ents, the richness of his endowments, and 
the faithfulness of his service. In April. 
1863, his good fortunes were added to by 
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his marriag“e to Miss Mary A. Keene, of 
Dorchester county, Md., who, with two 
sons and four daug-hters, survives him. 
“Daniel was preferred above the presi- 
dents and princes, because an excellent 
spirit was in him.” Pharaoh recog’nized 
in Joseph “a man in whom the spirit of 
God is.” We are inclined to say that 
brother Carson’s spirit was his preemi- 
nent distinction. He was a g’entleman by 
nature as well as by culture and divine 
grace. His unfailing courtesy was not 
more conative than his breathing; nor 
did a change of health, of scene, of sur- 
rounding, or of obligation alter the case. 
No social circle, however refined or con- 
ventional, seemed beyond his mastery. 
His hospitality was so easy, cordial, and 
cheerful that to cross his threshold was 
to feel welcome without being told. As 
a guest, he could not stay too long, nor 
return too often. Wise, bright, sympa- 
thetic, joyous, gentle, tactful, like his 
Master, “he went about doing good,” 
rather by the inbreathing of his own 
pure and noble spirit. When the end 
came, it came quickly, silently, easily. 
After a summer outing in search of bet- 
ter health, he returned to Roanoke in 
September, and at once took up the work 
of setting in order a home, recently 
rented for him hy a son. The thought 
of having a home among so many related 
to him by the ties of recent, pleasant, 
and successful pastorate seemed for a 
time to renew his strength as well as 
gladden his heart. But the quickening 
effect was only temporary; soon he be- 
gan to fail. After his old habit, he con- 
tinued to enjoy reading, but evidently 
no book so much as the Bible. He died 
at 4:30 a.m. On the previous afternoon, 
he asked to be left alone that he might 
do some writing. But that writing was 
his last %\ill and testament; and an early 
paragraph contains what may be con- 
sidered. under the circumstances, his dv- 
ing testimony. “I approach my end,” 
says he, “in peace with all men, and espe- 
cially at peace with God and in fullness 
of hope.” Completing the instrument, he 
walked to a neighbor’s hoxise to sign it 
in the presence of witnesses, saying as 
he performed that last official act of his 
life, “It is better in the midst of life to 
prepare for death.” Thus his last words 
were those of peace, of hope, and of wis- 
dom. After supper he suffered an attack 
to which he was more or less accus- 
tomed. but from which for the first time 
he could obtain little or no relief. Ac- 
cordingly a physician was called who ad- 
ministered other remedies, after which 
he was allowed to fall asleep on the 



lounge where he had first composed him- 
self. And there he slept himself away 
to God. Those of us who knew him well 
cannot but feel that there must be a 
home for such spirits as his — “a land of 
pure delight, where saints immortal 
reign.” 

Robert R. S. Hough was bom in Lou- 
doun county, Virginia, September 9,-1839. 
His parents were Methodists, though his 
father was of Qviaker descent. His moth- 
er was a niece of Stephen George Roszell, 
who was so long a member of the Balti- 
more Conference and reckoned among 
the leaders in the councils of early Meth- 
odist history. The death of his father 
before the birth of his son left Robert 
to the sole care of his mother, who,, 
under the disadvantages of poverty, 
labored faithfully to train her children 
for God and the Church. When he was 
about nine years of age, the mother and 
her two sons moved to Morgantown,, 
(now) West Virginia, hoping to secure 
some property in that region to which 
she thoi ght she had valid title. Un- 
successful in establishing her claim, she 
was compelled for some years to endure 
the hardships of a very meagerly fur- 
nished life. Later she married a farmer 
near Morgantown, whose house became 
the home of her son Robert during his 
school days. Here the boy worked and 
acquired the robustness of constitution, 
as well as the familiarity with outdoor 
life and the h ve of all things that grow, 
which distinguished him in his mature 
years. The academy at Morgantown, 
where he received his education, was, if 
we may judge by his fruits, an exception- 
ally good school fer those times. He was 
well taught iii the usual English courses, 
and added to these the study of Latin 
and Greek. He was thus well prepared 
for his medical studies, which he com- 
menced in the office of Dr. Carr, of Mor- 
gantown, and continued at the University 
of Maryland, graduating, finally, from 
the medical department of Hampden Sid- 
ney College in Richmond, Va. In the 
meantime, he had not been unmindful 
of his religious interests. He was con- 
verted to God when he was thirteen 
years of age. Young as he was, that 
event settled definitely and finally the 
meaning and direction of his life. It is 
easy to understand that even then the 
adverse conditions under which he had 
been brought up, the faithful and judi- 
cious training of a deeply pious mother, 
and the religious atmosphere of his 
house had imparteu to the boy an un- 
usual sobriety and gravity of character; 
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and when he took upon himself the vows ; 
of the Church of God, it was with fixed ' 
purpose to ‘‘hold fast the beginning of 
his confidence steadfast unto the end.” 
The only records of his life — some brief 
jottings in his diary — from that time 
until his entrance upon his ministry tell 
of his unswerving fidelity and devotion 
to his Church. He carried his faith with 
him through his years of school and 
medical study, and, when they were 
ended, went out into life with the settled, 
ruling conviction that the best, the only 
best thing for him, as for any man, was 
to do the will of God. A brief experience 
in the practice of his profession, to- 
gether with the impressions made upon 
his mind in the course of his preparation 
of it, satisfied him that it was not his 
proper vocation. The obligation to 
preach the gospel had been presented to 
him, but his ^iew of the great responsi- 
bility involved, and his modest estimate 
of his own abilities, restrained him 
from hasty response to the call. At 
length, largely influenced by his friend, 
the Eev. Henry B. Ridgeway, he sur- 
rendered himself to this demand of God, 
and in 1854 was admitted on trial in the 
Baltimore Annual Conference. A mere 
summary of his work for the next forty- 
seven years is all that time and space 
n,llow. Beginning as junior preacher on 
Rockville Circuit, he rendered service in 
every form required in the ordinary 
course of our itinerant life. He was 
equally at home on circuit, station, and 
district, and labored acceptably and suc- 
cessfully on all of them. From Rock- 
ville Circuit, after two years’ service, he 
was, in 1856, put in charge of Waugh 
Chapel in Washington. In 1858 he was 
appointed junior preacher in Alexandria. 
He was sent in 1859 to Lewisburg, and 
before entering upon his work there he 
was married, March 29, 1859, to Miss 
Virginia, daughter of the Rev. John Baer, 
an old member of this body, well known 
and honored by many of us who still re- 
main. The period of storm and stress 
came upon us during his ministry in 
Lewisburg and found him earnestly de- 
sirous to maintain the unity of the 
Church and ihe union of the states, if it 
could be done without sacrifice of prob- 
ity and honor. From the Conference of 
1861 in Staunton, where the question, as 
it concerned the Baltimore Conference, 
was brought to issue, he went to Front 
Royal, remained there five years, a large 
part of the time the only minister in the 
town; and in 1866, at the session of the 
Conference in Alexandria, unhesitatingly 
cast his lot with his brethren in their 



adherence to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. From that time his ap- 
pointments indicate the place he held in 
the esteem c f his brethren and the con- 
fidence of the bishop in his ability, in- 
tegrity, and fidelity. From 1866 to 1868 
he was in charge of Winchester Sta- 
tion; from 1868 to 1872, Alexandria; 1872 
to 1873, Loudoun Circuit; 1873 to 1875, St. 
Paul’s, Baltimore; 1875 to 1876, Freder- 
icksburg. In 1876 he was charged with 
the oversight and care of the Roanoke 
District, which he served most faithfully 
for three years. In 1878 he was sent by 
his brethren as a delegate to the General 
Conference held that year. In 1879 he 
was returned to station work at Staun- 
ton, Va. In 1882 he again entered the 
presiding eldership, serving the East 
Baltimore District for four years. From 
there he was sent to Fredericksburg in 
1886, and in 1889 to Washington District. 
Thence in 1893 he went to Hamilton, and 
in 1897 to Berryville, where in 1901 his 
record of active service came to an end. 
The cares and labors of fortA'’-seven years 
of itinerant life had made such serious 
inroads upon his vigorous constitution 
that he felt constrained to give up his 
loved employ. Followed by .the regrets 
of his brethren, he went into the super- 
anniiated relation and fixed his home in 
Fredericksburg, in the midst of old and 
cherished friends, and found in his fam- 
ily and his social relations the hallowed 
fellowship that enriched his last days 
and gave him a foretaste and earnest of 
the everlasting rest and the communion 
of the saints in light. He was so lately 
among us that we cannot have forgot- 
ten his stalwart, impressive appearance, 
truly representing his honesty and manli- 
ness of character. He was strong, stead- 
fast, true, gentle, pure. His devotion to 
the Church was thorough. His Christian 
experience was rich, full, and constantly 
enlarging. He gave no uncertain sound 
in the expression of his faith. He was 
thoroughly unselfish, and always ready 
in his love for his brethren to make 
sacrifice of himself. He never sought 
an appointment and never complained 
of one. No man was ever more faithful 
to the vows made when he was admitted 
into full o mnection. He was a clear, 
strong, evangelical preacher, intensely 
earnest, longing for the souls of men. 
He was free from eccentricities, with- 
out the slightest tendency to sensation- 
alism. He was quite '•ontent with and 
absorbed in the message of the gospel, 
“Jesus Christ and him. crucified.” In 
administration as presiding elder he 
was patient, painstaking, laborious. He 
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never sous’ht advantage for himself 
from his position. His care for nis breth- 
ren committed to him was extreme. He 
was wise in council, having supreme re- 
•rard for the work God had given the 
Church and him to do in this world. 
We cannot go into the intimacies of his 
home life, man’s truest and highest life. 
The genial atmosphere of the house- 
hold, the kindly affection to one another, 
the unfeigned delight in the common 
converse, the mutual tender care, all tell 
of the controlling forces of Christian 
life and the unceasing current of heaven- 
ly influences, “the powers of the world 
to come,” that wrought in and through 
him, the father and head of the family. 
He has finished his course. We call now 
for the last time the name, Jlobert K. S. 
Hough. With the record before us we 
give the old familiar response, “Noth- 
ing against him,” emphatically, abso- 
lutely, “Nothing against him.” And with 
this testimony of his brethren we hand 
him on to the last tribunal, in full con- 
fidence that the verdict here will be con- 
firmed by the word of the Lord whom he 
loved, “Well done, good and faithful 
servant.” Dr. Hough passed peacefully 
to his reward April 19, 1902. Funeral 
services, April 21, were conducted in the 
Methodist church at Fredericksburg, Va., 
by the pastor. Rev. G. T. Tyler, assisted 
by Bishop Wilson, Drs. Bond and Duffey, 
and the Rev. T. S. Dunnaway of the 
Baptist church; after which his mortal 
remains w^ere laid to rest in the Confed- 
erate Cemetery. 

Rumsey Smithson was the son of Wil- 
liam M. and Elizabeth S. Smithson, and 
was born in Harford county, Md., May 
18, 1834; died at the residence of his son- 
in-law, Dr. Joseph V. Champion, at Mans- 
field, 111., June 12, 1902, aged sixty-eight 
years and twenty-five days. His funeral 
was conducted by the Rev. S. K. Cox. 
His great-grandfather came to America 
in Colonial times, and was probably of 
the Northumberland branch of the 
Smithsons, best known through James 
Smithson, the distinguished chemist, 
through whose liberal bequest the Smith- 
sonian Institution was founded. Dr. 
Smithson’s earlier education was at the 
Bellair Academy, in his native county. 
He was reared under Methodist influ- 
ences. His father was a class leader in 
the Methodist Church, and Dr. Thomas 
H. Bond was one of the members of his 
class. He w^as converted in his sixteenth 
year, and connected himself with the 
Methodist Church, being admitted on 
probation October 4, 1850. Shortly after 



his reception into full membership he 
was licensed to exhort. In 1856 he re- 
moved to Illinois. He was licensed to 
preach by the First Quarterly Confer- 
ence of Whitefield charge, Marshall 
county. 111., August 9, 1856, and recom- 
mended for admission on trial. He was 
admitted on trial into the Peoria Con- 
ference, of the same state, at its first 
session, September 10, 1856, and ap- 
pointed to Kankanee Mission. At the 
session in September, 1857, he was con- 
tinued on trial and appointed to El Paso 
Circuit. September, 1858, he w’as or- 
dained deacon, admitted into full connec- 
tion, and appointed junior preacher on 
Ottawa Circuit. July 11, 1859, he was 
married to Miss May, daughter of Dr. 
Sanford S. Dewey, of Flintstone, Md. 
Two sons and one daughter and his 
widow' survive him. September, 1859, he 
was appointed to Middleport Circuit. 
August, 1860, he left for a visit to his 
paternal home, and at the next session 
of the Illinois Conference was trans- 
ferred to the East Baltimore Conference. 
In March, 1861, at the Conference at 
Chambersburg, Pa., he was elected to 
elder’s orders, and ordained by Bishop 
Simpson. On account of the crowded 
condition of the Conference, he asked 
a re-transfer to the Central Illinois Con- 
ference. He was sent by the appointing 
authority of that body as a supply to 
Ottawa Circuit, and the following year 
was reappointed to the same charge. 
At the session of 1862 his character was 
arrested on account of alleged disloyalty 
and sympathy with the South, then en- 
gaged in the great struggle, but finally 
passed, and he was appointed to We- 
nona Circuit. Here he remained until 
the third Quarterly Conference, April 
25, 1863, when he withdrew from the min- 
istry and membership of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, because of its pro- 
nounced political and anti-Southern 
spirit. A number withdrew with him, 
and organized at Canton, 111., an associa- 
tion known as “The Christian Union.” 
He formed a society at Canton under the 
new organization and built a church at 
a cost of $10,000. In the spring of 1867 
a convention of the Christian Union was 
held to consider the propriety of uniting 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. Favorable action was had, and 
the Illinois Conference organized under 
the presidency of Bishop Doggett in 
June, 1867, He was the recognized leader 
in bringing “The Christian Union” into 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
The ijrobabilities are that but for his 
earnest work, brave leadership, and wise 
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management there would not be to-day 
the Illinois Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. This period of 
Dr. Smithson’s life was filled with trying 
and stirring facts, which furnished op- 
portunity to reveal much of his great 
force and courage. He was elected a 
delegate from the Illinois Conference to 
the General Conference which met in 
Memphis in 1870. In 1873 he was trans- 
ferred to the Baltimore Conference and 
appointed to South Branch Circuit. 
From 1874 to 1877 he had charge of Tal- 
bot Circuit; from 1877 to 1878 of Falls 
Church; from 1878 to 1882 he was pre- 
siding elder of the Moorefield District; 
from 1882 to 1885 he w’as in charge of 
Staunton Station; from 1885 to 1888 in 
Alexandria Station; from 1888 to 1892 he 
was presiding elder of the Winchester 
District; from 1892 to 1893 he was in 
charge of Fredericksburg Station; from 
1893 to 1897 he was presiding elder of 
the Washington District; from 1897 to 
1899 he was in charge of Charles Town 
Station, and w^as then appointed to 
Trinity Church, Roanoke, Va., where he 
remained until the spring of 1902, when, 
on account of failing health, he took a 
superannuated relation. He was first 
elected a delegate to the General Confer- 
ence from the Baltimore Conference in 
1882, and was a member of every General 
Conference from that time until he 
went upon the superannuated list, serv- 
ing in five General Conferences from the 
Baltimore Conference, several times 
leading his delegation, and once received 
a flattering vote for the episcopacy. The 
forty-six years he spent in the ministry 
were filled with earnest, aggressive 
work. He felt that he had a work to do, 
and w^as ever about it. Dr. Smithson’s 
mind was clear, strong, and incisive. At 
the time he entered the ministry oppor- 
tunities for education were not such as 
young men now have for preparation 
for this important work; but a man of 
his mind and spirit will have knowl- 
edge to fit himself for the duties of his 
position. All his life he was a close stu- 
dent. He had sufficient knowledge of 
the ancient languages to enable him suc- 
cessfully to prosecute a critical study 
of the Bible. In the last years of his life 
he w as buying new books, keeping him- 
self abreast with the progress of his age. 
In Arminian theology he was a master. 
It w’ould be difficult to find a man who 
could present the principles of Metho- 
dist theology with greater clearness or 
force. The degree of D.D. was conferred 
upon him in 1894 by the University of 
West Virginia. In this the university 



did credit to itself and honored a noble 
man. As a debater he had no superior. 
It is safe to say that a man who had 
one controversy with him was not anx- 
ious for another. Whether these dis- 
cussions w^ere on the rostrum or through 
the press, he was equally at ease in deal- 
ing with an opponent. He discussed no 
question which he had not carefully 
studied. Thorough knowledge of his 
subject, a vigorous mind, acute intellect, 
readiness and forcefulness of expres- 
sion, perfect self-possession, made him 
a foe in the arena of debate worthy the 
steel of the best trained antagonist. On 
such occasions he would frequently rise 
above all reasonable expectation, array 
his arguments and accumulate his facts 
with an energy and force of expression 
which would cause all sympathizers to 
feel that he was victorious, and make 
the most stubborn and prejudiced of 
hearers to quail and feel that there was 
more in his position than they had ever 
imagined. But in these contests he never 
sacrificed Christian propriety or char- 
acter, ever evincing by the expression 
of his face and his manner that he was 
contending for the truth and not for 
mastery over an opponent. The Rev. 
Samuel Rodgers, when presiding elder of 
the Washington District, in writing of 
a lecture Dr. Smithson delivered on 
“Christian Baptism” in Upperville, Va., 
at a session of the District Conference, 
said: “It was light and sweetness.” He 
had an intense love for the Church of 
his choice. He was too broad-minded to 
be bigoted, but believed that the doc- 
trines of his Church approached nearer 
the teachings of the Bible than any 
other. There was no cloud over his mind 
as to the biblical truth of Methodist 
doctrine. To use the language of an 
honored and departed member of this 
Conference, he believed that “Methodism 
was Bibleism.” Here we have explained 
why this good and courageous man was 
ever so willing to sacrifice all considera- 
tions of ease and personal popularity if 
need be in the defense and progress of 
the doctrines of his Church. He could 
but speak the things which he believed 
to be true. To a man of his mental 
make-up and moral convictions, not to 
speak them with all boldness and ear- 
nestness was moral cowardice.- This ex- 
plains why in communities where he be- 
lieved Methodist doctrine was not clear- 
ly understood, or where it w’as being as- 
sailed, he would not hesitate to speak 
in its defense. It is known to many 
members of this Conference that in 
parts of our territory where systems of 
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religious thought antagonistic to Meth- 
odist doctrine and polity were being 
vigorous!}^ proclaimed, to the disparage- 
ment of his Church, he lifted his voice 
against such invasions with a force and 
j)ower which made these overzealous 
ones for their creeds feel that it was not 
wise to repeat such things while Rum- 
sey Smithson was near. More than this, 
he made Methodi.st people in such com- 
munities see that the doctrines of their 
Church were founded upon the Holy 
Scriptures, and inspired them with zeal 
and loyalty in his behalf. Some of his 
sermons on spiritual religion were mas- 
terpieces of sacred eloquence, logical 
and scriptural thoughts all ablaze with 
the tire of the Holy Ghost. Some of us 
can never forget a sermon of his on this 
line based upon Rom. xiv. 17: “For the 
kingdom of God is not meat and drink, 
but righteousness, and peace, and joy in 
the Holy Ghost.” We can see ham now, 
with uplifted hand and beaming face, as 
Bible doctrine clothed in strong Anglo- 
Saxon speech poured from his lips, filling 
the minds and hearts of his hearers with 
sanctifying truth. As a preacher he 
was scriptural, strong, convincing, and 
effective. He dealt not in vain specula- 
tions and unprofitable theories. His 
ministry was fruitful, adding many unto 
the Lord. Dr. Smithson was a man of 
the cleanest speech. Questionable anec- 
dotes formed no part of his entertain- 
ment in social life. Everything of this 
kind was repulsive to him. His conver- 
sation was such as becometh the gospel 
of Christ. Dr. Smithson was a man of 
very positive character. The salient fea- 
tures of that character were readily 
recognized by all w*ho knew him. He 
was so pronounced and outspoken that 
no one could mistake his attitude on any 
question. He was always cool and self- 
possessed, maintaining his mental jmise 
in the heat of controversy. He reached 
Ms conclusions upon a subject after thor- 
ough investigation, and, having reached 
them, retained them with an unyielding 
tenacity. He had the courage of his con- 
victions, and defended them with a per- 
sistency and boldness that admitted of 
no surrender or compromise A man of 
his positive character must of necessity 
at times arouse antagonisms, but his was 
ever a contention for what he saw to 
be right. He never left a charge w^eaker 
than he found it. WTien he was satisfied 
that a line of conduct was necessary to 
the good of the Church, he follovved it. 
and the outcome invariably justified 
his views. Dr. Smithson -was a man of 
a big, warm heart, strong in his personal 



attachments and true to his friends. 
When he believed a man worth\’ of his 
friendship and confidence, such a man 
could have no truer friend. No personal 
consideration could ever induce him to 
take a position detrimental to the good 
of a friend, or to damage any man by 
striking in the dark. He had sympathy 
for the weak, for those who needed help. 
Members of the Conference can recall 
instances of complaints being made 
against young men of inefficiency, w’hen 
he had reason to believe that the things 
complained of might be overcome by ad- 
vice and patience, how he would plead 
that they have further opportunity to 
prove themselves adapted to the work of 
the itinerant ministry. But he never al- 
lowed his sympathy for a young man to 
interfere with his convictions of duty to 
the Church. When he felt satisfied that 
a man should not be continued in the 
Conference, in a few well-chosen but em* 
phatic words he would say so; and an 
utterance of that kind from him usually 
stopped all debate and settled the ques- 
tion in the minds of the members of the 
Conference. For two years before his 
death his health was very feeble, so 
much so that a man of less will force 
and devotion to his work would have 
quit the duties of the active ministry; 
but he loved the wmrk of saving souls 
and helping forward the kingdom of God, 
and w'hile there was a ray of hope for 
improvement in his physical condition 
he could not get the consent of his mind 
to suspend his labors. He was ever pre- 
pared from the depths of his heart to 
sing: 

I love thy kingrlom, Lord, 

The house of thine abode. 

The Church our blest Redeemer bought 
With his own precious blood. 

For her my tears shall fall. 

For her my prayers ascend; 

To her mv cares ah<i toils be given, 

Till toils and cares shall end. 

To the Church he did give unremitting 
labor until toils and cares did end. Such 
a life could only end in the triumphs of 
faith. About three weeks before his 
death he wrote a friend of his: “I am 
very poorly, scarcely able to help myself 
at all. There must be some change for 
the better very soon, or I must soon end 
my days on earth. I am resigned to the 
will of my blessed Lord.” On May 18, 
1902, he w’rote in his diary: “T am sixty- 
eight j^ears old to-day. Praise God for 
his mercies during these years.” Of his 
last hours his wife whites: “He seemed 
to be steadilj’’ gazing on something, and, 
his face all aglow, he turned to me and 
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said, ‘What beautiful flowers!’ I said, 
‘Where!’ and he replied, ‘Oh, heavenly 
flowers!’ Later, I wanted him to speak 
to me again, and I spoke to him several 
times before he made any answer, and he 
said, 'I was just about to enter.’ He 
passed away very peacefully.” “Mark 
the perfect man, and behold the upright; 
for the end of that man is peace.” 

John W. Canter was born in Freder- 
ick county, Va., January 19, 1834, and 
died in Alleghany county, Va., June 21, 
1902. He was twice married. Early in 
1861 he was married to Mrs. Martha 
Jane Campbell, of Highland county, Va. 

Of this marriage two children survive: 
the Rev. William I. Canter, of the West- 
ern Virginia Conference, and Mrs. Jennie 
S. Woods, of Philippi, W. Va. In March, 
1883, he married Mrs. Mattie J. Caldwell, 
of Greenbrier county, W. Va., who, with 
five children, survives him. Brother Can- 
ter began his ministry in 1858, From 1858 
to 1859 he served as junior supply on 
Wardensville Circuit with the Rev. S. H. 
Griffith. He entered the Conference in 
the spring of 1859, and was sent as junior 
preacher to Rockbridge Circuit with the 
Rev. Joseph R. Wheeler. In 1860 he was 
sent to Highland Circuit with the Rev. M. 
May as senior preacher. At the Con- 
ference in Staunton in 1861, at the be- 
ginning of the Civil War, he located, and 
remained in that relation to the Church 
until after the war closed. Yet during 
this time, on account of the scarcity of 
preachers, he did as much preaching as 
if he had been in the regular work. At 
the Conference in Alexandria in 1866, 
when the Conference voted to form a 
connection with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, he was readmitted and 
sent to Edray. During the years 1867 
and 1868 he served the Jackson River 
charge. From 1870 to 1871 he was on 
Crab Bottom Circuit. In 1872 he served 
Peterstown. During 1873-4 he served 
Edray again. During 1876 he was pastor 
of White Sulphur, and in 1877 was at 
Anthony’s Creek. For reasons that he 
felt justified him in the movement, he 
took a local relation in 1878, and so re- 
mained until the Conference of 1883, 
when he was readmitted and assigned to 
Alvon. He served this charge also in 
1884. During the years 1885-8 he was 
preacher in charge of Collierstown. At 
Lafayette (now Elliston) he served the 
years 1889-91, and New Castle in 1892-3. 
For four years from 1893 to 1897 he 
was pastor at Fairfield, and during the 
years 1898-1900 he had charge cf West 
Augusta, and in 1901 he was sent to Al- 



eghany, where, in 1902, he closed his 
ministry with his life. Brother Canter’s 
death was the result of accident while he 
was on his way to his work. His burial 
was from our church in Staunton, Va. 
on the 23d of June, 1902. The services 
were conducted by the Rev. L. L. Lloyd 
and attended by many of his brethren* 
who loved him for himself and honored 
him for his service. Brother Canter 
never spared himself in his care of the 
flock committed to him, but, by faithful 
preaching of the word of life and dili- 
gent ministry by prayer and counsel in 
the homes of his people, cultivated the 
faith and built up in love and good works 
the people under his care. He gave to 
his work his best in zeal and wise over- 
sight; his people gave back to him love 
and confidence, and God gave him suc- 
cess in souls and in the strengthening 
of the Church. A great battleship went 
down some years ago with its brave 
commander, and at each succeeding roll- 
call, when his name is called, a com- 
rade answers, “Absent; with the immor- 
tals.” When our comrades go down at 
their post, like our brother Canter, we 
answer with a sadness of tone that 
scarce conceals a shout of triumph, 
“Died; in the Lord.” 

Larkin Hardy Crenshaw, son of Asa 
and Martha M. Crenshaw, was born in 
Nottoway county, Va., December 16, 1832. 
He was baptized at Crenshaw’s Church 
by the Rev. Anthony Dibrill, October 3, 
1835. His father died when he was about 
five years old, and he, with three broth- 
ers and two sisters, was left to the care 
of his mother. She was a woman of ex- 
ceptional firmness and force of charac- 
ter. Under her wise and loving dis- 
cipline her children were trained to up- 
rightness and usefulness. By judicious 
management she was enabled to send 
her sons from the farm to college. The 
oldest son became a Presbyterian preach- 
er. In early youth brother Crenshaw 
was converted and united with the Meth- 
odist Church. After leaving college he 
taught school for several years. Being 
called of God to the work of the minis- 
try, he was licensed to preach at a Quar- 
terly Conference held at Elizabeth City, 
October 11, 1859 — Leroy M. Lee, presid- 
ing elder. His first sermon, howev- 
er, was preached some time before. Of 
this he says: “June 5, 1859. To-day I 
preached my first sermon before a small 
congregation at Hall’s Creek church. 
Pasquotank county, N. C. God only 
knows wuth what fear and trembling I 
entered upon that duty. I was almost 
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overpowered by my emotions, but God 
supported and upheld me, and I was en- 
abled to go through with my whole ser- 
mon better than 1 had expected. The 
congregation was very attentive during 
the whole discourse. My text was Matt. 

X. 32. 1 feel that it is my highest ambi- 

tion to be a faithful, efficient minister 
of the gospel of Christ.” It is worth 
while to give this quotation, since to the 
last sermon preached at Rectortown on 
the fourth Sunday of July, 1902, he held 
to the same view of the great responsi- 
bility as well as the glorious privilege 
of preaching the gospel. He was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Virginia Confer- 
ence, November, 1859. On October 22, 
1861, in Leesburg, Va., he was married to 
Miss Annie Jackson by the Rev. W. G. 
Cross. In every way this was a happy 
union. He was ordained deacon by Bish- 
op Andrew, November 24, 1861; ordained 
elder by Bishop Pierce, November 22, 
1863. He labored effectively in the Vir- 
ginia Conference for eight years. In 
1867, becoming a member of the Balti- 
more Conference, he was appointed to 
Loudoun Circuit, and afterwards served 
faithfully and well on the Mount Car- 
mel, Kent, Palls Church, Hamilton, and 
Loudoun circuits. In 1881 he became 
supernumerary, and from this time till 
his death he lived at his home near Kec- 
tortown, Va. Here in the charmed circle 
he was seen at his best, the perfect 
Christian gentleman. Though impaired 
health entitled him to the supernumerary 
relation, he served, to the great profit 
of the work, as supply on the Loudoun 
and Marshall circuits. When increasing 
feebleness precluded any regular work, 
he was always ready to preach when able, 
and his life was a constant blessing. To 
instance two or three of his character- 
istics: His mental action was vigorous 
and independent; his thought was never 
confused, it had the clearness of the 
light; his heart was as warm and gen- 
erous as his mind was strong; he loved 
his family, he loved his brethren of the 
ministry, he loved everybody. Humility 
adorned his life; but what most im- 
pressed those that knew him best was 
the strength of his faith in Jesus Christ 
— a faith that was in strong contrast 
with his self-distrust and with his ques- 
tioning attitude toward many things that 
easily pass current among us. He be- 
lieved in Jesus with all his mind and 
with all his heart and with all his 
strength. These things stood out in the 
man and entered into his ministry. He 
was a superior preacher. He preached 
the gospel with thorough honesty. He 



did not handle the word of God deceit- 
fully. His ministry was blessed with 
many conversions, and had the seal of 
God upon it. But no attempted delinea- 
tion of his character would do him jus- 
tice. In order to appreciate him you had 
to know him. The best qualities, or rath- 
er such modifications of them as are 
made by a man’s individuality, cannot be 
defined. A man has his own spiritpal at- 
mosphere. To know brother Crenshaw 
intimately, to be admitted to his confi- 
dence, wns to know a man singularly sin- 
cere, singularly pure, and one whose loy- 
alty to Jesus as his Saviour and Lord was 
the mainspring of life. He had been in 
failing health for months. A severe at- 
tack of rheumatism was followed by an 
alarming heart-failure. On Sunday, Au- 
gust 31, he was supposed to be dying. 
He thought death was at hand. He was 
cheerful, strong in faith. He rallied, and 
hope of recovery for some time cheered 
his family and friends. But on Sunday 
night, September 21, the end was seen to 
be near. He was fully conscious. His 
mind was as vigorous as ever. His ut- 
terances were characteristic: “Why do 
the doctors pump strong medicine into 
a man when his hour- is come? Why not 
let him meet death on time?” “No man 
has ever been able to grasp the grandeur 
of the character of Jesus. He is all in 
all to me.” “Blessed Saviour! The one 
in ten thousand — altogether lovely.” He 
called an unconverted neighbor to his 
bedside and preached unto him Jesus, 
He sang two verses of a hymn: 

My hope, my all, my Saviour thou. 

To thee, lo, now my soul I bow; 

I feel the bliss thy wounds impart, 

I find thee, Saviour, in my heart. 

My suffering time will soon be o’er. 

Then shall I sigh and weep no more; 

My ransomed soul shall soar away 

To sing thy praise in endless day. 

On Monday morning, September 22, 1902,. 
he left us for heaven. A devoted wife 
and four children survive, and are fol- 
lowing in the way of life. Funeral serv- 
ices were held Tuesday afternoon at his 
home. These services were conducted 
by his pastor, the Rev. W^. P. C. Coe, as- 
sisted by the Revs. J. H. Kuhlman, G, 
W. Staples, and I. N. Campbell of the 
Presbyterian Church. The interment 
was in the Leesburg Cemetery on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, when the burial serv- 
ice was read by the Revs. S. G. Fer- 
guson and C. Sy den Strieker. Much is 
left unsaid. We had no truer man among 
us than brother Crenshaw. As his breth- 
ren, we render loving tribute to his 
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worth. We have assurance that he has 
received his Lord’s commendation and 
has entered into his joy. 

WiLLiAAr Alkxander McDonald has 
passed to his reward. His cheerful 
voice answered to his name for the last 
time at the roll call of the Conference 
in Baltimore last March. The light of 
his presence has disappeared from 
among us, but his memory wdll abide 
as “ointment poured forth,” and his 
“works do follow him.” He “ceased at 
once to work and live.” At our last ses- 
sion brother McDonald was with us, ap- 
parently in his wonted health and vigor, 
with the prospect before him of years of 
good work; but after the lapse of a few- 
short weeks, we w"^ere startled to learn 
that the heavenly summons had come to 
him — that “he was not, for God had 
taken him.” After Conference, on April 
11, he returned from Baltimore to his 
home at Gaithersburg, Md., where he 
labored the three preceding years, with 
encouraging prospects of another suc- 
cessful y ar; but it was ordered other- 
wise of the Lord — only the last touches 
of life’s record were to be added, and the 
book closed. The affection w-hich caused 
his death was due to an abscess of the 
middle ear, the inflammation from w^hich, 
extending, involved the spinal cord and 
brain, resulting in meningitis. The 
trouble first originated with a cold, or 
“gripish catarrh,” he contracted the day 
of his arrival home after Conference. 
Under medical treatment he improved, 
and his ailment was not regarded as of 
so serious a nature, until the third week 
he suffered a relapse, and alarming 
symptoms developed. After expert med- 
ical examination it was deemed neces- 
sary to take him to an infirmary for a 
surgical operation, and on Maj' 11, he 
was taken to the Presbyterian Eye and 
Ear Hospital at Baltimore, where, the 
afternoon of the same day, an opera- 
tion was performed by Dr. Herbert Har- 
lan with apparently good results. His 
condition seemed favorable until three 
days later, when he grew worse rapidly, 
and the end came shortly before mid- 
night, Wednesday, May 14, 1902, Brother 
Harper, his presiding elder, w^rites: “Dur- 
ing his last illness he was patiently sub- 
missive to the Father’s will, and had 
commanding faith in his goodness and 
his grace. He wanted to live; he w'as 
willing to die. Just before the surgical 
operation was performed he conducted a 
sweet and comforting service of prayer, 
and committed himself and his loved 
ones to his heavenly Father’s care.” The 



funeral services were held in Trinity 
Church, Baltimore, conducted by the Rev. 
W. H. D. Harjier, assisted by the Revs. 
B. W. Bond, Thomas E. Carson, E. V, 
Regester, and G. D. White. The pallbear- 
ers were official members of Gaithers- 
burg charge, and a number of minis- 
ters of the Conference from the city and 
nearby charges served as honorai-y pall- 
bearers. His mortal remains were laid 
to rest in Mount Olivet Cemetery, Balti- 
more. Brother McDonald was the son of 
James and Nancy McDonald, and at the 
time of his death he was in the sixty- 
fourth year of his age, having been born 
August 16, 1838, in Pulaski county, Va. 
His boyhood was spent in the neighbor- 
hood of Christiansburg, Va. His father 
died when William was only four years 
old, but as he grew older he proved a 
dutiful and industrious son, and w'as am- 
bitious to render what aid he could to 
his widowed mother. He had the confi- 
dence and commendation of those who 
knew him in his youth. He was what is 
commonly termed a self-made man; but 
all his purpose and effort toward the 
‘“making of a man” of himself found 
their prompting in, and well exemplified, 
the truth of the psalmist, “The inspira- 
tion of the Almighty giveth understand- 
ing”; and he appreciated and appre- 
hended wisdom as the “principal thing." 
His early educational advantages were 
not large, but he improved such as were 
available. He attended the public 
schools and academy and was a diligent 
student, standing well in his classes. 
This thirst for knowledge remained with 
him always; “he loved his books and 
was an earnest student to the close of 
life.” He taught school a few years be- 
fore entering the ministry. William Mc- 
Donald wms converted in his early youth. 
His conviction of sin was the two-edged 
sword of his soul, and he agonized to 
enter in at the strait gate and the nar- 
row way that leadeth unto life — ^how 
long we know not; but while alone with 
God, and singing, “Poor tempest-tossed 
soul be still, my promised grace receive,” 
the day-star of hope appeared, and the 
light of God’s favor illumined his spirit, 
and the new creation of redeeming 
mercy and power was revealed to his 
enraptured faith. This was a great 
epoch in his life; henceforth he was to 
be the Lord’s. The conviction that he 
was divinely called to preach the gospel 
of his salvation to his needy fellow-men 
was deep and strong, and he gave himself 
with cheerful zeal to the work of the 
ministry. It seems that he began preach- 
ing as a local minister under the direc- 
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tion of the late Dr. Samuel lle^ester, 
who was presiding elder of the district 
in which he lived, during the period of 
the Civil War about 1863. At the Con- 
ference held March 10, 1864, at Bridge- 
water, Va., and presided over by the Rev. 
iJorval Wilson, brother McDonald was 
received on trial into the traveling con- 
nection. He was admitted into full, mem- 
bership in the C/Onference at the session 
held in Alexandria, Va., in 1866, and or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Early. He was 
ordained elder by Bishop Doggett at the 
session of the Conference held in Central 
Church, Baltimore, Md., March 4, 1868. 
In the course of his ministry he was ap- 
pointed tj the following charges: As 
junior preacher on Jacksomdlle Circuit 
in 1864; to Roanoke Circuit in 1865; Fair- 
field Circuit in 1866-7; New Marxet in 
1868; in 1869 he was appointed to Freder- 
ick, Md.; 1870-1 to Beltsville; 1872, Fred- 
erick Avenue, Baltimore; 1873-4 he la- 
bored on Montgomery Circuit; 1875, 
Beltsville; 1876-7, South River; 1878-9, 
Baltimore Circuit; 1880-1, Taylor’s Cir- 
• uit; Talbot Circuit in 1882; Wesley 
Grove Circuit, 1883-5; Laurel and Linden 
Circuit, 1886-8; East Rockingham, 1899- 
90; East Harford, 1891-4; Freedom, 1895- 
8; and Gaithersburg from 1899 to 1902. 
In his early ministry he was appointed 
as chaplain to the Maryland Senate 
three sessions. One of his earlier pre- 
siding elders pays tribute to the man 
and his work as follows: “He was honest, 
faithful, capable, and successful; beloved 
by the people he served, and popular 
with all. He was self-made, original in 
his method of sermonizing, forcible in 
delivery, and effective in the impress of 
his personality upon his audience. He 
was conscientious, uncompromising in 
integrity, yet warm-hearted and gener- 
ous.” “His ministry,” testifies one of his 
latest presiding elders, “was a fruitful 
ministry from the beginning to the close. 
He was a strong scriptural preacher; an 
untiring worker; a faithful pastor; a 
man of superior social qualities; a true 
man of Uod.” These generous tributes 
to his worth and work by those favor- 
ably situated properly to estimate him 
do not exalt our brother above all im- 
perfection which characterizes more or 
less man’s earthly life; but they are the 
simple and just meed of credit due a 
good man, who attained, by consecration 
to Christ the Lord and diligence in his 
service, unto a place of honor and a life 
of fruitfulness, blessed of God and a 
blessing to men. Such testimonies might 
be multiplied if it were necessary; suf- 
fice it to say, however, there will be

many to rise up and call him blessed 
in that great and wonderful day. On 
June 18, 1872, brother McDonald was hap- 
pily married to Miss Sarah R. Hall, of 
Beltsville, Md., who through following 
years adorned his home and was the true 
companion of his life of noble labors. 
She, together with their only child. Dr. 
WTlliam B. McDonald, of Baltimore, 
whose filial companionship was very pre- 
cious to our brother, survives to morurn 
his departure. These, his earthly treas- 
ures, “remain” in the blessed hope of a 
better reunion and an unfading inherit- 
ance in the skies.

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then returned to his native land, where 
he enlisted in the ranks of the cham- 
pions of the gospel. Let us note now 
what he was in the Church. Soon after 
his conversion he began his college and 
clerical career, and as a believer he oc- 
cupied official positions: he was presi- 
dent of the first Epworth League organ- 
ized in Brazil; he was steward, Sunday- 
school superintendent, and local preach- 
er. His help to the cause of the gospel 
in Brazil, especially in the state of Minas, 
was very great. He returned to Brazil 
from the United States in 1898. It is a 
notable coincidence that in Piracicaba 
news of his conversion was received by 
Lis father; he came to Piracicaba to be 
received on trial in the Conference, and 
it is now in Piracicaba that we hold 
this memorial service. His first appoint- 
ment was to Serra Azul, and then to 
Santa Kita, where the ben’gn influence 
of his noble character and work made a 
deep impression. Your committee is 
happy to present this sketch of his life 
and character. E. E. Joiner was his first 
presiding elder; Joao E. Tavares watched 
his career with great interest and sym- 
pathy; and Jovelino M. de Camargo at 
his side had the pleasure of frequently 
directing series of services in his 
churches. He served faithfully in Serra 
Azul, Santa Rita, Uberaba, and Ribeirao 
Preto, where there are to be found many 
proofs of his labors. In Santa Rita the 
church building was erected under his 
pastorate. The church prospered and 
precious fruits were gathered. He was 
a good preacher, setting forth the pure 
doctrines of the gospel in an attractive 
and pursuasive manner. He was es- 
teemed for his character: he was serious 
and scarcely knew how to joke. His in- 
terest in the work extended along all 
lines, youth and the education of the 
young, however, engaging his heart for 
the most part. It is scarcely two years 
since he took charge of Union College 
in the city of Ribeirao Preto. During 
the first year he was also pastor of the 
church there. The faithful discharge of 
his mission has been indelibly stamped 
upon the minds and hearts of the people 
of that city. The yellow fever broke out 
in Ribeirao Preto and spread through 
the community. Bento was invited to 
go with his family to a farm, but he 
thought it his duty to remain and await 
orders from that Heaven w'hich now 
hides him from our eyes. His warm 
heart felt deeply the sufferings of 
others. Obtaining subscriptions for the 
poor, visiting and giving counsel and 
comfort were Bento’s lines of action. 
His suggestion in regard to contribu- 
tions was taken up by our paper, the 



Expositor Ehristao, and advocated to 
great advantage. We are certain that 
souls in eternity will tell of the benefits 
and blessings of his work. On the 29th 
of March, 1903, at ten o’clock at night. 
Bento Braga de Araujo was translated to 
the arms of his Lord. Thus he finished 
the journey of life, leaving eyes dimmed 
with tears, and hearts full of inspiration 
in the contemplation of what has taken 
place. His widow, a devoted wife, with 
Christian resignation has shown a sweet 
submission to “Him who doeth all things 
well.” This star is hidden here that it 
may shine more brightly hereafter.

I. R. Hubbs. — Death is an event we do 
not attempt to shut out of view. We 
know that we must die. Beauuiul anti 
victorious was the faith of the little 
maid who said, “We are seven,” though 
one was in heaven. Our absent ones have 
simply passed us in the path to the goal. 
Their footprints are all about us; they 
are ever with us; they are still our own. 
The simple way of life lies straight be- 
fore our feet. It is given us to follow 
as well as to know. Ichabod Robert 
Hubbs was born near Camden, Tenn., 
November 16, 1870. He was licensed to 
preach by the Rev. Wellborn Mooney, 
February 25, 1893. He was admitted on 
trial into the Memphis in 

1895; was transferred to the Montana 
Conference in the autumn of 1896, and sta- 
tioned at Corvallis and Victor. Wnile 
in this Conference he served, besides 
Corvallis and Victor, Boulder and Hamil- 
ton. On account of failing health, he 
transferred to the Los Angeles Confer- 
ence, in the fall of 1901, and was sta- 
tioned at Nogales. Before the year 
closed he was compelled to give up the 
work, and at the end of the year was 
transferred back to this Conference. 
One year ago he moved vnth his family 
to Manlyville, Tenn., where he died, 
August 3, 1903. As a man he was amia- 
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ble, pure, ami marked all his acts by 
sincerity and charity. During the time 
of his active ministry he was aggres- 
sive and efficient. His presence among 
his people was a benediction and an in- 
spiration to a better service. During the 
last year of his life he was a sufferer, not 
able to talk for months before his death, 
yet no word of murmur or sigh of com- 
plaint was heard. He was resigned to 
the will of God. Why should we ask 
where he is to-day, or how he died? 
Death is not the king of terrors, and the 
grave is no victor, but, thanks be unto 
God, we have the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. His body rests in the 
grave near Paris, Tenn. He was mar- 
ried October 16, 1899, to Julia Moody, of 
Tennessee. She sits in the shadow of a 
deep sorrow now, but not with those who 
have no hope. May the still small voice, 
that always responds to the needs of the 
human heart, solace her, and temper 
her soul to this loss, and teach her to 
say intelligently, amd with an inward 
joy, “Thy will be done.”

Joseph Rajvd was of Wesleyan par- 
entage. His people resided in Durham, 
England, where he was born November 
10, 1823. The death of his mother and 
his father’s business misfortune threw 
the boy upon his own resources when but 
nine j'ears old; and in the struggle that 
ensued he had to look after the support 
of three younger children and to become 
guardian also for them. God was with 
Joseph, whilst Joseph was true to his 
brethren. His apprenticeship passed 
without separating him from Sunday * 
school or church, but not until he had 
received license as a local preacher in 
the Bishop Auckland Circuit of Durham, 
his native county. This honor was given 
in 1842, when the lad was in his nine- 
teenth year. From that day until March 
31, 1903, a period of sixty-one years, he 
studied to show himself approved unto 
God, a workman that needed not to be 
ashamed. The young preacher married 
Miss Bessie Raine in 1843, and came the 
following year to New York, where he 
found home and work the first day after 
his landing. He began business for him- 
self in 1847, in Covington, Ky.; but in 
the fall of the next year he Imocked at 
the door of the Kentucky Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in session at Flemingsburg, Bishop Ca- 
pers being in the chair. There were ad- 
mitted along with him Samuel P. Cum- 
mins, Jonathan K. Hedges, Paul H. Hoff- 
man, Robert Hiner, Samuel D. Adams, 
Benjamin F. Gatch, Franklin W. Phillips, 
Joseph H. Wright, Monroe T. Brooks, 
William H. Fleece, John Peace, and 
Michael Danoaster.

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but three are now living, namely, Hedges, 
Hiner, and Hoffman — all on the retired 
list. He was then almost twenty-five 
years old. Had he lived to see this ses- 
sion, he would have heard his name called 
and the usual ofticial response for him 
made for the fifty-fifth time, “Nothing 
against him.” The active itinerant serv- 
ice of brother Rand covered just forty- 
eight years, and he was indeed effective 
throughout the whole period. In 1896 he 
was granted the superannuate relation, 
in which he continued to his death, his 
name remaining the third one on the 
Conference roll. His purpose in going 
upon the retired list was to devote him- 
self more fully to the care of the invalid 
wife, whose painful condition required 
constant nursing, and whose lovely, life- 
long tenderness toward him entitled her 
to the gentlest and most unremitting 
service. After more than three years of 
suffering and suspense, the silver cord 
was loosed, and the husband-lover left to 
finish alone his pilgrimage. No, not 
alone, but lonely, “sighing for the touch 
of a vanished hand and the sound of a 
voice that is still.” Conspicuous among 
■our brother’s good traits was his self- 
denying regard for those of his own 
house. Mention may scarcely be made 
of all the churches under brother Rand’s 
pastoral care. There come to mind the 
circuits, Williamstown, Walton, Shelby; 
and the stations, Carrollton, Maysville, 
Frankfort, Winchester, Shelbyvllle, Lex- 
ington, Mount Sterling, Versailles, and 
others no less faithfully served; Ihen the 
. districts over which he presided in turn 
during his riper years for seventeen suc- 
cessive terms — Covington three years, 
Danville six, and Lexington eight — and 
that with rare fidelity and no mean abil- 
ity or lack of acceptability. In the most 
remarkable General Conference held 
since 1846, the radical one at New Or- 
leans in 1866, he had membership and 
influence. Such are the facts, the bare 
outlines of that body of Church work 
which made up the ministerial life of 
our beloved brother. In the mention of 
character, experience, and personal qual- 
ities, we must, of course, study brevity. 
Rrother Rand had a large, strong frame, 
fine health, excellent spirits, and good 
mental power. He might have been a 
success in business. He thought rap'dly 
and clearly, was well informed and 
fluent. For correct judgment he was 
much respected. His decisions from the 
chair were never reversed. The knowl- 
edge of Church law that he possessed 
was extensive and ever ready for use. 
He had fine power of observation, and 
saw things with an eye to their value 
and utility. Fond of young people, he 



was never inattentive to the aged. His 
disposition was cheerful, and he looked 
upon the bright side and showed it to 
his hearers. He was an offhand speaker 
“full of ancient saws and modern in- 
stances.” He knew men rather than 
books. His reading was more thought- 
ful than general. As a preacher he im- 
proved with age. His sermons were of 
the kind called practical, and in tone al- 
ways encouraging. He loved our hymns, 
and his gift of song will be long spoken 
of. In prayer he was appropriate, com- 
prehensive, and sympathetic. For the 
pastoral office he had both taste and fit- 
ness. His sheep knew his voice in trou- 
ble and danger. He could deal faithfully 
even with his friends in fault — a rare 
ability and a gracious one. In every fi- 
ber he was a churchman. Knowing the 
doctrine, honoring the usage, employing 
the ritual, administering the law, and 
glorying in 'the history of Mechodism, 
he gave himself to her service. He had 
the Englishman’s sense of fairness, and 
his firmness also; yet he was intensely 
American and invincibly Wesleyan. His 
work was done regardless of roads or 
clouds, smiles or frowns. In giving his 
religious testimony, in the domestic cir- 
cle, the class room, or great congrega- 
tions, he was always brief, modest, calm, 
but clear and very confident. The sum 
of it was that God had been unspeak- 
ably good — his gracious sufficiency had 
been richly realized — his divine presence 
was constant and very comforting— 
God was his refuge, solace, a very pres- 
ent help in trouble. The chamber where 
this good man met his fate was priv- 
ileged above the common walks of life, 
quite on the verge of heaven. He was 
ready, ripe, meet to be partaker of the 
inheritance of the saints in light. He 
had an abundant entrance. He is in the 
Land o’ the Leal.

J. S. Todd died at his residence in Shel- 
byville, April 28, 1903. He was born and 
reared in Ohio county. West Virginia, 
and came to St. Louis, Mo., when he was 
twenty-one years of age. His parents 
were Presbyterians of the old school, 
and at the age of seventeen he became 
a member of that Church. After coming 
to Missouri he was brought into associa- 
tion with Methodist people, and at a 
meeting held at Lontre Island, Mont- 
gomery county, in 1848, he joined the 
Methodist Church, and was soon after 
licensed to preach and sent to aid the 
Rev. P. M. Pinkard on the Columbia Cir- 
cuit. In 1850 he was received on trial in 
the Missouri Conference at Payette, and 
was sent to the Richmond Circuit with 
Joseph Devlin, and in 1851 to Louisiana 
with Tyson Dines. He was received into 
full connection at the session of 1852 at 
St. Joseph, and ordained deacon by Bish- 
op Paine and sent to Plattsburg and 
Liberty circuits; in 1853 to Weston; and 
in 1854 he was ordained elder by Bishop 
Kavanaugh at Brunswick, and sent to 
Columbia Station. In 1855 he was in 
charge at Clarksville and Paynesville, 
and the next year at La Grange. Brother 
Todd took the local relation this year, 
and at Hannibal, October 6, 1858, was 
married to Mary E. Miller, who was his ' 
faithful and loving companion until his 
death. From 1858 to 1874 he remained 
in the local ranks, but continued to 
preach a great deal, and was exceedingly 
useful and active in the work of the 
Lord. After the death of brother Black- 
well, in 1872, brother Todd supplied the 
Clarence Circuit; and the next year, after 
the death of brother Mayhew, he wms as- 
signed to the charge of Palmyra Station 
by brother W’. W’. McMurry, presiding 
elder. At the session of 1874, held at St. 
Joseph, brother Todd was readmitted 
into the Conference and sent to Shelby- 
Aille Station and to the principalship of 
Shelbyville High School. Next year he 
was in charge of Shelbyville Circuit, and 
then sent to Monroe City for two years, 
Monticello two years, and then back to 
Shelbjwille for two years. To Bloom- 
ington for 1882, Cairo for 1883, to Hun- 
newell for two years, to Palmyra Cir- 
cuit for two years, to Glasgow Station 
in 1888, and to Rocheport Circuit in 1889. 
At the Conference held at Fayette in' 
1890 our beloved brother was given the 
superannuated relation, which he held 
until his death. He made his home at 
Shelbyville, after the year 1890, and con- 
tinued to preach and aid the brethretn 
in meetings as occasion offered and his 
strength admitted. To brother Todd 
and his wife were born nine children. 
One died in infancy. Dr. W. W. Todd died 
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^'oTenlbe^ 23, 1893, a noble Christian phy- 
sician; Maggie M., one of the daughters, 
married Dr. S. H. Wainright, and with 
her honored husband has been engaged 
in the missionary work in Japan for fif- 
teen years. The children are all con- 
sistent and faithful members of the 
Church, and the family has been noted 
for the mutual love of parents and chil- 
dren. Brother Todd was no ordinary 
man. He was of the best blood (the 
Scotch-Irish) ; his educational advan- 
tages were superior for the days of his 
young manhood, and all his life he was 
an eager student. He hungered and 
thirsted after truth, as well as right- 
eousness. His mind was of a high order 
in its power of training. His ability to 
go down deep into a subject and look 
at it in all its parts and relations was 
great. But above all, he had the life, 
the abundant life of God in his soul. His 
conversion was marked, and his experi- 
ence was rich, and grew richer until he 
passed within the gates. Early in his 
growing manhood he turned away from 
the stern and icy philosophy of Calvin- 
ism to that blessed doctrine of a wide- 
open door of salvation for every one who 
will come to God through Jesus Christ. 
Methodism, as taught in the Bible and 
set forth by John Wesley and Richard 
Watson and all our standard authors, 
was fully accepted by the mind and heart 
of our brother. He was true to his ordi- 
nation vows; no strange fire was brought 
by him to the altar of God, and no 
strange doctrine was presented by him 
to the people. He did not remain in the 
Methodist Church and claim the right to 
preach Socinianism, Unitarianism, or 
Zinzendorfianism, but was ever true to 
God and his Church. It takes sound doc- 
trine to make a character, a life, like 
that of brother Todd. False teaching, 
error received into the mind and heart, 
can never have any other effect but that 
of a moral poison upon the soul. He 
devoutly believed that Jesus Christ 
could save to the uttermost, and that 
his precious blood “cleanseth from all 
sin”; that the justified believer could 
be sanctified wholly and filled uith the 
Holy Spirit, not by growth or death or 
purgatory, but by faith in the Son of 
God. This was his own rich and joyful 
experience which filled him daily and 
hourly with a x>eace which had the vol- 
ume and sweep of a mighty river in his 
soul. Many were led to Christ through 
bis preaching. There was a holy unc- 
tion upon his words. They reached the 
oiinds and hearts of the people. Many 
^'ill call him blessed in “that day.” He 
^as greatly interested in the movement 
for the destruction of the liquor traffic. 



and was a party prohibitionist for many 
years. With all his powers of mind he 
was unable to see how he could be true 
to God and to the overthrow of the 
wretched traffic in rum and beer, and at 
the same time continue to vote with 
parties pledged to license and protect 
the miserable business. He aided much 
in freeing Shelby county from the whisky 
yoke. Everybody in that country, young 
and old, loved brother Todd. He had 
won his way to all hearts. He was full 
of comfort and love to the sick and the 
poor, and of consolation to the afflicted. 
Brother W. W. McMurry, who had known 
him for long years, and who spoke ten- 
der words at his funeral, said he was 
an Israelite indeed in whom there was 
no guile. We all about Shelbyville are 
mourners over his departure. All busi- 
ness houses were closed and a great 
company gathered at the funeral serv- 
ices. The pastors of all the churches, 
and some of the brethren in the laity, 
paid loving tributes to his life and mem- 
ory. Every church bell in the city tolled 
as we bore his body away and laid it in 
the tomb until the great rising daj^ shall 
come. Sister Todd and her children 
have great riches in his spotless life and 
in his holy character, ana we still seem 
to see the gleam of light upon the way 
where he ascended to his glorified Lord. 
Brother Todd was very sick in the 
month of February last, and we all 
thought that he was going away from 
us then, but he recovered his health to 
some extent and was able to attend 
church Sunday before he died and heard 
Dr. S. H. Wainright preach; and on the 
day of his death he was as well as usual, 
until about 8 o’clock p.m. when he was 
taken suddenly ill and in a few moments 
died apparently without pain. The in- 
fluence of his life and w”ords will linger 
long in that community for good. We 
trust the gracious Lord will abundantly 
bless sister Todd and her children and 
grandchildren, and bring them all safely 
to the eternal reunion of heaven.

1882^ Independence; 1883, Carthage; 1884- 
5, Sweet Springs and Blackwater Chapel; 
1886, Slater; 1887, Gilliam and Cam- 
bridge; 188, Pierce City; 1889, Eldorado; 
1890, superannuated, in which relation he 
was continued till he reached the goal 
of his earthly pilgrimage, October 27, 
1902, when the Great Shepherd trans- 
ferred him “to the general assembly and 
Church of the firstborn, which are writ- 
ten in heaven.” The above list of appoint- 
ments shows that brother Prottsman 
preached as a local preacher six years; 
on circuits, six; stations, twenty-five; 
districts, eight; agencies, four; and was 
on the superannuated list eleven, making 
a total of sixty years in the ministry. He 
was married November 27, 1851, in 

Cambridge, Missouri, by the Rev. W. H. 
Porter, to Miss Anna Lewis, who sur- 
vives him, they having lived together 
nearly fifty-one years. Physically, he was 
such a one as will always arrest atten- 
tion. He was about five feet, eight inches 
high; stood erect; slightly inclined to cor- 
pulency; had large, finely-shaped head, 
auburn hair, broad forehead, large blue 
eyes, large nose, big mouth, with cheeks 
and chin to match; always cleanly shaved. 
That is a pen picture of W. M. Protts- 
man. Mentally, he ranked high. He had 
a massive brain, surcharged with a minfi 
which had been carefully trained, richly 
stored with useful knowledge, and was 
capable of close, logical thinking. His 
perception was penetrating, clear, and 
incisive; his judgment was comprehen- 
sive, accurate, and well-balanced; his 
memory was tenacious, grasping, and con- 
tinuous. Possibly that which most dif- 
ferentiated him from all other men was 
his inborn capacity to amuse. He had 
developed this gift so that all who knew 
him expected, when he arose to speak, to 
have their risibles touchea. Maybe at 
times he used this power too freely. 
Next to this he was noted for his moral 
qualities. He had generous, noble im- 



pulses that went out full of love to every- 
body, He loved humanity and spent his 
life in doing good. In the last great day 
the Master will say unto him: “Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto the least of these 
my brethren, ye have done it unto me. 

, . . Come, ye blessed of my Father, 

inherit the kinguom prepared for you 
from the foundation of the world,” 
Brother Prottsman was a great preacher; 
ranked readily with the best. He had 
only a few peers in the pulpit. His ser- 
mons were logical, rhetorical, poetical. 
They were well thought out, written in 
full, and read as only he could read ; every 
syllable receiving its proper accent, in- 
flection, and emphasis. For conveying 
“thoughts that breathe and words that 
burn” to the ears and minds of men, 
there was never a better instrument than 
his voice, which he had under perfect con- 
trol. He was also a lecturer of more 
than ordinary ability. But the climax 
in this unique character, the like of which 
we shall never see again, was located in 
his business. He served his Conference 
twenty-three years as secretary. He 
served three terms in the General Con- 
ference. He drafted the constitution and 
by-laws of the Church Extension Society, 
and had he received a few more votes 
would have been its first secretary. Ho 
was president of the missionary society 
of his Conference for thirty years. The 
minutes show that one year he was sec- 
retary, president of the Board of Mis- 
sions, chairman of the Board of Finance, 
and on four other committees. Much of 
our discipline and plans of Conference 
work were born of his fruitful brain, and 
drafted by his skillful hand. He served 
the Missouri State Senate one term as 
secretary, one as chaplain, and several 
terms as chaplain of the House. While 
serving in these offices he drafted many 
bills for legislators. He wrote for Gov- 
ernor Robert Stuart, the first Thanks- 
giving proclamation ever addressed to the 
citizens of Missouri. He served eight 
years as presiding elder, and it is doubtful 
if he had an equal in this important office; 
save Bishop McTyeire, we had no better 
Church lawyer; and save Paul Whitehead, 
we had no better parliamentarian. But 
this many-sided, willing, ready, useful 
toiP*' in the Lord’s vineyard had to yield 
to the inexorable law of age, and after 
forty-nine years of active work in the 
ministry, which he so much enjoyed, had 
to have his name registered on the roll 
of superannuates. This was done in 1890. 
For the last time he attended his Con- 
ference in 1900 (up to this date he had 
never missed a session), and presided at 
the organization of our “Veteran Preach- 
ers’ Association,” the last official act of 
his life, and on his way home preached

in Boonville his last sermon. His sight 
had been failing him for twenty years; 
henceforth he was entirely blind. Dur- 
ing these two years of continuous night 
he was taken care of by his faithful wife 
in the home of her niece, Miss Anna L. 
Clark, of Boonville. In addition to his 
blindness he was afflicted with softening 
of the brain, and at times was as help- 
less as a child. Although he was sick so 
long and the end came so gradually, yet 
his final home-going was sudden. He ate 
his supper sitting in his chair, went to 
bed, and in five minutes “crossed the river 
and rested under the shade of the trees” 
on the other shore. At our memorial 
service in Neosho, in 1899, the last brother 
Prottsman ever attended (we had none in 
1900), be quoted, as only he could, the 
following poem, which he told us he found 
in a newspaper he picked up by the road- 
side in Virginia. After the service he 
was requested to give a copy of it to be 
put in his memoir. He had quoted the 
same poem on similar occasions before: 

If yon bright stars which gem the night 
Be each a blissful dwelling sphere, 

Where kindred spirits reunite 

Whom death has torn asunder here* 

How sweet it were at once to die, 

And leave this blighted orb afar, 

Idixed soul with souito cleave the sky, 

And soar away from star to star. 

But, oh, how dark, how drear, how lone. 

Would seem the brightest world of bliss. 

If wandering through each radiant one. 

We failed to find the loved of this; 

If thei'e no more the ties entwine. 

Which death’s cold hand alone can sever, 

Oh, then, the stars in mocking shine. 

More hateful, as they shine forever. 

But, oh, it cannot be, each hone and fear 
That lights the eye or clouds the brow 
Proclaims there is a brighter sphere 

Than this bleak world which holds us now. 
There is a voice which sorrow hears 

When heaviest weighs life’s galling chain; 

’Tis heaven that whispers, “ Dry thy tears; 

The pure in heart snail meet again.” 

John Alexander Swift was born in 
Caswell county, N. C., August 21, 1836. 
When nineteen years old he was converted 
at home, in Georgia, and joined the Bap- 
tist Church in 1855. In 1860 he trans- 
ferred his membership to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South. His authority 
to exhort, given in 1867, was signed by A. 
G. Haygood, and his license to preach, 
given in 1869, was signed by W. P. Harri- 
son. On August 5, 1860, he was married 
to Miss Katherine McKinley, a most ex- 
cellent woman, who went to heaven in 
1896. Three years later he married Mrs. 
Mary A. Craig, of Dade county. Mo., who 
survives him. In 1871 brother Swift 
moved to Missouri and settled on Clear 
Creek, in Greene county; in 1873 he joined 
this Conference and was sent to Mount 
Vernon Circuit; 1874, Sarcoxie; 1875-6, 
Pineville; 1877-8, Greenfield; 1879, Pine- 



ville; 1880, Nevada Circuit; 1883, Sar- 
coxie; 1884, Index; 1885-6, Pink Hill; 
1887, Mountain Grove; 1888, Chamois; 
1889-90, Jasper; 1891, Pierce City; 1892-3, 
Pink Hill; 1894, Russellville; 1895, Vien- 
na; 1896, Lawrenceburg; 1897, superan- 
nuated, in which relation he was contin- 
ued until his sufferings were terminated 
by a happy passport to his home beyond 
the skies, from his home in Golden City, 
December 16, 1902, in the thirty-sixth year 
of his ministry, twenty-five of which were 
spent in the. effective itinerant ranks, and 
in the sixty-seventh year of his earthly 
pilgrimage. Brother Swift’s early educa- 
tional opportunities were meager, and he 
never attained to a great scholarship; but 
he was a diligent student, read the best of 
books, and studied men and all things 
with which he came in contact, and there- 
by acquired a fund of information that en- 
abled him to preach instructively and 
sometimes with extraordinary power. He 
was “clothed in the mind that was in 
Christ Jesus,” and was noted for his hu- 
mility. So reserved and timid was he that 
a^ partial acquaintance never revealed his 
worth. He was a greater man than his 
brethren suspected him to be; possibly his 
highest ambition was to be “little and un- 
known, prized and loved by God alone.” 
He could sing without reserve: 

I’d rather be the least of them 
Who love the Lord alone. 

Than wear a royal diadem 
And sit upon a throne. 

He was a truly good man, and a very suc- 
cessful preacher. He was buried at Clear 
Creek Camp Ground, Greene county. Me., 
by the side of his first wife and their only 
son. Augustus Swift has placed a suitable 
monument over their grave. 

Lewis Rodgers Downing, son of James 
and Martha Downing, was born in Lincoln 
county. Mo., October 8, 1832, and in the 
same county was born again and joined 
the Church under the ministry of William 
Barnett, in his seventeenth year, March, 
1849. He was licensed to preach in Pike 
county, in 1853, when just twenty-one 
years old. The Missouri Conference ad- 
mitted him on trial at Glasgow in 1857, 
and into full connection in 1859, when he 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Paine. 
He was ordained elder in 1865 by Bishop 
Kavanaugh. In 1859 he was married in 
Clarksville, by the Rev. B. H. Spencer, to 
Miss Ellen Lewis Roberts, who survives 
him. His appointments were: In 1857. 
junior preacher in Danville Circuit: 1858, 
Clarksville Station; 1859, Weston Station: 
1860-1, St. Charles. In 1864 he located, 
but was readmitted in 1877 and sent to 
Franklin Circuit; 1878, Shelbyville Cir- 
cuit; 1879, located again. In 1888 he was 
again readmitted, this time joining the 
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Southwest Missouri Conference, and was 
stationed in Higginsville, where he 
wrought three years; 1891, Campbell 
Street and Garland Avenue, Kansas City; 
1892-3, Windsor; 1894, Everett; 1895, El- 
dorado and Schell City; 1890, Appleton 
City; 1897, Calhoun and Bronaugh; 1898, 
Garland Avenue, Kansas City; 1899, su- 
perannuated, in which relation he was 
continued until October 31, 1902, when 
through the portal of death he entered 
into the “rest that remaineth to the peo- 
ple of God.” Brother Downing preached 
the gospel forty-nine years, twenty-six as 
a local preacher and twenty-three as an 
itinerant. Although the last three years 
he was on the superannuated list, yet he 
served a mission church in Kansas City 
nearly all the time. Lewis Downing was 
more than an ordinary man. He had lit- 
erary taste and aptitude, and was a close 
student. In the earlier years of his min- 
istry he wrote much for papers. A series 
of articles written by him and published 
in the St. Louis Christian Advocate on 
“The Chariot Throne of Christ” attracted 
much attention. During his local years 
he edited one or more papers. But few 
men have at their command as extensive 
a vocabulary as he had. He was noted 
for his use of big, uncommon words. He 
gave the dictionary a close and careful 
study; he was an elegant writer and an 
eloquent preacher, though his style was 
somewhat stilted. His people loved him, 
and he fed them with nourishing food. 
He lived twenty-three days over his al- 
lotted threescore and ten years, then slept 
with his fathers, and his works follow 
him. 

John Pletcheb Robb was born in Ponto- 
toc, Miss., April 8, 1838. At the age of ten 
he was left an orphan, and went to Indi- 
ana to live with his uncle. One year later 
he moved to Illinois. June 17, 1858, when 
twenty years old, he was married to Miss 
Mary E. Dove. In the fall of 1859 he 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church on 
probation, and in March, 1860, was con- 
verted while at work in the field and was 
soon after received into full fellowship 
into the Church. November, 1871, under 
the ministry of N. P. Halsey, he joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
and in January following was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of 
New Douglass Charge, T. B. Harben, pre- 
siding elder. He joined the Illinois Con- 
ference September, 1872, and was sent to 
Xenia Circuit. In 1873 he was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Marvin and sent to 
Rome Circuit; 1874, ordained elder by 
Bishop Wightman and returned to Rome; 
1875, Potoka Circuit, three years; 1878, 
Salem District, three years; 1881, located, 
and moved to Missouri. In 1882 he w^as 
readmitted into the Southwest Missouri 



Conference and sent to Clinton Circuit, 
which he traveled three years; 1858, Mon- 
trose, two; 1887, Sedalia, three; 1890, 
Sprague, two; 1892, Sheldon; 1893, But- 
ler Station, two; 1895, Morrisville, three; 
1898, Pierce City, four; 1902, superannu- 
ated. January 17, 1903, left Pierce City 
for Paradise. The above shows that he 
had staying qualities. Brother Robb was 
a preacher exactly thirty-one years, twen- 
ty-nine of which were spent in the effect- 
ive itinerant ranks. He had a joyous, sat- 
isfactory religious experience. Some time 
before he died he made this statement in 
writing: “By the grace of God, on the 20th 
of November, 1894, after a full consecra- 
tion, I passed under the blood and was 
made whole. Glory! glory! glory! O 
Father, keep me pure all the days of my 
pilgrimage!” After his superannuation 
his health steadily declined and in four 
months he came face to face with “the last 
enemy,” but without fear. One day as he 
and his wife were sitting alone together, 
he looked up and said, “See! see!” He was 
taking a glimpse “within the vail.” He 
adjusted all his business matters, and just 
two weeks before his final departure wrote 
the following letter to his friend and 
brother, W. H. Winton: • 

January 2 , 1903 . 

My Dear Brother: After love and kind regards 
to yourself and family, I have a statement to make 
and a desire to e\v>ress. My health is very poor; 
my desire is that you conduct my funeral, and I 
want to know by return mail if you think you coidd 
come if dispatched for, as soon as the struggle is 
over. Am still sitting up, but cannot tell how long 
can hold out. I will leave some data for you, and 
if you can attend, as you will have the facts, want 
you to write obituary for Advocate. If I don’t see 
you again, give greeting to the Conference, and tell 
the brethren they “will know where to find me.” 
Adieu! I will meet you in the City. Love to all in 
Morrisville. J, F. Bobb. 

That was meeting death like a sage, a 
philosopher, and a Christian all combined 
in one. “Let me die the death of the right- 
eous, and let my last end be like his.” He 
has left his wife, two sons, and two daugh- 
ters the heritage of a good name, which 
is preferable to earthly riches; and to his 
Conference the legacy of a life embalmed 
by successful service in the Master’s vine- 
yard and for the salvation of the lost.

Elt.tah G. Michael was bom March 27, 
1833, in Decatur county, Indiana, to which 
state his parents had removed from Vir- 
ginia. In 1847 he crossed the plains and 
settled in Linn county, Oregon. While 
attending a camp meeting in 1853 he was 
converted and joined the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church. At the close of the Civil 
War he united with the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South. Early in the history 
of the Columbia Conference he entered its 
itinerant ranks, and was connected with 
it until its division in 1890. Being within 
the bounds of the East Columbia Confer- 
ence, he remained within it until his 
death. He died of cancer of the stomach, 
in Spokane, Washington, October 22, 1902. 
Not being able to attend the session of the 
Conference, he wrote: “It grieves me not 
to be able to be with you. Only once be- 
fore in an itinerancy of thirty-three years 
have I missed Conference roll call. I must 
ask at your hands a superannuated rela- 
tion.” A message was sent by wire and 
also a letter expressing the love and sym- 
pathy of his brethren. He w^as a man of 
sterling worth, and we never knew him to 
be guilty of a mean or underhanded ac- 
tion. He leaves to his children the heri- 
tage of a father’s stainless name. He was 
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not accounted a brilliant preacher, but 
was seldom ever known to preach a poor 
sermon. The last sermon we heard from 
his lips was a strong, logical, and Im- 
pressive discussion of faith. Indeed, his 
sermons left an abiding impression on 
his hearers. His superannuation was 
short, being only a little over a month; 
when he was transferred to the great 
company above. We miss him from our 
councils, but the influence of a conse- 
crated life still abides with us. May God 
help us so to use the example of his faith- 
fulness as that we may be better able to 
do and bear whatever may be required In 
our itinerant work. Farewell, true “yoke- 
fellow.” We shall meet again in the land 
where powers never fail and itinerants 
never grow old.

Henry Clay Settle was born in the 
city of Louisville, May 26, 1836. He was 
the youngest and last surviving child of 
Cooper and Sarah A. Cornell Settle. His 
father’s family was originally from North 
Carolina, though his father came to Louis- 
ville from Virginia. His mother was also 
from Virginia, coming to Louisville from 
Lynchburg. His father, Mr. Cooper Set- 
tle, was for many years the publisher of 
the Louisville Journal, and a personal 
friend of the editor, George D. Prentice. 
He was also intimate with the great Com- 
moner, Henry Clay. For the latter he 
named his son. In this typical Kentucky 
home Henry Clay Settle was reared. While 
quite young he was sent to private schools, 
and then entered St. Aloysius College, at 
that time a noted Catholic institution in 
Louisville. He graduated in 1854 with 
the honors of his class, and immediately 
entered upon a thorough preparation for 
the profession of law. While so studying 
his health failed, and he was sent upon a 
long sea voyage to California. In San 
Francisco he was given a position upon a 
newspaper and sent to the State capital to 
report important proceedings of the Leg- 
islature. About this time he was elected 
to a professorship in Blake Institute, and 
again turned his attention to the study of 
law. But religious inclinations, which 
dated back to his Sunday-school days in 
old Eighth Street Church, Louisville, un- 
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der the spiritual guidance of William 
Kendrick, turned his thoughts toward the 
ministry. In February, 1856, at the fifth 
session of the Pacific Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, he 
was admitted and given appointment. Dr. 
Simmons, in his “History of Southern 
Methodism on the Pacific. Coast,” says at 
him at that time: “Henry C. Settle was 
quite a young man, of slender, delicate 
build, of pleasing manner, and exceeding- 
ly brilliant intellect. ... He was a 
hard student and a great reader. . . . 

He advanced at once to the front rank, and 
filled some of our best and most impor- 
tant stations.” His appointments in the 
Pacific Conference were as follows: From 
February to November, 1856, Gilroyard 
San Juan; November, 1856, to October, 
1858, Grass Valley and Nevada; October, 
1858, to October, 1859, San Jose and Santa 
Clara. While filling the last-named ap- 
pointment he was seized with a longing 
for his old home, and was transferred to 
Kentucky and joined the Louisville Con- 
ference in October, 1860. His appoint- 
ments from that time until his superannu- 
ation in 1899 were as follows: 1860, Bards- 
town; 1861-2, Russellville; 1863-4, Logan 
Circuit; 1865, Cadiz; 1866, Big Spring; 
1867-9, Owensboro; 1870-4, Walnut Street, 
Louisville; 1874-6, Russellville; 1877-1880, 
Owensboro; 1881, Jefferson Street, Louis- 
ville; 1882-6, presiding elder of the Louis- 
ville District; 1886-9, Chestnut Street, 
Louisville; 1889-93, Walnut Street, Louis- 
ville; 1893-7, Hopkinsville; 1897, Bowling 
Green; 1898, Russellville. It will thus be 
seen that he gave the Conference almost 
forty years of unbroken service. How 
well he wrought can be told by a closer 
glance at these figures. He served out the 
time limit five times — at Owensboro, 
Hopkinsville, twice at Walnut Street, and 
as presiding elder of the Louisville Dis- 
trict. He was pastor at Russellville three 
times, it being his second, eighth, and last 
appointment. And let it be recorded here 
how gently and tenderly they ministered 
to him when he had worn himself out in 
the service of his and their Lord. He 
also served Owensboro twice, giving that 
people seven years of illuminating and 
consecrated labors. They have commemo- 
rated his name by calling the church, 
which has at present the largest member- 
ship in the Conference, Settle Chapel. It 
is no exaggeration to say that few preach- 
ers have so profoundly infiuenced the con- 
gregations they served as Henry Clay Set- 
tle. He had the advantage of being un- 
commonly endowed. A man of rare per- 
sonal charm, his body, though not large, 
was gracefully formed, while it was more 
than once said to his face, “He looks like 
a Greek god.” In repose there was a 
slight impression of austerity upon the 
perfectly chiseled features, but the eyes 



were remarkably kindly and tender, 
while there played about his mobile 
naouth a most winning smile. Men 
instinctively felt that in him could 
be found a friend and brother man. is u 
any wonder that many thoughtful laymen 
revere his memory as that of a spiritual 
fath»? A ge&tlmiKin, not a. Methodist, 
once said, “Any community could well af- 
ford to pay Dr. Settle to stay in it to walk 
the streets as a living inspiration.” in 
addition to his physical charms he was a 
man of uncommon intellect. Naturally 
quick in his mental operations, he became 
a profound and logical student. His li- 
brary was of the widest range. In fact, he 
laid the seeds of future disease by robbing 
his body of its necessary sleep in order to 
give fuel to his mind. His wife says that 
in their early married life it was not un- 
common for her to awake at one or. two 
in the morning and find him studying. 
He was a superb specimen of that type of 
the Christian gentleman and scholar 
which has done so much to raise the 
standard of the ministry. His apprehen- 
sion of spiritual things was deep and posi- 
tive. He looked upon himself as a sinner 
saved by grace. He rather considered 
himself as an object of special grace, as in 
his youth he was much inclined to card- 
playing even for money, and frequently 
said that he was saved from such a life by 
an interposing Providence. His outlook 
on the divine order of the world was large 
and philosophic. He was especially gifted 
in presenting to his hearers comforting 
views of God’s Fatherhood. As a preach- 
er of Methodist doctrine he was simple 
and clear. He once stated our position on 
baptism to a large congregation with such 
simplicity and freedom from pedantry 
that there were few present who did not 
understand it. It was as simple as a 
child’s lesson. This power is an element 
of greatness. Had he possessed physical 
strength commensurate with his intellect 
he w^ould doubtless have risen to large 
proportions. As it was, he was one of the 
most commanding figures ever in the 
Louisville Conference. He was content to 
be one of its preachers, subject to its 
economy. More than once he had invita- 
tions to transfer to such cities as Atlanta, 
Richmond, and St. Louis, but he declined. 
Though he knew larger reputation and 
remuneration awaited him elsewhere, he 
felt that his best work could be done 
'among the people whom he knew and 
loved. And yet his ability was recognized 
beyond the confines of the Conference. 
Twice the degree of Doctor of Divinity 
was conferred on him, the last time by 
Emory College, Georgia. He was a char- 
ter member of the Board of Church Exten- 
sion from its organization in 1882 to 1894. 
Nor were his brethren inappreciative of 
him. Twice they elected him to represent 
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them in the General Conference, at Atlan- 
ta in 1878 anti at Nashville in 1882. He 
was married in 1857 to Miss Isabelle A. 
Kerr, daughter of the late Colonel Wil- 
liam Kerr, of Merced, California. This 
devoted wife and six children — Mrs. Luiie 
B. Gooch, George Thomas, Edwin R., Dr. 
Sarah H., Mrs. Mattie Hogan, and Miss 
Jennie Vail — survive him. Four children 
— two daughters, Mrs. Ada R. Rhea, wife 
of Hon. John S. Rhea, and Mary Belle, and 
two sons, William Cooper and Henry K. 
Settle — preceded him to the Better Land. 
After a long and painful illness, in which 
time and again he approached the valley 
of the shadow, he passed into eternal rest 
Sunday morning, January 11, at 3:20 
o’clock. It is impossible to sum up in a 
few words such a life. To those who 
knew him intimately, companionship only 
revealed some new grace of mind or char- 
acter. He was indeed the Sir Galahad of 
the Louisville Conference, whose memory 
in more than one church shines like a 
pure and radiant star. For years to come 
his shadow will lie tenderly across the 
threshold of many Kentucky homes, and 
quite a number of men and women now 
living will recall that manly beauty and 
winning smile, that refined spirit and lov- 
ing heart which pointed the way to Christ 
and led them there. His place in the 
midst of his brethren is empty, but for 
years to come some of us will remember 
Henry Clay Settle. 

And one there was among ns, ever moved 

Among ns in white armor, Galaliad. 

James §. McDaniel, the son of Samuel 
and Albina McDaniel, was born in 1827, 
in Maysville, Ky. His parents being 
Methodists, he was baptized in infancy by 
Bishop McKendree. He was converted at 
Middletown under the ministry of James 
S. Wools, and there received into the 
Church by the same minister. He was 
educated in the common schools. He says 
he was called to preach when a child. He 
joined the Louisville Conference at the 
session which met at Elizabethtown in 
1856, and was received into full connec- 
tion at the Conference at Bardstown in 
1859, and ordained deacon by Bishop 
Kavanaugh, and was ordained elder by 
Bishop Early in 1860 at Bowling Green. 
The appointments he filled are as follows: 
Rumsey, one year; Albany, one year; 
Bradfordsville, one year; Campbellville, 
one year; Yelvington, three years; Hen- 
derson Circuit, two years; Morgantield 
Circuit, three years; Louisville Circuit, 
year; Big Spring Circuit, one year; 
Hardinsburg, one year; Greensburg, one 
year; I.ouisville City Mission, one year; 
Jeffersontown, two years; Calhoun, one 
year; Loretta, one year; Madison- 
ville, two years; Hartford, two years; 
Munfordville, two years; Rockport, one 



year; Wallonia, one year; Greenville, 
two years; Caseyviile, one year; Hawes- 
vilie, two years; Rome Circuit, one year; 
Lewisport, two years; Falls of RougU, 
one year; Salem, one year; Smithland 
Circuit, one year; Greenville Circuit, one 
year; South Leitchfleld, one year: mak- 
ing in all forty-two years of unbroken 
service. In 1898 he was superannuated, 
and remained so until his death, y^hich 
took place at Lewisport, Ky., November 
12, 1903. He died reaching out for his 
crown. Brother McDaniel was a success 
as an itinerant preacher, if the winning of 
souls is the standard of success. There 
were a great many conversions under his 
ministry, a number of whom became min- 
isters of the gospel. I find in his own 
handwriting the names of preachers whom 
he claims to have been converted under 
his ministry. Here they are: W. F. Cash- 
man, J. D. Sigler, John and Lottie Cran- 
dell, John S. Keen, New Harris, of Texas, 
Claud Thompson, of California, B. F. Ca- 
bell, of Bowling Green, T. G. Fallin, local 
preacher, and others, he says. Judged by 
the standards, brother McDaniel was not 
regarded as a great preacher; but God 
says, “He that winneth souls is wise.” 
Judged by this standard, brother McDan- 
iel excelled many a great pulpit orator. 
He built and repaired eight or ten church- 
es, and built two parsonages and repaired 
a few others. He was gifted in gospel 
song, and was a fair poet. He carried 
sunshine with him wherever ne went. He 
loved mankind, and was cordial in his 
friendships. The universal verdict of 
those who knew him was, “McDaniel was 
a good man.” He was married by the 
Rev. Samuel Johnson, of the Louisville 
Conference, August 3, 1852, to Miss Mollie 
Burton, who shared with him the toils 
and privations of his long itinerancy; and 
now she is left in old age to mourn for 
him who had kept his vow — “Till death 
us do part.” Farewell, brother Me. The 
Conference will look after your sorrowing 
widow until you meet again. 

George Needham was born January 22, 
1839, in Hardin county, Ky., on Linder’s 
Creek, near Pleasant Grove Church. He 
was the son of Parkman S. Needham and 
Rebecca Sandusky South, both Methodists. 
George was baptized in infancy by the 
Rev. John Gannoway. He was convicted 
of sin at Millerstown, and converted while 
alone in the woods near Nolin River, and 
was received into the Church by John 
Gannoway at Mount Carmel, Hardin 
county, Ky., in 1860. He attended school 
here and there twenty-two months, but 
did the most of his studying at home, and 
attained to more than an average degree 
of culture. He was a man of extensive 
reading for his day and opportunity; he 
was much above the average in general 
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information. He was called to preach in 
1860, and settled the question in the woods 
near Constantine Church, with four other 
ministers. He did not resist the call of 
God to preach, but only waited for clearer 
convictions on the subject. He was li- 
censed to exhort by R. G. Gardener, and 
licensed to preach by the Hudson vi lie 
Quarterly Conference, brother J. H. 
Owen presiding elder, at his father’s 
house. He was admitted on trial into the 
traveling connection at Russellville in 
1873; was ordained deapon at the same 
Conference by Bishop Keener, and was 
ordained elder in 1877 by Bishop Kava- 
naugh. He filled Munfordville Circuit in 
1873-5; Leitchfield, 1875-6; West Point 
Circuit, 1876-7; Spottsville, 1877-81; Den- 
ver Missions, 1881-2; Pueblo Station, 
1882-3; New Mexico District, 1883-7; 
Trinidad District, 1887-91; Mission and 
Pueblo Collegiate Institute, 1891-2; Farm- 
ington Circuit and Mission, 1892-3. Then 
back to Louisville, and on the Columbia 
District, 1893-7; Louisville Mission, 1897- 
8; Louisville Circuit, 1898-9; Bradfords- 
ville Circuit, 1899-1901; Dixon Circuit, 
1901-2. Here his health failed, and he 
went to Los Angeles, Cal., to his brother’s, 
and was treated for dropsy by Dr. Lewis, 
formerly of Greensburg, Ky. Then back 
to Kentucky to his children in Breckin- 
ridge and Hardin counties, and died in 
blessed assurance at his son’s in Hardin 
county. He was married to Miss Lizzie 
South, in Muhlenberg county, Ky., July 9, 
1861. In 1870 he had some serious losses 
in business by fire, and was under a mental 
cloud as well as in financial distress.* He 
believed his misfortunes were judgments 
sent on him because he had not wholly 
given himself to the ministry up to this 
time. His life was sadly colored by the 
things he suffered. He seemed like a man 
who had suffered much, and through all 
his after life he had a strange, sweet sad- 
ness in all he said and did; it was heard 
in his voice, seen in his smile, and you 
felt it in his very look. As a preacher he 
was far above the average. He filled 
many a hard field, but was never heard to 
complain. He bore hardness as a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ. He was a unique 
man, original in everything he did and 
said; and, the best of all, he was good. 
But notwithstanding all his merit, his 
faith never seemed robust; it never 
seemed to penetrate through the mist and 
sorrows of this life and appropriate the 
great promises of God, to the joy of the 
longing, hungry soul — like so many good 
men who stand on the margin of the un- 
seen world, eager for a vision of God, and 
longing to hear the rustle of wings. His 
oldest son, Howard, a bright young man, 
a licensed preacher, died years ago in the 
prime of young manhood. His wife died 
one year ago last December. He has met 



his loved ones. George, your brethren of 
the Conference loved you.

Eugene Harralson was born at Beech 
Grove, McLean county, Ky., March 28,' 
1874, the firstborn son of R. H. and Donal 
Harralson. He early attended the public 
schools, and at the age of fourteen entered 
the academy at Robards, Ky., remaining 
two years. He was converted when about 
fifteen years old, and joined the Church 
under the ministry of the Rev. W. C. Bran- 
don. For several years he was a faithful 
steward in the Church. A good woman, 
his Sunday-school teacher, who thought 
she saw unusual possibilities for good in 
him, was an instrument in God s hands of 
laying the foundation for his conversion 
and Christian life. Soon afterwards, 
yielding to the impression that he ought 
to preach, he began to prepare himself for 
his life work. He joined the Louisville 
Conference in 1891 at Cadiz, and was sent 
to Kirkmansville Mission. In 1892 he en- 
tered the Vanderbilt Training School at 
Elkton, where he remained four years, 
finishing the course in 1896. He showed 
commendable energy and determination 
in his purpose to secure an education in 
that he continued to take work during 
the first three years of his stay at Elkton. 
In 1892-4 he traveled the Gordonsville 
Mission; in 1894-5 he was junior preacher 
on Adairville Circuit with D. S. Bowles. 
On April 3, 1896, brother Harralson was 
happily married to Miss Maud Kirkman, 
of Todd county, Ky., who, with one child, 
survives to mourn his loss. In the fall of 
1896 he went to Vanderbilt University, 
where he remained a year and a half; and 
while in Nashville he was ordained a 
deacon. After leaving the university he 
taught school at Sebree for three years, 
the last of which he was in charge of Dix- 
on Circuit. In 1901-2 he was stationed at 
Madisonville. To the regret of the people 
at Madisonville, and to the delight and 
by the request of the people at Chestnut 
Street, Louisville, he was sent from the 
Conference at Columbia in 1902 to Chest- 
nut Street Church. Here he contracted 
typhoid fever, from w'^hich he died June 
18, 1903. After appropriate funeral serv- 
ices, conducted by Dr. Gross Alexander 
and other preachers of the Louisville Dis- 
trict, his remains were laid to rest in the 
preachers’ lot in Cave Hill. Few men 
have had so little encouragement in the 
religious life in childhood as brother Har- 
ralson. He came up through the most] 
trying difficulties, environed with influ- j 
ences unfriendly to moral development. , 
He was surely a diamond rescued fromj 
darkness and polished for the better 
world. He was naturally ambitious, and 
lived far above his associates, yet had the 
respect and love of them all. Brother 
Harralson was a man of unusual force of 
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character and exceptional intellectual 
powers. He had a bright mind, and was a 
clear and vigorous thinker. His preach- 
ing was full of evangelical fervor and 
spiritual power. He was a successful re- 
vivalist, and his services were often in 
demand for revival meetings. The com- 
manding purpose of his life was to be in- 
strumental in saving men. The untimely 
end of his young life, apparently so full 
of promise to the Church, instances the 
mystery that veils an inscrutable provi- 
dence, the wisdom of which we cannot 
question, and to which we bow in humble 
and silent submission. 

Joel Underwood Watson was born in 
Grayson county, Ky., March 13, 1862, and 
was called from labor to rest from the 
parsonage on the Bear Creek Circuit at 
about 3 o’clock Sunday morning, July 19, 
1903. Brother Watson was converted at 
the age of sixteen years and joined the 
Methodist Church. He was called of God 
to preach the gospel, but refused to do so, 
and finally went back into the world. In 
1887 he was reclaimed, and, feeling again 
that he ought to preach, he decided to en- 
ter upon the work of the ministry; and 
in the fall of 1890 he was received on trial 
into the Louisville Conference at Bowl- 
ing Green, Ky. He served the following 
charges: Wayne, one year; Lamasco, one 
year; South Leitchfield, two years. The 
next fall he was appointed to Millerstown 
Mission, but fell sick and was not able to 
do any work that year. The next two 
years he was on the superannuated list. 
His next charge was the Temple Hill Cir- 
cuit, where he labored two years. He was 
sent from Temple Hill to the Summer 
Shade Circuit, where he remained one 
year; and from Summer Shade he was ap- 
pointed to Bear Creek Circuit, on which 
he was serving his second year when his 
Lord released him from labor to go home 
and rest. On September 7, 1892, brother 
Watson was married to Miss Sallie Stan- 
ley Cummins, of Lyon county, Ky., whom 
he left to mourn her loss. They were a 
devoted couple and lived happily togeth- 
er; and now that he is gone, she misses 
him so much. Brother Watson was a man 
of positive convictions. There were two 
things about which he was not troubled 
with doubts — his salvation, and his call 
from God to preach the gospel. The 
thought that possibly he might not be 
Physically able to continue in the work of 
the ministry gave him great concern. To 
preach was his delight. He was a good, 
sound gospel preacher, delivered his mes- 
sages with great force, for he knew that 
the gospel he preached was the power of 
^od unto salvation to every one who 
onld believe. He was a good singer, and 
® greatly enjoyed the gospel in song, 
e carried his hymn book and other good 



song books with him, and he sang for his 
people in their homes. Many families in 
the circuits which he served will long re- 
member his voice of praise around their 
firesides. He taught vocal and instrumen- 
tal music for a number of years. Brother 
Watson taught school six years. He was 
much appreciated by the people as a teach- 
er. His last schools were taught at 
Campbellsville ana Millwood, Ky. ■' He 
was a man of deep piety. He professed 
perfect love, and his testimony to the 
grace that saves was positive and clear. 
In his last illness he gave frequent as- 
surance of his readiness to go at any time 
his Lord might call him. He had a pas- 
sion for souls. His supreme desire was 
the salvation of men. His widow writes: 
“I have heard my dear husband say many 
times that he would rather spend his last 
hours in the work for the Master than 
have all the world could give him in the 
way of bodily comforts. He talked to all 
who came in about the salvation of their 
souls. He was ready to go at any time, 
for he was expecting death to come on ac- 
count of heart trouble.” Joel Underwood 
Watson was a Christian gentleman, in- 
capable of little things, genial, and pos- 
sessed of a gentle spirit. He was true to a 
friend, kind to a foe, and ready to forgive 
any wrong he may have done him. He 
was a devoted husband, and loved his 
home, his Church, and his country. Per- 
haps no other preacher in Southern Meth- 
odism labored against greater difficulties 
to do the work of an itinerant minister 
than did our sainted brother. His unusu- 
ally heavy weight made it very hard for 
him to travel. At one time he weighed as 
much as four hundred and seventy-two 
pounds, and his usual weight was only lit- 
tle less than four hundred pounds. He 
was hardly ever free from pain; but he 
toiled on, glad of the privilege to work. 
His people loved him, and he died en- 
throned in their confidence. After a brief 
funeral service conducted by S. G. Shelley, 
assisted by the Rev. Mr. Layman, of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church, a de- 
voted friend of brother Watson and a na- 
tive of the same county, the Masonic 
Lodge of Burkesville, Ky., laid his body 
to rest in the country graveyard at Liber- 
ty Church, and near the parsonage from 
which he went home to live forever. 
Peace be to his memory.

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who came after him. He was peculiarly 
characterized by energy; there was not a 
lazy bone in his body. A bundle of nerves, 
he could not be still, except when he tooK 
rest in sleep. In his last <iays, when he 
had no pastoral work, he labored with his 
own hands, and was never idle. It was the 
overtaxing of his strength by manual toil, 
a few days before his death, which prob- 
ably led to his collapse and death. On 
Sunday before his death he returned from 
a meeting at Betcar, on the Morristown 
Circuit, where, however, he did not preach, 
and entering his home to go out no more 
alive, he said to his children, “I am very 
sick.” A severe cold, contracted on the 
trip to the country, had developed a pul- 
monary congestion which bore him rapid- 
ly to the grave. For a few hours at a time 
he seemed to have relief, and hoped to be 
up again. The morning of the day he 
died he talked pleasantly, and even hu- 
morously, but lovingly and sweetly. But 
another onset of the destroyer, and this 
giant oak, already decaying, fell, sending 
a sensation of surprise and sorrow 
throughout the Church. He leaves four 
interesting and intelligent children, and 
a large circle of weeping friends, to la- 
ment his departure. With a little fore- 
sight and caution, he might have lived 
longer; yet, as it was, he fell like the ripe 
fruit from the tree. He had reached his 
fourscore years, and was ripe for the 
grave and for heaven. His beloved wife, 
as thoughtful and noble a Christian wom- 
an as ever presided over a Christian 
household, had, ten years before, preceded 
him to the spirit-land. Funeral services 
were conducted by the pastor. Rev. J. A. 
Baylor, in the Presbyterian Church, on 
the 7th, and talks were delivered to a 
large and sympathizing audience by Rev. 
J. A. Baylor, R. N. Price, C. T. Carroll, 
George D. French, David Sullins, and T. 
P. Summers. The remains were then laid 
away by the side of the wife of the de- 
ceased in the Morristown cemetery. 

Elbert Sevier Bettis, son of Simeon 
and Louisa Bettis, was born in Hamblen 
county, Tennessee, January 23, 1859. His 
father was drowned in the Mississippi 
River in 1864, leaving him fatherless at 
the tender age of five years. He worked 
between the plow handles. His mother 
died when he was eighteen years old. 
After a hard struggle with financial diffi- 
culties, he entered school, and by indom- 
itable will and a wonderful fund of pa- 
tience, continued until he graduated at 
Emory and Henry College in 1890, and in 
the theological department of Vanderbilt 
University three years later. He was con- 
verted in 1874, and soon thereafter felt 
his call to the ministry. It was this that 
kept him in school in the face of many 
difficulties. He was licensed to preach in 



1889 at a Quarterly Conference on his 
home circuit, presided over by Dr. C. T. 

Carroll. During his school days he 
preached much, and, as a supply, served 
Asheville City Mission, Elk Garden Cir- 
cuit, Trenton Circuit, Cooper Mission, 

Poplar Bluff, Mo., and one of the Tennes- 
see branch prisons as chaplain. He was 
ordAined local deacon at Abingdon in 1887 
by Bishop McTyeire, and local elder in 
1891 by Bishop Wilson. He was adfhitted 
on trial into the Holston Conference, 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at 
Broad Street, Knoxville, in 1893, and into 
full connection at Tazewell, Va., in 1895. 

He served the following charges in order: 

East River Mission, two years; West 
Bluefield Mission, two years; Highland 
Avenue, Knoxville, one year; New River 
Circuit, two years; Saltville Circuit, a 
part of one year. When he took hold of 
West Bluefield Mission, it had not a mem- 
ber, and only a rented room in which to 
preach; when he left, it had a good brick 
church, largely paid for, and a member- 
ship of 226. His was the only great re- 
vival that Bluefield ever had. Every- 
where he did thorough and effective work, 
and was almost idolized by his people 
The children loved him devotedly. While 
on the New River charge he met Miss 
Kate Pack, of Blacksburg, Va., to whom 
he was happily married September 26 
1900. On the Saltville charge his health 
broke down, and he was forced to give up 
his work. That fall he was placed on the 
superannuated list. The brave fight he 
made for his life is known to us all. In 
New Mexico and Arizona he lived a while 
in a tent, cooked for himself, and tried to 
breathe new life into the diseased lung 
tissues that were slowly but surely sur- 
rendering to the struggle. Our Southern 
Methodist pastors at these places proved 
of invaluable help and sympathy to hint. 

His brethren of the Holston Conference, 
and friends on charges that he had served, 
did not forget him. The gratitude and 
warmth of his appreciation and love came 
back often in letters full of faith and 
courage. The good wife joined him some 
months before his death, and was with 
him, tender and true, to the last. Con- 
cerning that death, which occurred at 
Phoenix, Ariz., March 2, 1903, Rev. R. A. 
Rowland, of our Central Church there, 
wrote: “The end came to brother Bettis 
very quickly at fifteen minutes after mid- T 

night Saturday. I saw him alive for the , 

last time Friday evening. I read a part ' 

of the thirty-seventh Psalm to him, and 
while reading the thirty-seventh verse — i 

‘Mark the perfect man and behold the up- ;i 

right, for the end of that man is peace’ — ; 

I could not help thinking what a striking i 

commentary on the truth of that passage [ 

was the approaching end of our dear j 

brother. ‘Peace’ expresses his end as no 
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other word does. He had such a perfect 
trust in God that he was absolutely with- 
out a care, and had no wish except the 
will of his heavenly Father.” A letter 
from the faithful wife says that on the 
last day he said to her, “Katie, I ’will soon 
be in heaven; stay near me to-day.” All 
that day he whispered sweetly of things 
eternal, and prayed tenderly for the good 
wife by his side. He made all arrange- 
ments for the taking of his body back to 
thf' dear old hills of Holston, dictated tele- 
g. iS, gave directions, and sent messages 
of gratitude and love to his brethren and 
friends afar. We have never had a truer, 
braver, purer man than this brother whose 
body sleeps, with other Holston heroes, on 
the beautiful green hill at Emory, Va. 

Jones Foster Hash was born in Gray- 
son county, Virginia, January 28, 1870.. 
and was consciously and savingly convert- 
ed to God in his nineteenth year. The fol- 
lowing year he was licensed to preach, his 
license being signed by the Rev. W. W. 
Hicks, who was his presiding elder at 
that time. From the very beginning he 
gave promise of great usefulness to the 
Church. August 30, 1891, he was happily 
married to Miss Sallie Grubb, who proved 
an invaluable helper in his life work as an 
itinerant minister to the day on which he 
was released from the responsibilities of 
earth and was permitted to join the gen- 
eral assembly and church of the firstborn 
in heaven. He was admitted on trial into 
the Holston Conference at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., in 1891; ordained deacon October 
28, 1894, by Bishop Granbery at Abing- 
don, Va.; ordained elder by Bishop Gallo- 
way at Cleveland, Tenn., October 11, 1896. 
He finished his work and fell on sleep 
August 18, 1903, at Rocky Gap, Bland 
county, Virginia. During these years he 
served the following circuits with great 
acceptability and marked usefulness: New 
Hope, one j’^ear; Evansville, two years; 
Spring City, one year; Rlceville, two 
years; Trenton, two years; Whitwell, two 
years; Rocky Gap, one year and a part of 
the present year. This was his last 
charge. During the second year on this 
circuit, where his labors had been crowned 
with much success, his health failed, and 
in a few months his work was done. On 
some of these charges he was forced, out 
of a meager support, to pay for a house in 
which to live, because they were not pro- 
vided with parsonages. The salaries al- 
lowed him for the eleven best and most 
productive years of his life average $454 
per year. The amount he received on his 
allowance makes an average of $307.48 
per year. There is due him, m unpaid sal- 
aries from those charges the sum of $1,- 
607.75. which would be but a pittance to 
the large number of Methodists compos- 
ing those charges. This amount would 



now purchase a home for the widow and 
the little orphan children who are left 
without the guidance, protection, and 
counsel of husband and father. Outside 
of the Methodist ministry, where is such 
sublime heroism to be found? Brother 
Hash had reasonably good educational ad- 
vantages, he having attended school at 
Bridle Creek Academy, Sparta Institute, 
and for a time at Emory and Henry Col- 
lege. He was a man of fine personal ap- 
pearance, and was a good all-round 
preacher. He was a safe man everywhere. 

He was earnest, pathetic, fluent, and at 
times really eloquent. He was a good re- 
vivalist, and always had good revivals 
wherever he labored. It is safe to say 
that through his instrumentality scores, 
if not hundreds, were brought to Jesus. 
The material interests of the Church also 
prospered under his oversight, but it was 
as a pastor that he excelled. He was as 
thoughtful, sympathetic, and tender as a 
mother to those in distress. He loved the 
Church, love^ the ministry, and literally 
wore himself out in its service in a few 
brief years. While we cherish his mem- 
ory in all these ways, it was in the home ! 
that his life work appears to best advan- 
tage. In a letter written by the sorrow- 
ing and almost broken-hearted widow is 
this sentence; “He prayed much in secret, 
and some of the most fervent prayers he 
ever uttered were at his own family altar, 
where he opened his heart in confession, 
and where he consecrated himself anew 
to our Lord and his service, and where he 
sought to pitch his whole conduct on the 
highest plane of Christian living.” Noble 
testimony to a pure life! What a joy it 
must be to wife and children to read on 
the fly leaf of his Bible, written by that 
hand now motionless in the grave, “God 
help me to be pure in thought and action!” 
He told his wife that his prolonged af- 
flictions had been a great blessing to him 
spiritually. He spoke of the mistakes he 
had made, and endeavored to correct 
them. He was aware that his end was 
drawing near, and desired to live to take 
care of his family, provide for and edu- 
cate the children God had given him; but 
the greatest trial of his life was to surren- 
der his weapons as a minister of the gos- 
pel and cease to continue his loved employ. 
His consuming desire is thus expressed: 

Happy, if with my latest breath 
I m'av but jrasp His name; 

Pi each Him to all, and cry in death, 

“ Behold, behold the Lamb! ” 

It was a mournful pleasure to his fam- 
ily and friends to lay his body to rest at 
the church, in Grayson county, Virginia, 
where he was converted and where he 
joined in his youth. May his fallen man- 
tle, in the coming years, rest upon his chil- 
dren, and may the noble impulses which 
actuated the father to consecrate his all to 
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God and the Church be theirs and be re- 
produced in them, and the ranks now 
broken be restored forever! His home, 
our ministry, our Conference — each is 
poorer because of his departure, and 
heaven is richer for his having gone up 
on high.

Jerome Bonaparte Anderson, son of 
David G. and Martha Jane Anderson, was 
born July 11, 1830, in Giles county, Tenn. 
He was converted and joined the Metho- 
dist Church in September, 1845. He was 
admitted on trial into the Tennessee An- 
nual Conference in October, 1854, at Flor- 
ence, Ala.

Spring Hill Circuit; Lynnville Circuit; 
New Hope Circuit; Pisgah Circuit; Trin- 



ity Circuit; Pleasant Valley Circuit; 
Mooresville Circuit, December 1, 1902* 
having been on the superannuate list for 
a number of years, his work on earth 
closed, and the faithful servant was called 
by his Lord to rest from labor in the shade 
of the tree of life. His early opportuni- 
ties, from an educational point of view, 
were above the average. Having made 
diligent use of them, when thrown out on 
the world he had a mind trained to deal 
with perplexing problems, skilled in the 
pursuance of a long line of thought. He 
was a student all his life. His appearance 
before an audience was an announcement 
of the fact that something of value was in 
store for them. As a preacher he was 
strong. To follow him, leading on with 
his argument, was to move forward slowly 
but surely to conviction so far as the sub- 
ject under consideration was concerned. 
Modesty was one of his leading qualities, 
and a gentle bearing declared him to be a 
Christian. Sincerity was in his soul, and 
his deep blue eyes were the windows 
through w'hich it shone to bless his fel- 
low-man. Faithful in the discharge of 
every duty, reliability was one of his 
characteristics, while brotherly kindness 
was heard in the words of his mouth as 
well as felt in the touch of his hand. He 
was married to Miss Emily Butts, of Rob- 
ertson county, Tenn. To them seven chil- 
dren were born. Five are now living, to- 
gether with their mother, to mourn the 
loss of a devoted husband and loving fa- 
ther. Another good man has reached the 
end of his journey, another pilgrim his 
eternal home. His faith in God supported 
him in prosperity and adversity, in sick- 
ness and in health, in life and in deatu. 
Loyal to the Church, he obeyed her or- 
ders. The superannuates have seen the 
chariot of fire stop for one of their num- 
ber, and the light around the ascending 
saint has made them think of the beauti- 
ful home that will be ready for them— ■ 
the Father’s house above. 

Thomas B. Marks, son of Edward and 
Lucy Marks, was born in Giles county, 
Tenn., February 27, 1822. He was con- 
verted and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, October 6, 1840, and was 
admitted into the Tennessee Conference 
on trial at Huntsville, Ala., in 1845, mak- 
ing him a member of the Conference fifty- 
eight years and a few weeks, thirty-seven 
years of which he was effective, eighteen 
years supernumerary, and three years su- 
perannuated. Brother Marks was truly a 
man of God, and did all of the work of a 
Methodist preacher faithfully and well 
He was known throughout Bedford coun- 
ty, and married and buried more people 
than any man ever in that county. The 
people in the Church and out loved him as 
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a father in Israel. He was a true father 
and husband. As a citizen and friend he 
had no superior. In his last days, despite 
his awful physical suffering, his faith was 
strong in Christ, and not a cloud inter- 
vened between him and God; and his life 
was beautiful and serene and filled with 
the sunshine of God’s love. Truly a good 
man has quit our earthly walks and gone 
up to his reward on high. We shall miss 
him, but we know where to find him. He 
fought a good fight and kept the faith, and 
has gone up to receive his crown. May 
God’s Spirit comfort his weeping chil- 
dren! 

B. F. Ferrell. — The following memoir 
is taken, with little change save abridg- 
ment, from a sketch written by brother 
Ferrell several years since, in which he 
says; “I am the son of Theodoric and 
Mahaly Ferrell, born in North Carolina, 
Franklin county, October 12, 1817. My 
father and family moved to Tennessee, in 
Smith county, in 1818. I professed re- 
ligion in 1832 and joined the Methodist 
Church, and was soon made class leader. 
In 1840 I was licensed to exhort, in 

1841 was licensed to preach, and in 

1842 was received into the Tennessee Con- 
ference on probation at Athens, Ala., and 
sent to Salem Circuit as junior preacher, 
with Rev. A. J. B. Foster. The Lord was 
with us in great mercy and power, and 
there were added to the Church about four 
hundred and twenty members.” The 
sketch of his various appointments shows 
that his staying qualities were of the very 
best. He was sent to the country em- 
braced in Sumner and Hendersonville cir- 
cuits for fifteen years; Goose Creek Cir- 
cuit, five years; Lebanon Circuit, nine 
years; White’s Creek, two years; Good- 
lettsville, three years. More than one thou- 
sand souls, such as were being saved, were 
added to the Church during his more than 
fifty years of active service. The follow- 
ing extract from a memorandum made by 
him is characteristic; “October 4, 1899. — 
This day I finished reading the Bible 
through, in connection with Clarke’s Com- 
mentary, the third time.” Another memo- 
randum gives the names of one hundred 
and sixty-seven preachers who died since 
he joined the Conference. Four more pre- 
ceded him between the date of the memo- 
randum and his own ascension. It is not 
remarkable that the sense of isolation so 
pressed upon him when attending recent 
Conferences that after a day or two he 
Would silently steal away. Brother Fer- 
rell, at the time of his death, was in length 
of service at the head of the list in the 
Tennessee Conference — ^was nearing the 
close of his eighty-sixth year. He had 
been twice married. His first wife was 
Miss Douglass, of Sumner county. She 
was a member of one of our earliest Meth- 



odist families, of sturdy stock, cultured 
gentle, and devout. To this marriage 
were given three sons and two daughters. 
His second wife was Mrs. Sophie V. Jar- 
mon (n6e Alford), widow of Colonel 
Shadrick Jarmon, and niece of Dr. Benja- 
min Drake, a distinguished preacher of 
the Mississippi Conference. Brother Fer- 
rell entered the ministry at a period when 
extended circuits, calling for long rides, 
and multiplied protracted meetings -made 
up largely the work of the itinerant 
Methodist preacher. He belonged to the 
class of successful revivalists. All his 
sermons were deeply emotional and rest- 
ing on the background of an irreproach- 
able life. ,His closing years were spent in 
the relations of supernumerary and super- 
annuated preacher. He filled with fervent 
zeal and extensive usefulness all the posi- 
tions to which he was called. We buried 
him September 8, at the old Douglass bur- 
ial ground, located on the farm where he 
had lived for more than half a century, 
from a house in which Bishop McKendree 
often found a home. A large concourse 
of friends who loved him well gathered for 
the burial. At the request of our deceased 
brother. Dr. D. C. Kelley, who had known 
him from childhood, preached the funeral 
discourse, assisted by Rev. T. B. Fisher, of 
Gallatin Station, and brothers Long and 
Jones, of Sumner and Hendersonville cir- 
cuits. All agreed that the text was prop- 
erly chosen — 2 Timothy iv. 7, 8; “I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my’ 
course, I have kept the faith; henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of right- 
eousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day; and not 
to me only, but unto all them also that love 
his appearing.” Thus we celebrated the 
crowning of a Christian hero.

Robert Alexander Sawrie was bom in 
Maury county, Tenn., November 15, 1840. 
He was the son of James G. and Elizabeth 



Jackson, Tenn., November 30, 1873. He 
came to California, transferred to the Pa- 
cific Conference, in the fall of 1874. Bish- 
op McTyeire ordained him elder in Santa 
Rosa, October 14, 1877. On September 11 
of the following year he was happily mar- 
ried in Sonora to Miss Laura E. Gibbs, by 
whom he had two children, Mark Alvin 
and Roberta. These two children, with 
the mother, are left to mourn their loss. 
He served three charges in the Memphis 
Conference before coming to California. 
In the Pacific Conference he served the 
following charges: Millville, Antelope, So- 
nora, Mariposa, Plainsburg and Hopeton, 
Selma, Sanger, and Le Grande. Every 
work served by him improved under his 
faithful administration. To know him 
was to love him. He was thoroughly con- 
secrated to Christ and his Church. To 
have his confidence and friendship was a 
possession of* no mean importance. His 
“God bless you” was indeed a benediction. 
He possessed the very highest order of 
common sense, and his judgment was al- 
most unerring. The Church of God and 
the W'elfare and success of his brethren of 
the ministry were ever uppermost in his 
mind. During the latter years of his life 
• he was a great sufferer. He was but sel- 
dom without pain; and yet he was ever 
ready to talk of the troubles and triumphs 
of his brethren. He was ever weighing 
matters and planning for the welfare of 
Zion; and he but seldom erred in his judg- 
ment in Church matters. This world was 
a beautiful world to him; and his friends 
and family were very dear to him. He 
felt that he had much to live for, and held 
on to life which had untold charms to him. 
But he felt that earth was not his home; 
like Abraham, he was “looking for a city 
that had foundations whose builder and 
maker was God.” He passed triumphantly 
to his rest in Selma, California, June 18, 
1903. For a number of years he had been 
on the superannuate list, utterly unable to 
preach.

William Daniel Stout, son of D. H. 
and Emma Houston Stout, was born in 
Fannin county, Texas, August 7, 1878. He 
was baptized by the Rev. Joe Weaver, of 
the North Texas Conference, of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, September 
20, 1880; was converted and joined the 
Church at Broadway station, Gainesville, 
Texas, June 16, 1889. He was a Sunday- 
school pupil from the time he first could 
talk plainly, and an active worker in the 
Epworth League from fourteen years of 
age; was a delegate from Broadway to the 
International League Conference which 
met at Chattanooga, Tenn., in 1895. He 
graduated from the Gainesville high school 
in May, 1897, and entered the Southwest- 
ern University, Georgetown, Tex., in Sep- 
tember of the same year. From the time 
of his conversion he was zealous in the Ep- 
worth League work, being president of the 
local chapter of his home church. He was 
granted license to exhort by the Leon and 
Burneyville charge of the Ardmore Dis- 
trict in the spring of 1901; then licensed 
to preach by the Ardmore District in June 
of the same year. He was appointed sup- 
ply on the Provence charge for 1902; ad- 
mitted on trial at Muskogee, October 22, 
1902, and appointed to the Marietta Mis- 
sion for the year just closing. He entered 
upon his work with zeal and Christian 
purpose; was in the midst of a revival 
when the call came to rewards in his Fa- 
ther’s kingdom. His race was short, but 
well run. He was pure in his conversation 
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and in his life. His sudden summons from 
labor would suggest questionings, but 
these would be met with our Lord’s words, 
“What I do now thou knowest not, but 
thou shalt know hereafter.”

James Madison Flatt was born in Giles 
county, Tenn., August 8, 1825. He was 
converted in 1849. His father and family 
were Primitive Baptists, but James Madi- 
son found Christ at a Methodist altar and 
connected himself with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, soon after his 
conversion. He became an exhorter and 
exercised his gifts in that office for a year 
or more, and was then licensed to preach 
the gospel. After serving as a local 
preacher for some time he was admitted 
on trial into the Memphis Conference in 
1857, and to full connection in 1859. We 
have not the means at hand to follow the 
appointments of brother Flatt year by 
year. He began his itinerant labors on 
the Purdy Circuit, and for years was one 
of our most laborious and successful trav- 
eling preachers. Some time about 1880 
brother Flatt lost his sight. He made a 
hard fight against the disease which at- 
tacked his eyes, but disease won, and 
henceforth he walked in darkness — physi- 
cal darkness only: the light of God shone 
on, and his soul was illuminated. He said 
that his blindness had been a great bless- 
ing to him in many ways. His unswerv- 
ing faith extended to the providence of 
God, and he felt that what God allowed 
was best. But, his blindness unfitting him 
for the active work of the pastorate, it 
soon became necessary that he take the 
superannuated relation, and he sustained 
this relation until his death. Brother 
Flatt was married to Miss Margaret Isa- 
bella Morris, daughter of William Morris,. 
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of Alabama, February 21, 1847. Of this 
union there were born nine children, three 
of whom died in infancy, and one in ma- 
I ture years. The aged wife, seventy-one 

i years old, who was so true to the husband 

j of her youth and so tender and careful of 

j his comfort in his last years, dwells a 

while in her loneliness, waiting the Mas- 
ter’s call to a reunion in the skies. We 
i cannot better set forth the character of 

i brother Flatt than in the words of an old 

J friend. Colonel Ed. Walker, in the Gazette 

of Clinton, Ky.: “The career of parson 
J Platt, both as a preacher and a citizen, 

abounds in grand examples of high Chris- 
tian conduct and right living. He was the 
contemporary of Finley Bynum, Dr. W. T. 
Harris, Simeon Weaver, James PIrtle, and 
; others of those rugged giants to whom 

Methodism owes its early dissemination 
f _ in western Kentucky and Tennessee, where 

■ it now flourishes. He was a noted revival- 

' ist, and by his effective preaching many 

■; were added to the Church. When he was 

riding the circuit his charges were much 
; larger than now, and the exactions upon 

' his time and courage were much greater 

' than is true of to-day. He was known and 

loved from the lake hills of Tennessee to 
' dark’s River in Kentucky. He had a great 

misfortune to lose his eyesight twenty-two 
years ago, but still continued to preach, 
though forced by his affliction to give up 
regular work. His last sermon was about 
i two years ago when he preached the fu- 

' neral sermon at the grave of J. N. Brown, 

a lifelong friend of his. It was said by 
many that after he lost his eyesight his 
! preaching was more heart-searching and 

effective. A short time before he died he 
^ said he did not know why the Lord was 

keeping him here unless it was to pray for 
I other people. He was ready and anxious 

to go to his Redeemer. ‘He that believeth 
in me, though he were dead, yet shall he 
live; and whosoever liveth and believeth 
, in me shall never die.’ These words, well 

characterized by one of the acutest intel- 
^ lects of the past decade ‘that most impress- 

‘ ive and momentous assurance ever deliv- 

! ered to the human race,’ are oftentimes 

1 ■ read at the grave of men when we feel no 

solace or encouragement in them; the text 
Is full of consolation and promise, but 
what of the man — too often his belief, if 
he had any, was merely assumed as a 
shield, or adopted as a precaution. But 
when we hear them read beside the last 
earthly remnant of the grand old Metho- 
dist preacher, they become a strain of tri- 
umph. It is an affirmation to those who 
survive that our departed friend, contem- 
plating at the close of his life the monu- 
ment of good deeds he had erected, more 
enduring than brass and loftier than the 
pyramids of kings, might have exclaimed 
H with the Roman poet, "'Son omnis moriar’ 



— I shall not altogether die. After a life 
well spent, with its every duty faithfully 
performed, the soul of the blind preacher 
at last has found eternal rest among the 
scenes of its creation, in the presence of 
God. I doubt not that his spiritual vision 
gazes upon those other fairer scenes whose 
glories are unspeakable. ‘To live in hearts 
we leave behind is not to die.’ The funer- 
al at Harmony Church this afternoon at 
3:30 o’clock will be conducted by Rev. 
Warner Moore and W. A. Cooke, and in- 
terment will take place there.” 

Abmistead L. Pritchett was born Octo- 
ber 9, 1839. He sprang from a preaching 
family, and was well fitted by inherited en- 
dowment, as well as by early training, for 
tne exalted work of a Christian minister. 
The deep religious impressions made on 
his mind in his childhood home were never 
effaced. When he was a little child his 
mother taught him that favorite little 
child’s prayer, “Now I lay me down to 
sleep.” When he had grown to manhood’s 
estate and wa? filling important stations 
in the Church, he still repeated every night 
this little prayer. When disease laid him 
prostrate upon the bed, and he could no 
longer hold family prayers, he would call 
his family about his bed and have them re- 
peat passages of Scripture, then repeat In 
concert the Lord’s Prayer. After these 
exercises he would repeat for himself in 
an humble way the child’s prayer. When 
he was sixteen years old he entered An- 
drew College, at Trenton, Tenn., and 
lacked only a few months of taking the 
A.B. degree. At the age of seventeen he 
professed religion and joined the Metho- 
dist Church. He was licensed to preach 
October 5, 1860, and was engaged shortly 
afterwards as supply junior preacher on 
the Paris Circuit. On account of feeble 
health and the disturbed condition of the 
country by reason of the Civil War, he did 
not join the Annual Conference at this 
time, but was continually engaged as a 
supply, serving Paris, Camden, and Hunt- 
ingdon circuits. In 1865 he was admitted 
into the Memphis Conference on trial, and 
was stationed at Dresden. He rose rapidly 
in the ministry, filling successively and 
successfully Paris Station, Central Church 
in Memphis, Trenton Station, and Hayes 
Avenue in Jackson. In 1878, while he was 
serving Milan and McKenzie, the yellow 
fever scourge swept the country. Every- 
body was fleeing. He remained with his 
people; and when quarantine regulations 
cut him off from riding on the train, he 
procured a horse and rode to his appoint- 
ments. In 1880, while serving Paris Sta- 
tion for a second term of years, his health 
broke down, and he never fully recovered, 
although after this he served Hayes Ave- 
nue two years, and then later served Mid- 
dle Avenue and Lester’s Chapel. He was 
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really the father and founder of those two 
churches. On December 28, 1878, he was 
united in marriage to Miss Mary Hill, of 
Jackson, Tenn., who made him a faithful 
and loving wife. Of this union four chil- 
dren were horn, three daughters and one 
son. The youngest daughter died in in- 
fancy. The wife and two daughters, the 
son and one brother, survive to mourn 
their loss. He suffered many long and 
weary months, calmly and patiently wait- 
ing for the Master’s summons. On Febru- 
ary 27, 1903, the long-looked-for summons 
came, the weary wheels of nature stood 
still, and the ransomed spirit went home. 
His funeral, conducted by Rev. J. W. 
Blackard, and participated in by Rev. A. 
B. Jones, J. H. Evans, T. F. Sanders, M. F. 
Leake, S. B. Love, and R. M. Walker, took 
place in the First Methodist Church, Jack- 
son, February 28, 1903. His body was laid 
to rest in beautiful Hollywood Cemetery, 
the funeral rite conducted by Dr. A. B. 
Jones. Brother Pritchett was a man of 
exceptional purity of life. No one ever 
knew him but to love him. He was one 
of the few men against whom his friends 
never heard an evil word spoken. We 
shall see him no more in this world; but 
we shall see him beyond the sunset’s ra- 
diant glow, where the rainbow never fades 
and the flowers bloom eternally. 

Romaldus G. Holcomb was born Sep- 
tember 17, 1867, in McNairy county, Tenn. 
He was married to Miss Sallie Basinger 
January 10, 1890; died July 17, 1903. At 
the time of his death he was pastor of 
Henry Circuit, Memphis Conference. 
Brother Holcomb was happily converted 
when but a boy, and joined the Church. 
Very soon he felt that he was called to 
preach; but, thinking himself unable to 
prepare for the work, he put it off from 
year to year, hoping that some way would 
open by which the necessary preparation 
might be made. About this time the re- 
sponsibilities of caring for an invalid fa- 
ther and two sisters fell upon the shoul- 
ders of this manly boy. To meet this ob- 
ligation, which he held as sacred as life, 
he was pressed for means so hard that he 
had just about despaired of ever being 
able to take a course at school. While 
working for the Memphis and Charleston 
railroad, and located at Collierville, Tenn., 
a great revival broke out; and under the 
influence of the Holy Spirit, with a renew- 
al of consecration, he yielded to the call. 
Giving up his railroad position, he went to 
McKenzie and entered McTyeire School, 
where he took the course prescribed by 
this excellent institution. He entered the 
Conference and served acceptably the 
Lexington Circuit two years, where he 
did much to push forward this work. 
There was no better pastor in the district, 
as he always made it a point to look care- 



fully after the sick, poor, and needy. The 
parsonage was improved by the labors of 
his own hand, and the people of the whole 
circuit greatly uplifted. He moved from 
this charge to Benton Circuit, where he 
remained one year only, but did a splendid 
work — painted the parsonage witn his own 
hand, and organized the worK for a for- 
ward movement. Thence he went to Hen- 
ry Circuit, from which work, after- but a 
few months, he went home to God, and 
was buried within the bounds of this cir- 
cuit. Brother Holcomb was a very modest 
man, rather too much so for a public man, 
but his character was of the finest build. 
As a pastor he served ardently the people 
he was sent to serve. He was a kind fa- 
ther and affectionate husband. We have 
nev^r known a young man to struggle 
more heroically than did the subject of 
this sketch. Brother Holcomb leaves a 
wife and two little babes to mourn their 
loss, together with a host of friends. The 
Conference has lost one of its best and 
noblest workers. A little while before his 
death he said, “Oh, the crowns! the 
crowns!’’ We shall see him again on the 
everlasting hills of deliverance.

John W. Adkisson, after a long and use- 
ful career as a preacher and educator, laid 
down his armor and ceased at once to 
work and live on the 13th day of June, 

1903. He was bom in Saline county. Mo., 

October 28, 1841. When sixteen years old 
he was converted and joined the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South. Having 
served for a time as exhorter, he was li- 
censed to preach in 1860, and admitted 
into the Missouri Conference on trial in 
1861. He received his college training at 
Central College, Mo., but obtained his 
Master of Arts degree from Centenary 
College in Louisiana. Judged by any 
standard he was a choice spirit. Kind 
and gentle and tender as a woman, he was 
as firm and unyielding as adamant where 
convictions were involved. As a preach- 
er he was careful in preparation, accurate 
in statement, and ornate in diction, bring- , 

ing nothing but beaten oil into the sane- 
tuary. Concerning the Scriptures he 
would interpret he sought to find the 
mind of the Spirit, and often preached ; 

with the manifest unction of the Holy 
Ghost resting upon him. He began his I 

ministry in Missouri, his native state. 
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while less than twenty years of age. 
Even while yet a student in college he 
manifested that passion for souls which is 
the highest evidence of a call to preach, 
and in connection with his fellow-students 
among whom was Bishop Hendrix, he con- 
ducted meetings which led many of them 
to Christ. The first five years of his min- 
isterial life he spent on circuits on the 
border land of the Southern Confederacy 
in those dark and terrible days of the 
Civil War. His life and liberty were con- 
stantly in peril, his presiding elder and 
other preachers were shot down by the 
roadside, and he was urged by his friends 
to quit going to his appointments. But 
he expressed a determination rather to die 
than desert his post of duty. At this time 
he demonstrated his unshaken confidence 
in a superintending Providence — a doc- 
trine which to the day of his death was 
prominent in his creed. He believed un- 
feignedly that the steps of a good man are 
ordered by the Lord, and his only care 
was so to live as to be able to claim this 
guidance. In 1866 he was called by his 
Conference to take charge of the Shelby 
High School at Shelbyville, Mo. He re- 
mained here seven years, and was then 
called to the presidency of the East Mis- 
sissippi Female College at Meridian, Miss., 
which position he filled with eminent cred- 
it for ten years. At the end of this period 
in 1883 be was elected to the presidency 
of Central College at Sulphur Springs, 
Texas, and thus was transferred to Texas. 
After eight years of very efficient service 
he was elected by the promoters of Poly- 
technic College at Fort Worth to take 
charge of the new enterprise then being 
projected. This was in 1891, which marks 
the date of his connection with the North- 
west Texas Conference. After three years 
of service in Polytechnic College, he re- 
signed his position to enter the regular 
pastorate. He filled out a vacancy in 
Cleburne Station for six months, then was 
at Coleman Station one year and Waxa- 
hachie two years. The next year he was 
sent to Granbury, but after six months 
he was again caled into the school work of 
the Church. This time it was to help es- 
tablish a training school at Clarendon, 
Tex. At the end of one year he was urged 
to go to Blooming Grove and assist in es- 
tablishing another training school for the 
Church. Here he succeeded in organizing 
a school of great usefulness and impressed 
himself in an enduring and beneficent 
manner upon the community and the stu- 
dents committed to his care. Thus while 
only about ten of his forty-two years of 
service were spent in the pastorate, he al- 
ways had a longing for that kind of work, 
and but for what he conceived to be an 
imperative call of duty he would have pre- 
ferred at any time to have exchanged the 
school room for the pulpit. As a teacher 
he had the loftiest ideals, and constantly 
endeavored both by precept and example 
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to bring his students up to these high 
standards. He was scrupulously neat in 
his appearance, chaste and pure in his con- 
versation, honorable and upright in all 
dealings with his fellow-men, a true Is- 
raelite in whom there was no guile. His 
home life was beautiful and happy. His 
surviving widow thus speaks of him: “He 
was positive and firm when necessary, but 
very forbearing, always patient, loving, 
and true.” Early in the present year his 
health began to fail, and he seemed to 
have a premonition that his life work was 
done. In April a large carbuncle appeared 
on his neck and baffled the untiring ef- 
forts and skill of the best physicians. For 
two months he was a great sufferer — often 
the pain was most excruciating; but as 
long as his mind was clear he was un- 
complaining and submissive. More than 
once he said, “A day never passes with- 
out a reassurance from God that all is well 
with my soul.” He was laid to rest in 
the cemetery at Waxahachie, the funeral 
service being conducted by his old Mis- 
souri friend and comrade. Rev. H. A. 
Bourland. He leaves behind him the 
savor of a good name. His children rise 
up and call him blessed. Hundreds of 
young men and women now in active life 
in Missouri and Tennessee acknowledge 
a large indebtedness to him, not alone for 
intellectual culture, but for inspiration 
and help in their spiritual life. A perfect 
gentleman, a wise counselor, a true 
friend, an efficient educator, a sincere 
Christian — ^we shall miss him from our 
annual convocations, but we shall meet 
him again.

Herbert Tyree Bacon. — ^A pair of 
crutches leaning against the pew; a hand, 
feeble from ill health, resting upon them; 
a pale face, marked with lines of care, yet 
lightened with a great peace — these were 
for thirty-six years a familiar sight on the 
fioor of the Virginia Conference. They 
will greet our eyes no more, for brother 
Herbert T. Bacon has taken his place in 
the blood-washed throng on high. Herbert 
Tyree Bacon was born in Nottoway coun- 
ty, Va., December 4, 1827, and died at his 
home, in Clarksville, Va., January 27, 
1903. “Precious in the sight of the Lord 
is the death of his saints.” It is meet 



that we magnify the grace of God as ex- 
hibited in this life. It was no ordinary 
one. Had a man of strong physique, even 
done the work of this inan of God, the 
record were not one to be ashamed of. 
But that a man of feeble frame, the vic- 
tim of an early accident, should have lived 
this life and done this work is one more 
victory of mind and soul over matter and 
of the saving grace of God over them 
both. Doubtless there was some of the 
iron of the old colonial hero in his blood, 
but there was yet more of tne power of 
divine grace. Had one of the heroes of 
Thermopylje been conquered by Christ, 
we may well imagine what deeds he would 
have done. Yet could even such a one 
have borne pain more bravely, or have 
conquered the shrinking flesh more com- 
pletely, than the spirit that dwelt in this 
feeble frame? He came of good stock. 
His father, a lawyer, James E. P. Bacon, 
Esq., and his mother, Martha Thweatt 
Gregory, were of good lineage. His 
grandfather. Colonel Tyree Glenn Bacon, 
was a soldier of the war of 1812, and 
brother Bacon often wrote over the pen- 
name of “Tyree Glenn,” thus indicating a 
respect for sturdy forbears, as far as pos- 
sible from petty pride. His mother hav- 
ing died while he was yet an infant, young 
Bacon was adopted by his paternal grand- 
mother, and was brought up under Presby- 
terian influences. To the end of his life 
he kept in his heart a warm spot for the 
people of that robust creed. He early 
manifested a fondness for the pen, and 
while yet a boy wrote articles that were ! 
accepted by the press. He bad good train- 
ing, learned Latin well, and developed lit- 
erary taste. The story of his spiritual life 
is remarkable. For years he rebelled 
against his conscience and lived for the 
world, while his soul confessed the claims 
of God. Not until August, 1857, when he 
was thiry years of age, did he make the 
great surrender. The place of his spirit- 
ual nativity was old Centenary Church, 
near Chase City, Va. Once made, how- 
ever, the surrender was final. To the end 
of liife he never wavered. In 1866, at Dan- 
ville, Va., he joined the traveling minis- 
try, and from that time wrought faithfully, 
until, in 1887, he found himself no longer 
able to do the work of an effective man. 
Just at this time, so full of trial to every 
itinerant, there came to him, unsolicited, 
and as if by the gracious order of Provi- 
dence, the offer of a place on the staff of 
our Sunday-school periodicals at Nash- 
ville. This was the sort of thing he loved, 
to be brought into weekly contact with 
half a million of the little ones. What a 
holy joy must have been his to feel that, 
far from being laid aside as useless, he 
was now to do the best and widest work 
of his life. What single Conference ever 
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had two such men as H. T. Bacon and 
John B. Laurens — men winning victories 
on crutches and sick beds? August 1, 
1871, the (late, no doubt, meant by him to 
be significant, the anniversary of his es- 
pousal to Christ, he was happily married 
to Miss Jennie Scott, of Clarksville, Va., 
who survives him, after cheering his 
pathway for thirty years. He needed a 
tender and sympathetic soul, and God pro- 
vided. For several years his increasing 
feebleness was noticeable, yet the end 
came at last unexpectedly. In the latter 
part of January he was taken with pleu- 
risy, and erelong it was plain that the 
Master would call him to his eternal rest. 
He met the call with no sign of fear. He 
was ready. On the 27th of the month he 
passed peacefully to his reward. His body 
sleeps in the cemetery at Clarksville; his 
soul is with the saints. On his deathbed 
he received a letter, inclosing a gift and a 
re(iuest for prayer, from one whose pastor 
he had been thirty years before. The in- 
cident is typical of his life and work. 
Old and young, rich and poor, felt the 
touch of his gentle hand. His work 
abides, and his reward is eternal. The 
world is better for his having lived in it; 
the Church is richer for having possessed 
him. He was not the property of Metho- 
dism alone. Papers of other denomina- 
tions spoke words of love at his death. A 
valuable set of books, much prized by him, 
was the gift of a Presbyterian publication 
to which he was a frequent and welcome 
contributor. His character was the prod- 
uct of Christianity and the property of 
all Christians. 

John Bonnet Dey was born in Princess 
Anne county, Virginia, in 1825. His par- 
ents were John H. and Frances A. Dey. 
His school opportunities were limited in 
his early years, and he never had the ad- 
vantages of a regular collegiate educa- 
tion. Later on in life, after he had en- 
tered the ministry, he attended lectures at 
William and Mary College, and also at the 
University of Virginia; but he was large- 
ly what is called a self-made man. He en- 
tered the ministry at the age of twenty- 
two, in 1847, and was an active preacher 
for forty-two years, and a member of the 
Conference for over fifty-five years. The 
following charges are among those he 
served: Williamsburg, Cumberland Street 
— Norfolk, Charlottesville, Bedford City, 
Boydton, Murfreesboro, Norfolk Circuit, 
East Norfolk, Greensville, and Ashland. 
He was agent of the Virginia Tract Socie- 
ty during the war, and did efficient work 
in that capacity. He was presiding elder 
of the Eastern Shore District from 1871 
to 1875. He took the superannuated rela- 
tion In the year 1888. Being without the 
guidance of teachers and professors. 



brother Dey learned early In life to do his 
own thinking. He had talents far above 
the average, and was from his youth a 
close student and -an extensive reader. 
He believed that it was his imperative 
duty to inform himself in every possible 
way, holding that only those who are 
trained can properly teach, either in pul- 
pit or college; therefore, every dime he 
could spare he devoted to the purchase of 
good and substantial books. He did not 
try to accumulate any property .except 
books, and in his lifetime he collected a 
very fine and select library, perhaps as 
large as any private library in the Confer- 
ence. The library was his only possession 
when he died. He was an honest and un- 
tiring seeker after truth, and, as a natural 
consequence, he had scant respect for 
mere dogmatism. He placed every doc- 
trine of the Church under the closest 
scrutiny, and, while his conclusions did 
not always agree with those of other 
preachers of his denomination, he was 
truly as devoted a champion of truth and 
righteousness, as he understood the mean- 
ing of those words, as any churchman or 
radical. He was a high-strung and ner- 
vous man, a man in whose brain and 
heart throbbed and fiowed tumultuously 
the life current of thought and feeling. 
Although it did not outwardly so appear, 
yet he lived almost continually at the 
white heat of mental restlessness and ef- 
fort. Holding an opinion or belief to-day, 
he would not hesitate to discard or modify 
it to-morrow, if there was new evidence 
sufldciently strong to warrant the change. 
He did not see how any man could do oth- 
erwise, if he was to be true to himself, his 
fellow-men, and his God. For this reason 
he was sometimes accused of inconsisten- 
cy by the thoughtless and unfriendly. 
Consistency, when rightly understood, is 
indeed a beautiful and necessary trait of 
character; but, in order to be really con- 
sistent, it is sometimes necessary to be 
apparently very inconsistent — inconsist- 
ent according to the popular but errone- 
ous idea of the meaning of that word. 
Consistency often means nothing but stu- 
pidity, hypocrisy, and stubbornness. To 
believe the same things in the same way 
through a long life is often to admit the 
fact that the mind has become fossilized, 
and that the man has no desire for growth. 
True consistency is to make it a rule of 
life to order one’s beliefs and acts in har- 
mony with the best possible information 
we can obtain. It is to honestly and faith- 
fully follow the latest and best vision of 
truth which God has given us. It often 
happens, no doubt, that a man forms in- 
correct judgments; that he accepts as 
trustworthy evidence that which turns 
out to be false; that he finds out later in 
life that the course that he has followed 
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in all honesty of soul is not the course 
he would have taken, had he known things 
which he afterwards discovered; but a 
true man is obliged to follow his convic- 
tions of duty as he sees it, although his 
conclusions may be radically different 
from those of his brethren about him. No 
man among us ever tried more faithfully 
and perseveringly to find out the truth 
than did John B. Dey, He tried to be 
honest with himself and with others. If 
he made mistakes, they were honest mis- 
takes. He arrived at some conclusions 
which many of the preachers of the Con- 
ference would not agree with, and con- 
cerning which they thought he was mis- 
taken; but all who knew him well recog- 
nized the fact that he had no purpose in 
his heart but to discover the truth. Broth- 
er Dey had a kind and generous heart. 
He was a friend to the poor, the Ignorant, 
and the distressed, giving liberally of his 
scanty means to those objects that in his 
opinion were the most deserving. But, 
while charitable in his disposition, and 
while he honored the numblest man who 
made righteousness his guide in life, he 
had an intense hatred of authority with- 
out goodness, and position and rank with- 
out kindness and fidelity. He held in 
supreme contempt all lying, chicanery, 
trickery, wire-pulling for place — indeed, 
deception in every form, whether in 
thought, life, or in outward conduct; and 
he never failed to hurl against them the 
sharpest and bitterest anathemas. He was 
outspoken in his beliefs and likes, perhaps 
too much so. He thereby made strong 
friends, and sometimes he thought he 
made strong and pronounced enemies; 
and those who did not know him well fre- 
quently misjudged his spirit. He tried to 
he honest in his judgments of his fellow- 
men, but sometimes misunderstood them, 
and sometimes misplaced his confidence. 
He was very fond of children, and joined 
with them in their sports with such gen- 
uineness that he won a warm place in 
their hearts. As a preacher he was far 
above the average. His sermons were 
clear and thoughtful, and the thought was 
expressed in choice, oftentimes classical, 
language. His extensive reading had ac- 
quainted him with the best thought of the 
centuries. His vocabulary was that of 
the masterpices of the English tongue. 
He did not like to preach without careful 
preparation, and he wrote out the most of 
his sermons, going over them until he was 
satisfied that he had used the best lan- 
guage he could find to express his ideas. 
All classes of people enjoyed his preach- 
ing. He was too well educated to fill his 
sermons with high-sounding and bombas- 
tic phrases, or to lug in unnecessary evi- 
dences of his learning. He used the sim- 
plest and purest English that he could 



find, so that the humblest and most illit- 
erate could understand his sermons. Al- 
though he was a very attractive and popu- 
lar preacher, yet he was never sensational. 
His sermons dealt with the great truths 
of the Christian life. He always had a 
definite theme before him, and the entire 
sermon was a symmetrical and well-bal- 
anced discussion of that theme. He used 
fresh and apt illustrations, and when he 
said all that he had to say, he stopped 
preaching. He never rambled about in 
preaching, and his sermons were usually 
short. These qualities made him a pop- 
ular and helpful preacher, and large con- 
gregations waited on his ministry. He 
looked carefully after the interests of the 
work committed to him by the Churcli, 
and was interested in every movement 
that had for its aim the development of 
the people committed to his care. The 
fruit of his labors could never have been 
estimated by the methods of the present- 
day evangelist. He was not what would 
be called a revival preacher, in the strict 
sense of that term. He was an edifying 
preacher, and not only were men brought 
to repentance, but they were developed 
into strong and thoughtful Christians by 
his clear and forcible statement of the 
truth. He had fruit to his ministry at all 
his charges. At some charges he was 
very successful, having in one case over 
ninety additions on profession of faith. 
After he took the superannuated relation 
in 1888, he lived for a year or two in Ash- 
land; but since the year 1890 he lived 
with his son. Rev. Bascom Dey. For a 
number of years he preached as occasion 
demanded and his health permitted, but 
for the last few years of his life he rarely 
preached. Ordinarily he seemed to be In 
excellent health for a man of his age, but 
he was occasionally taken with spells of 
unconsciousness which lasted sometimes 
for several hours. As soon as they passed 
off, however, he seemed to be as well as 
usual. His mind was clear up to the day 
of his death. He died suddenly, almost 
without any premonition that the end was 
near, but he was not afraid to die, nor did 
the future hold any terrors for him. He 
died on the 17th of February, 1903, at the 
parsonage of the Lunenburg Circuit, in 
the seventy-eighth year of his age. While 
stationed at Williamsburg, Va., he mar- 
ried Miss Jane Elizabeth Lawson, a resi- 
dent of that city. As a result of this mar- 
riage, four children were born. His wife 
died about two years ago, and all of the 
children have died except one. Rev. Bas- 
com Dey, now an honored and useful 
member of the Virginia Conference. 

WTLniAM Emory Edwards was the sec- 
ond son of Rev. John Ellis Edwards, D.D.. 
and his wife Elizabeth A.; daughter of 
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Colonel John Clark, of Prince Edward 
county, Virginia. At his grandfather’s 
house, about ten miles from the town of 
Farmville, Williaia was born June 10, 
1842. His father was then a member of 
the North Carolina Conference, in which 
he continued several years longer before 
transferring to Virginia; a part of Wil- 
liam’s childhood was, therefore, spent In 
North Carolina, but all his schooling was 
obtained in the cities of Virginia, where 
his father occupied the. pulpits of our most 
prominent churches. A delicate child, an 
early victim of dyspepsia, his studies were 
pursued amid interruptions from this 
cause, but with the native taste for learn- 
ing and aptitude in study which distin- 
guished him from tender years. Having 
received a good preparation for college, 
he was placed at Randolph-Macon, and 
successfully completed the course of in- 
struction, graduating with the degree of 
A.M., in the summer of 1862, at the old 
college near Boydton, Va., under the presi- 
dency of Dr. William A. Smith. His 
Alma Mater conferred upon him in after 
years the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity; and he served on its Board of 
Trustees for a number of years. He had 
been licensed to preach and recommended 
for admission on trial into the traveling 
connection on the termination of his col- 
lege life; and at the Conference of 1862, 
held in Petersburg, Va., was duly received. 
The Civil 'War had begun in April, 1861, 
and that terrible conflict was in mid ca- 
reer. A nominal appointment was given 
to him, and erelong he was made a chap- 
lain in the Confederate Army and sta- 
tioned at Drewry’s Bluff, where he re- 
mained until the end of the war, taking 
his first lessons in preaching the gospel in 
such grim surroundings; tasting with the 
warriors of that post the privations and 
sorrows of such a time. When peace 
came, in the spring of 1865, after a brief 
. breathing spell, our people endeavored to 
rehabilitate their dismantled shrines in 
the towns on the seaside where the Fed- 
eral Army had been in occupation for sev- 
eral years. William Edwards was called 
to be a shepherd for the scattered flock at 
the old Dinwiddle Street congregation in 
Portsmouth. The house had been burned 
and the membership dispersed — many of 
them dead on fields of battle. It was an 
early prophecy of future usefulness that 
he was equal to the situation; rebuilt the 
church, rallied the disheartened member- 
ship, organized the machinery for service, 
and left the station in good plight to re- 
ceive a pastor at the ensuing Conference. 
Here some of his best work was after- 
wards to be done; and in the history of 
this station, in which Robert Williams 
formed the first society of Methodists in 
Virginia, the name of William E. Ed- 



wards will be high on the roll of effective 
ministrations. With the Conference year 
1865-6, when he was sl.ationed in Manches- 
ter, Va., his career of thirty-three years 
steady work in stations begins, knowing 
only the interruption of the term of one 
>ear as presiding elder of the Norfolk Dis- 
trict (1891-2); ending in the election to 
the college professorship in 1899, where 
death found him. The places served after 
Manchester were Charlottesville (two- 
terms of two years), Farmville, Cente- 
nary, Lynchburg; Granby Street, Norfolk; 
Court Street, Lynchburg; Centenary, 
Richmond; Monumental, Portsmouth (twa 
terms of four years) ; Main Street, Dan- 
ville; Washington Street, Petersburg. To 
have filled such a role successfully de- 
manded no ordinary preaching ability. 
At an early date he attained an excellent 
style, both of matter and delivery. Re- 
wrote largely, but always spoke without 
manuscript. Perspicuous, chaste, inclin- 
ing to ornateness, often highly beautiful, 
the dress of his discourse was worthy of 
his treatment of the subject, which was 
logical, accurate, thorough, and fresh. 
His delivery was easy and natural, begin- 
ning with rather a low tone of voice and 
rising to climaxes of higher pitch and in- 
tensity of utterance. His speech was some- 
times too rapid for perfect distinctness 
and the greatest effect; but in his best 
moods he was oratorical in a high degree 
and mingled power and pathos with per- 
suasiveness and attractiveness. Modeled 
after his distinguished father’s pulpit ora- 
tory, William Edwards’s sermons were 
quite original; and if in any particular 
they fell short of so great an example, as 
well they might have done in many re- 
spects, they improved on the copy set, in 
some notable instances; for example, in 
less diffuseness and the avoidance of 
repetition. In person and temperament 
he greatly resembled his father; many 
traits of character and disposition and 
personal characteristics were inherited. 
He had a less mercurial cast of nature 
and somewhat less of vividness and vi- 
vacity of expression. Like his father, he 
had strong attachments for friends; was 
hospitable, genial, and cordial; and en-^ 
joyed home and fireside companionships. 
Fond of reading and study, he was not 
solitary in his taste nor cold and unsym- 
pathetic in disposition. He was a good 
and faithful pastor, and especially so in 
seasons of distress and sorrow. His min- 
istry was fruitful, both in the edification 
of saints and the conversion of sinners, of 
whom great numbers were brought to 
Christ by the gospel he preached. Espe- 
cially was this the case in the city of 
Portsmouth, where great “times of re- 
freshing from the presence of the Lord” 
rewarded his prayers and labors. He was 
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sought after for lectures, addresses at col- 
lege commencements, and such like public 
occasions, and in such deliverances made 
creditable performance; but, as should be 
the case, was at his best in the sacred 
desk. He took part freely in the debates 
of the Conference, and made effective 
speeches on various important occasions. 
Besides serving on committees of promi- 
nence, notably in connection with the 
Board of Missions, he was elected dele- 
gate to the General Conferences of 1894 
and 1898, in which he served with distinc- 
tion. He was a good writer, and besides 
many fugitive articles for our periodicals, 
wrote a story, “John Newsom,” a very re- 
spectable novel of the moral and religious 
order, which was issued from the South- 
ern Methodist Publishing House about the 
same time with his father’s “Log Meeting- 
house.” He had a poetical gift of no mean 
order, and gave himself occasionally to 
verse, as much for recreation and diver- 
sion as for any purpose more serious. His 
one year in the presiding eldership was 
successful, and caused many of the preach- 
ers, and the country congregations espe- 
oially, to regret that his term was so 
brief. This office, however, was distaste- 
ful to him, and w^as bestowed against his 
desire. Not so the assignment of duty 
which was his last. He was particularly 
fond of ethical studies. He had read 
much and written occasional contributions 
of a high order along this line of investi- 
gation. He was an engaging teacher, and 
gained the love and trust of his students. 
Following men of such marked ability in 
the Randolph-Macon chair, he put all the 
strength he had left physically and all the 
devotion of a high and pure spirit into 
his work. But he was disabled at a date 
early enough to ruin his hopes of great 
success and of a record by which he could 
be fairly judged. He clung to his work 
with a touching tenacity, and reluctantly 
let it fall from a nerveless hand paralyzed 
by fatal disease. Ofttimes he tottered to 
his place when he should have been lying 
on his bed. In the year 1901 he attended 
Conference for a brief time. His appear- 
ance betokened serious disease, and short- 
ly afterwards he underwent at Richmond 
a surgical operation in hope of relief, if 
not permanent cure. The result was, after 
a critical stage, temporary relief and pro- 
longation of life. He resumed his labors 
and was buoyed up with the prospect of 
recovery. This was, however, not to be. 
Decline, slow but steady, came on, and at 
the Conference of 1902, at which he again 
appeared for a while and for the last 
meeting with his brethren, his look was 
that of death not far remote. In all this 
great trial of his faith and Christian pa- 
tience and resignation to the Divine will. 
Tie had been upheld by grace and proved 



“sufficient” unto the end. Naturally loath 
to lay down his loved employ; clinging 
tenderly to the loved ones of his home- 
praying earnestly for recovery, if it were 
God’s will, but bowing without a murmur 
to the ordination of heaven; nursed ten- 
derly and faithfully by his devoted wife, 
he at length, on the 5th day of March’, 
1903, heard the Master’s call, and, with 
one last effort of affection, threw his arms 
about his wife’s neck, and went home to 
“glory and to God.” Dr. Edwards was 
twice married — first to a daughter of Rev. 
William Carter, M.D., long a prominent 
member of the North Carolina, and after- 
wards of the Virginia, Conference. By 
her he had two children, and had the mis 
fortune to lose her after his appointment 
to Granby Street Station, Norfolk. Sub- 
sequently he there married his second 
wife. Miss Annie Watts, of Norfolk, who, 
with six children and her two step-chil- 
dren, survives him, and is left with the 
precious heritage of his good name and 
the high record of his noble Christian life. 
One of his sons, bearing the same name, 
entered the itinerancy at our last session, 
and in the third generation is worthily 
bearing the banner of ministerial service 
by the family of John E. Edwards for the 
Conference which grandfather and father 
served for a period of sixty-eight years. 
May a double portion of the Holy Spirit 
given to them rest upon him! 

James Edward Gates attained unto the 
distinction of honorable old age; for gray 
hairs are honorable when found in the 
ways of righteousness. He came to the 
grave in a full age, as a shock of corn 
cometh in his season. God satisfied him 
with long life, and showed him his sal 
vation. His life was a beautiful illustra 
tion of the psalmist’s declaration, that 
“those that are planted in the house of 
the Lord shall flourish in the courts of 
our God; they shall bring forth firuit in 
old age; they shall be fat and flourishing. 
And no wonder, for he himself has writ 
ten, “The impress of my parents’ piety, so 
constant and so regular in its flow, so 
humble, earnest, and pure, has been upon 
me through life; it is a controlling infiu 
ence with me to-day — will, I doubt not, 
follow me to the grave.” (“Sketches, 
1890.) His parents, Benjamin and James 
Gates, dedicated him to God and his serv- 
ice in holy baptism. God recognized the 
covenant relations, and honored their 
faithfulness by enabling him to brin? 
forth frtiit with patience. His framework 
by reason of strength and grace of God 
enabled him to pass several days’ journey 
beyond the eightieth milestone of life- 
In the last decade of his life — in which 
time he sustained a superannuated rela- 
tion to the Conference — “the keepers of

tions to God satisfactory. In the days of 
his retirement — days which are supposed 
to have their own peculiar trials — he kept 
in touch with the work of the Church; 
was interested in all that interests live 
and thoughtful men. We never saw a bet- 
ter illustration of one of Paul’s declara- 
tions: “For though our outward man per- 
ish, yet the inward man is renewed day 
by day.” He read much, and never ceased 
to lay up in store. He fought the good 
fight of faith to a finish, and the transi- 
tion from that which is temporal to that 
which is eternal was a simple step unat- 
tended with any sensational event. “He 
wrapped the drapery of his couch about 
him, and lay down to pleasant dreams.” 
Brother Gates was God-poised — in him 
“patience had her perfect work.” He was 
twice married: first, to Miss Frances R. 
Woodson, of Goochland county, Va., who 
died about 1865, leaving four children. 
He was married the second time to Miss 
Mattie Pryor Goodwin, of Nelson county, 
Va., January 6, 1876, who survives him. 
The one child of their marriage William 
Benjamin Gates, is an alumnus of Ran- 
dolph-Macon College, having taken his 
A.M. degree in 1901. The union was sure- 
ly of God. Sne was a helpmeet indeed. 
Their devotion to each other was surpass- 
ingly lovely. Among the many marked 
and appreciated blessings God conferred 
on his servant not one was relatively 
greater than the companion of his latter 
years. Her ministrations to him in the 
days of his infirmities were those of un- 
tiring devotion and incarnate unselfish- 
ness. On the 4th of May, 1903, in Char- 
lottesville, Va., his spirit was released. 
He was buried in Oakwood Cemetery, the 
melancholy service being performed by 
the Revs. J. D. Hank and W. H. Edwards. 
We will now give place to our glorified 
brother, and let him, adopting the lan- 
guage of another, give us the parting 
word: 

Life, we’ve been long together

JoHM T. Moore. — The open tomb of a 
risen Lord is the keynote to the grave- 
yard. Death is no longer a discord in the 
music of creation. The sob, the weed of 
mourning, the grave, all have become 
now notes In the universal harmony. We 
see our brother weigu anchor, drift down 
the stream, out upon the ocean of the un- 



known. Upon the bulletin board of time 
•is written, “John T. Moore died on the 
5th of September, 1903.” We look through 
the open tomb of Jesus. Yonder we see 
our brother enter the golden gate — the 
haven of rest. He has crossed the bar; 
he sees his Pilot face to face. The bulle- 
tin board of the skies announces, “The 
good ship J. T. Moore — Jesus Christ, Cap- 
tain — rich cargo of faith, love, and good 
works — arrived.” In the county of New- 
Kent, on the 28th day of August, 1845, the 
vessel was launched. Up to the year 1864 
this good shij? John T. Moore fiew the 
fiag of the world and sailed with that 
great fleet bound for ports unknown. 
Early impressions, like shots rroin 
heaven, had been fired across her bows to 
“bring him to.” In that year Jesus Christ 
with his fiagship bore down upon him and 
boarded the vessel. The sword of the 
Spirit did its work. The struggle was 
sharp, decisive. Moore surrendered. The 
flag of the cross was run up. From that 
day to the day of his death John Moore 
was a transport in the carrying trade be- 
tween the ports of the skies and the ports 
of the earth. The prayers bore up the raw- 
material of the world’s wants. The an- 
swers brought back cargoes of divine 
blessing. The vessel was frail in its ma- 
terial structure. John Moore not only 
wrestled with spiritual wickedness in high 
places; he wrestled with malaria, demons 
of debility and physical weakness. Our 
scientific teaching is still that of the “in- 
fant class.” Had science revealed to us 
hygienic law as God has revealed moral 
law; had our age kept sanitary law as 
Moore kept spiritual law, that choice life 
might have been spared to us in the flesh. 
Like the great mass of his fellow-crea- 
tures, he was a victim offered upon the 
altars of that Moloch of all ages, “Igno- 
rance of sanitary law.” The machinery 
within the hull was superior. The en- 
gines of brain and heart were too strong 
for that body. Moore’s brain was a ma- 
chine shop fitted to do rare work — a man- 
ufactory prepared to turn out excellent 
fabric of thought. But the motive power 
of red arterial blood was wanting. The 
shuttles of reason did not fly swiftly — the 
loom of imagination worked on half time. 
The driving wheel of physical force 
turned slowly. The output of his life 
work was disappointing to those who 
knew his abilities, but could not sympa- 
thize with his physical infirmities. The 
late Professor Price, of Columbia Univer- 
sity, said of his pure English: “Mr. Moore, 
you are a stylist.” Had the electro-phys- 
ical current pulsed more vigorously along 
his nerves, the carbon pencils of his fac- 
ulties wmuld have brilliantly glowed. For 
practical purposes of life the steady taper 
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js better than the zigzag lightning flash, 
perhaps Moore’s congregations found it 
so. The central jewel of man is character. 
Man has an intellect — possesses a body — 
blit man is a soul. It was the pure, high 
life of Moore that made us cease to think 
of intellect, of physique, when with him. 
From the day we met him to the day of 
his ascension he was the Israelite without 
guile — the apostle of “sweetness and light” 
— a converted, sanctified Matthew Arnold. 
After his conversion he discovered that 
while the Captain, the Lord Jesus, con- 
trolled the vessel, there were mutinous 
spirits among the crew — evil feelings — 
stowaways in the hold of the ship. There 
were mutinyings, which only the Great 
Captain could put down. In his heart 
there came a great desire to get rid of 
these “uprisings” of what Mr. Wesley 
calls “inbred sin.” At a camp meeting at 
Mount Lake Park, some years ago, he 
sought and obtained the blessing of entire 
sanctification. We will not discuss terms. 
We might differ as to the arithmetic of 
blessings. John Moore sought and ob- 
tained a blessing. Said a prominent mem- 
ber of the Conference, when his views 
and teachings of sanctification were under 
discussion: “I differ from brother Moore 
as to the terminology of this question, but 
truth compels me to say I have known him 
upward of twenty-five years, and his char- 
acter is without a flaw — his life is behind 
his profession.” Amen! From this time 
Moore’s life was Enoch’s life reproduced 
— lived again — until, like Enoch, he was 
not, for God took him. In his declining 
years the love and attention of his wife 
were twined about — almost beautified — 
the rude cross of her husband’s affliction. 
It was while on his first charge (Gordons- 
ville) he married her. A good wife is ot 
the Lord. Moore found it so. She sur- 
vives him. May the bread of tender care 
she cast upon the stormy sea of her hus- 
band’s afflictions come back to her a thou- 
sand-fold! John Moore’s life was a proph- 
ecy of his death. The stream had passed 
the cataracts of life — it neared the sea of 
the Infinite — ^it widened and deepened 
with love. A great calm, the peace of 
God. rested upon it. The waters of that 
great ocean that is all round the world 
came surging up and mingled with the 
earth stream. In his dying chamber one 
could hardly tell where earth ended — 
where heaven began. Especially did he 
love in these last days to testify to the 
great doctrine of sanctification. Oh, that 
his Conference, so dear to him, may upon 
the grave of our Fletcher step upward to 
higher things! Heaven has its epiphanies 
as well as earth. John Moore was a vol- 
ume that would well bear translation into 
the language of the heaven lies. God al- 
ways translates the best volumes of the 



skies — Enoch, Elijah, John Moore — all the 
redeemed! These constitute the “text- 
books” of heaven. Stereotyped in the im- 
mortality of such as John Moore is the 
Bible angels read. What revelations of 
divine love as celestial beings look into 
these things! Our brother Moore’s as- 
cension was epiphany of God’s love. 
Amen!

M. V. Sherrill was born in Lincoln 
county, N. C., November 7, 1837, and died 
at Denver, November 24, 1902. Brother 
Sherrill joined the Church under ihe min- 
istry of Rev. R. P. Gibb, in 1853. He was 
appointed class leader in 1859 by Rev. W. 
C. Gannon. He was licensed to exhort by 
the Iredell Circuit Quarterly Conference, 
at Snow Creek in August, 1860 — Rev. W. 
H. Bobbitt, presiding elder, and Wilfred 
Turner, secretary. He was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of the 
same charge, at Trinity Church, in 1861. 
He was ordained deacon in Raleigh, N. C., 
by Bishop Early, December 10, 1865; and 
elder at Wilmington by Bishop Doggett, 
December 1, 1867. His first charge was 
the Blue Ridge Mission, in 1863, supplying 
the vacancy caused by the death of Rev. 
John M. Gunn. He was paralyzed July 
26, 1893. Since that time ke sustained a 
superannuated relation, but has preached 
one hundred and seventy-eight times. His 
last sermon was at Marvin church. Rock 
Spring Circuit, from Ezekiel xviii. 6. 



Brother Sherrill was a very humble and 
modest man. He never pushed himself 
into notice. He was willing to occupy 
such a place in the Conference as the au- 
thorities adjudged him entitled to. He 
was satisfied to be estimated at bis true 
worth. Hence he always went cheerfully 
to his work, and one never heard him 
complaining that he was not appreciated. 
He did not belong to that small class of 
Methodist preachers who believed there 
was a clique in the Conference who’sought 
to advance and keep to the front a fa- 
vored few, and to keep in the background 
others who were much more competent 
than they. His modesty was such as to 
make the impression on those who did not 
know him intimately that he was timid 
and fearful, while in fact he had very 
strong convictions, and had the “courage 
of his convictions.” Indeed, being always 
deliberate, there was perhaps no one who 
held more tenaciously, but modestly, to his 
convictions than he. Being persuaded of 
the correctness of his views, he darod to 
maintain them anywhere and in any pres- 
ence. He was possessed of very high mor- 
al courage. He was a very quiet man. He 
moved along through the world on the 
“even tenor of his way” without much 
noise. Ordinarily, socially, he was a very 
reticent man, but with congenial spirits a 
most genial and companionable associate — 
vivacious, humorous, entertaining, and in- 
structive. Brother Sherrill was a faithful, 
conscientious, painstaking, eflBcient pas- 
tor, doing all the work of a Methodist 
preacher in a most creditable manner and 
to the profit of the Church. He always 
made it a point to get up the historical 
record of the charge. Brother Sherrill 
was a student. He gave much more “at- 
tention to reading” than the most of men 
— the most of preachers. He had a great 
fondness for books, but read only the best 
authors. He had truly literary taste, and 
through his life acquired a large fund of 
most valuable knowledge. His attain- 
ments were such as to enable him to rep- 
resent in a most creditable manner the 
Methodist Church anywhere, and under all 
circumstances. No Methodist ever had 
cause to blush for him or his Church when 
its cause was intrusted to his keeping. 
He loved his Church “above his chief joy,” 
and was jealous for her honor. Whoever 
assailed his Church in his presence always 
found a foe “worthy his steel.” As a 
preacher he was above the average. His 
sermons were well prepared and well de- 
livered — sometimes with great moral pow- 
er, and always in a most acceptable man- 
ner. He had great fondness for poetry 
and rhetoric, and used both to great ad- 
vantage in his sermons. His rhetoric was 
w^ell-nigh perfect, and his quotations al- 
ways apposite and effective. In doctrine, 
his sermons were thoroughly Arminian. 
He followed the authorities, not blindly or 
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slavishly, but because the interpretation 
of the great scheme of atonement and re- 
demption as set forth by Wesley, Watson, 
and Fletcher commended itself to his in- 
telligent perception and the approval of 
his heart, as it must do to the intelligent 
heart of every unprejudiced mind. Being 
a great admirer of the Institutes of Mr, 
Watson and a close student thereof,, his 
sermons had a solid framework, were mus- 
cular, and furnished the appetite with a 
pabulum that nourished the spiritual man, 
making it robust and strong. The theol- 
ogy which he taught was not of that nam- 
by-pamby sort of which one hears so much 
in these modern times, which is remark- 
able for nothing but its jingle and its ut- 
ter insipidity. His ministry was a fruit- 
ful one. carrying comfort to many sorrow- 
ing hearts, help to those who needed help, 
instruction to the ignorant, and the cup 
of salvation to hundreds, and perhaps 
thousands, who were famished and were 
ready to die. And withal brother Sherrill 
was genuinely spiritual. He did not put 
his religion on exhibition or parade it 
about “to be seen of men,” but constant- 
ly and uniformly exemplified the beauty 
and simplicity of the religion of Christ. 
No one who knew him could ever call in 
» question the purity of his Christian char- 

; acter. For a number of years before his 

? death he was the child of affliction, suffer- 

i ing from partial paralysis. But notwith- 

I standing his great suffering and disqualifi- 

cation for the active ministry, yet the 
I equability of his temper was not at all dis- 

turbed nor the sweetness of his spirit 
;» marred. He was always hopeful, bright, 

' joyful, and full of zeal for the cause he so 

; much loved. Thus through all these years 

did he bear himself with a fortitude that 
. was beautiful to behold, and that was truly 

heroic, until near the close of the last ses- 
!: sion of our Conference in Monroe, the 

; Lord of the harvest graciously released the 

I reaper and called him to his reward in the 

: skies. We will cherish his memory, imi- 

tate his good example, and by and by, 
) through grace, greet him in the sun-bright 

\ clime. 

i Joseph John Havneb was born Decem- 

ber 9, 1869. He joined the Western North 
Carolina Conference, at Winston, in 1892. 
j He served as junior preacher to Rev, M, 

T. Steele, on the Lincolnton Circuit, during 
I the year 1893. He was discontinued, at his 

f own request, at the Conference of that 

I year, in order more thoroughly to equip 

himself for the work of the itinerant raln- 
\\ istry. He then went to school at Catawba 

jj College, Newton, N. C. He was an effect- 

!* ive local preacher, always a friend aiid 

j: helper of his pastor. He was ordained 

i deacon by Bishop Key, at the Conference 

b in Asheville, in 1897. He served Moores- 

ville as a supply in 1899, from May until 
* iha r.nnferencG of that year. He joined 

I 

i 



the Western North Carolina Conference in 
1899 at Concord, N. C., and was admitied 
into full connection at Gastonia in 190], 
He served the following charges; 1900 
Mooresvilie Circuit; 1901-2, Troutman Cir- 
cuit; 1903, Matthews Circuit until his 
death. During the year he was on Moores- 
vilie Circuit fifty-three members were add- 
ed to the Church on profession of faith. 
During his two years on the Troutman 
Circuit one hundred and eleven members 
were received on profession of faith. The 
people were glad to hear him preach, his 
sermons were instructive and stimulating 
to the faith of his hearers. He was adapt- 
ed to revival work by both nature and 
grace. His sanguine temperament gave 
him confidence in everybody. He was not 
capable of holding suspicious thoughts 
about any one. There was nothing artifi- 
‘cial in his life. He always carried about 
him a most pleasant type of childlike sim- 
plicity, which was perfectly natural to 
him. His faith in God was always strong 
and steady. He never trifled with the 
Bible. He accepted it as God’s inspired 
word, and whatever it teaches he believed 
without any questions. As a preacher he 
was careful in the preparation of his ser- 
mons and took his sermon material from 
the Bible and arranged it systematically. 
His sermons were always clear, practical, 
and effective. He was sent from the Con- 
ference at Monroe last year to Matthews. 
He proved to be the very man for the 
place. The people soon saw in him the 
leader they needed. Their hearts went out 
to him in love and confidence. They loved 
him and he loved them. They went to 
work unitedly to build a new church. 
The old buiiuing was removed from the 
grounds, and new and larger foundations 
laid for a church of modern style. The 
frame was up and nearly weatherboarded. 
But here the sad and mysterious provi- 
dence in the death of brother Havner 
came down in a night of sorrow on the 
whole community. He was sick only a 
few days. His suffering was intense, but 
God was with him, and he suffered patient- 
ly and died in triumph on Saturday morn- 
ing, April 18, 1903. He was buried at Mat- 
thews, the funeral service being conducted 
by Dr, J. C. Rowe. We feel sure that his 
spirit is now crowned with joy in the pres- 
ence of Jesus. But while we rejoice in the 
crowning of our brother, our hearts bend 
down in sympathy with sister Havner in 
her young widowhood and the three little 
children in their orphanhood. 

Colin George Little was born in Cataw- 
ba county, N. C., July 10, 1851, and died 
in Marion. McDowell county, N. C., Sun- 
day, May 24, 1903. He was fifty-one years 
of age, having been a member of the North 
Carolina and Western North Carolina 
Conferences for a little more than twenty- 
three years. He was one of a family of 
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eleven children, six of whom, three broth- 
ers and three sisters, survive him. As a 
child he was good — never inclined to be, 
but religious. He was converted at Ball 
Creek camp ground at twelve years of age. 
He attended school at Catawba College, 
and graduated from Rutherford College in 
1878. He preached his first sermon at 
Stanley Creek church in Gaston county. 
He was admitted on trial into the North 
Carolina Conference at Wilson in 1879, 
and served the two Conferences in the fol- 
lowing charges: McDowell Circuit, 1880; 
Elkin Circuit, 1881; Statesville Circuit, 
1882-3; Stokes Circuit, 1884-5; McDowell 
Circuit (second time), 1886-8; Rutherford- 
ton Circuit, 1889-90; Hendersonville Sta- 
tion, 1891; Hickory and Lenoir Station, 
1892-3; Matthews Circuit, 1894; Wades- 
boro Station, 1895; Shelby Station, 1896-7; 
Connelly Springs Circuit, 1898; Lexington 
Station, 1899; Morganton District, 1900-1. 
He was returned to the Morganton Dis- 
trict for the third year from the Confer- 
ence at Gastonia, but was stricken with a 
severe attack of pneumonia in January, 
1892. This developed into consumption, of 
which he died after a brave struggle for 
life. He preached his last sermon at 
Rutherfordton, January 12, 1902, not 
thinking, doubtless, that that was to be 
his last public ministration. That he was 
forced to lay down the active work of the 
ministry was a source of regret and grief 
to him, as it is to most ministers when 
they come to this trying experience. At 
one time with great fervor he expressed 
the wish that he might join us again in the 
active work of the Master. Brother Lit- 
tle’s zeal and energy were always greater 
than his physical strength. These some- 
times propelled to work when his physi- 
cal strength was not equal to the task. 
One who was in c position to know the 
facts says of him: “He never let anything 
keep him from an appointment if it were 
possible for him to fill it. Nothing but his 
own sickness ever kept him from going. 
I have known him to get out of bed when 
sick, drive several miles, sit in a chair and 
preach. None but his immediate family 
know what he endured for the cause. I 
have known him to go into the pulpit and 
preach when he thought his . owm child 
yould be dead before the sermon was fin- 
ished.” These facts indicate the spirit of 
the true preacher, and brother Little’s fi- 
delity to what he conceived to be his duty 
ds a minister. He was a good man, a rell- 
man. He loved his Lord, his Church, 
the ministry, and he loved sinners. Dur- 
ing the last year of his ministry, especial- 
ly, there was. a marked solicitude for the 
salvation of the lost, manifested in his 
prayers and preaching. His work on the 
i^organton District was eminently suc- 
cessful. Each one of the two years the 
district made a fine report, showing a 
Ratifying advance on all lines of Church 



work. The Conference placed its seal of 
approval upon his work by returning him 
for the third year. He died praying, 
“Thy will be done,” and is gone to the 
“rest that remaineth to the people of 
God.” On May 17, 1880, he was married 
to Miss Ada Connelly, of McDowell coun- 
ty. To them five children were born, 
three daughters and two sons. Of -these, 
four survive, with their widowed mother, 
to mourn the loss of a kind husband and 
father. He has gone home. 

S. D. Stamey was the son of the Rev. 
Alexander and Belzora Stamey. He was 
brother to the late Rev. P. F. W. Stamey, 
of honored and sainted memory. He was 
born at Woodlawn, Carroll county, Vir- 
ginia, in the month of April, 1870, and 
died July 22, 1903, at the home of his 
brother-in-law, Mr. S. F. Brannock, near 
Higgins P. O., Grayson county, Virginia, 
where he spent the last months of his 
earthly life. His body was buried near 
the grave of his beloved father at Snow 
Hill (Missionary) Baptist church in the 
same community where he died. Here on 
the very crest of the Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains rest his precious ashes until the sec- 
ond coming of his Lord, who shall give 
him part in the resurrection of the just. 
Brother Stamey was converted to Christ 
at the age of seventeen, under the preach- 
ing of Rev. E. J. Adams, of the (Mission- 
ary) Baptist Church, at Corinth church, 
Surry county. North Carolina. He soon 
after jo^ined the same denomination at 
Snow Hill, Virginia, but afterwards con- 
nected himself with the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, and promptly sought 
and obtained license to preach tue gospel. 
Feeling that a call to preach implied a call 
to preparation, he began at once to seek 
an education at such schools as were with- 
in his. reach. His training consisted of 
such help as he could get in the schools 
at Elk Creek, Virginia, and Trap Hill, 
North Carolina. After doing Conference 
work for a few years, and feeling the need 
of more thorough preparation, with com- 
mendable earnestness he did college work 
at Guilford College, North Carolina, while 
serving as preacher in charge of James- 
town Circuit. He was admitted on trial 
into the Western North Carolina Confer- 
ence at its session in Winston, in the fall 
of 1892, and was placed in charge of Hen- 
rietta Station for the year 1893. At the 
close of that year he was ordained deacon 
*by Bishop Duncan, and placed in charge 
of Chestnut Hill, Salisbury, N. C., for the 
year 1894. After this his work was as fol- 
lows: Burkhead Station, Winston, 1895-6. 
He was ordained elder by Bishop Gallo- 
way, and placed in charge of the James- 
town Circuit in 1897. His next work was 
Wilkes Circuit, 1898; Naomi Station, 1899- 
1900. Finding his health was failing on 
account of pulmonary afilictions, he was

transferred to the Los Angeles Conference 
and stationed at Carlsbad, New Mexico, 
1901. Here he suffered a gradual decline 
in health, until in the fall of 1902 he was 
transferred back to the Western North 
Carolina Conference, and returned east to 
finish his days with his kindred in West- 
ern North Carolina and Virginia. And It 
was no small pleasure to him to see again 
his aged mother, his sisters and brothers, 
and have them minister to him in his 
sickness, and hand him down gently as 
they did to his last resting place. He 
was married to Miss Laura Parks, of Roar- 
ing River, N. C., a woman of excellent pie- 
ty and Christian helpfulness, who died in 
1898. He afterwards married Miss Jen- 
nie Russell, a woman of fine culture and 
strong character of Randleman, N. C. >.*y 
a strange providence she was also stricken 
with lung trouble while they were in New 
Mexico, and returned to Western North 
Carolina and died just three days prior to 
his death. By each of these marriages he 
leaves a child, who should have as a her- 
itage the love and sympathy of his breth- 
ren of the ministry. He was devoted to his 
children, and often in his last illness spoke 
of them and his deep interest in them. 
As a preacher of the gospel brother Sta- 
mey was an earnest exponent of the “truth 
as it is in Jesus.” His style was nervous 
and interesting. He was a close student 
and was making full proof of his ministry. 
He was a devoted Christian. His love for 
God was fervent. His religion was of a 
positive, progressive sort. He could give 
a reason for the hope that was in him. 
He believed in the witness of the Spirit, 
and his assurance of faith grew brighter 
and brighter to the end. He was con- 
scious to the last, closing up as well as he 
could his business, even making provision 
for his funeral and burial services, and 
speaking confidently of his hopes for the 
future to his dear ones around him, bid- 
ding them meet him in heaven. Truly 
may it be said that he served his genera- 
tion by the will of God, and fell on sleep. 

William Chalmers Willson w'as born 
near Mocksville, Davie county, N. C., April 
7 , 1836, and died in the circuit parsonage 
at Mocksville, August 19, 1903. Brother 
Willson was converted in young manhood, 
joined the Methodist Church and was an 
active Christian from that time onward. 
He was prepared for college at Jonesville 
Academy, and graduated from Trinity 
College in June, 1861. Very soon there- 
after he was licensed to preach by the 
Davie Quarterly Conference, and rendered 
faithful service as a local preacher; but 
early in 1862 he volunteered in the Con- 
federate Army and was commissioned sec- 
ond lieutenant in Company P, Forty-sec- 
ond North Carolina regiment. He was a 
brave soldier, and in the spring'1893, in an 
encounter with “Buffaloes” on Chowan 



River in Eastern Carolina, he was danger- 
ously wounded, being physically unable 
afterwards to render field service, but act- 
ed as chaplain to his troops until Decem- 
ber of that year; when, at Greensboro, he 
was admitted on trial into the North Caro 
lina Conference, and from that time — fully 
forty years — to the day of his death he 
was a regular itinerant preacher, and 
served the following charges; 1864, Hills- 
boro; 1865, Chapel Hill; 1866-7, Hillsboro; 
1868, supernumerary; 1869, Thomasville; 
1870, Thomasville, High Point; 1871-2, 
Marion; 1873-5, supernumerary; 1876-9, 
Davie; 1880-1, supernumerary; 1882, Sal- 
isbury Circuit; 1883-6, Davie (now Farm- 
i’^sdon); 1887-8, Mocksville; 1889-91, 
Thomasville; 1892, supernumerary; 1893- 
4, Center and Salem; 1895-6, Kernersville; 
1897-8, Mount Holly; 1899-1900, Burkhead, 
Winston; 1901-3, Davie Circuit. In 1865 
he was ordained deacon at Raleigh by 
Bishop Early, and in 1867, at Wilmington, 
he was ordained elder by Bishop Doggett 
On the 21st of May, 1867, he was married 
to Miss Alice J. Long, of Greensboro, who 
still lives. Brother Willson possessed su- 
perior mental gifts, strong convictions, 
and fearless courage. He was an onen. 
generous, manly man, who had strong 
faith in God, and believed with all his 
soul that God had called him to his high 
and holy office. And God rewarded this 
confidence in giving him grace and wis- 
dom so to preach the truth as that his 
labors were wondrously blessed of God 
in the saving of sinners, for hundreds and 
thousands w'ere led to the Saviour through 
his ministry. He was a teacher who be- 
lieved the doctrine was from God, and he 
had the faith so to present the Word that 
men believed it was the truth of God to 
their salvation. He loved the Church and 
all the Church stands for, and was able to 
defend it and its doctrines with convin- 
cing argument. Brother Willson was not 
only a loyal and useful churchman, taut 
also a public-spirited and progressive citi- 
zen of the commonwealth. While never a 
politician, he was already to help in every 
movement that tended to the material bet- 
terment of the community. He was large- 
ly instrumental in the building of the 
North Carolina Midland Railway from 
Winston to Mooresville, and was one of 
its directors at the time, of his death. For 
many years, too, he was a trustee of Trin- 
ity College, and through all the struggles 
of his Alma Mater he has been one of her 
most constant friends. He was a bright 
Mason, a brave soldier, a wide-awake citi- 
*en, and a strong preacher, and was al 
ways ready at a moment’s warning b' 
speak, and to speak well, for any cause he 
loved. His home life was beautiful, ana 
his devotion to his invalid wife was the 
admiration of all his friends. Full half of 
his ministerial service was spent in his na- 
tive county, among the friends of his ear* 
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Her days, and for the past three years he 
has served the Davie Circuit. During 
these three years his associates in the min- 
istry learned to appreciate his virtues and 
to love him as a brother In the gospel. 
For two years past he declined in health, 
but he rarely failed to meet his appoint- 
ments. He preached his last sermon at 
Liberty on July 12, but at the close war 
completely exhausted. Despite his feeble- 
ness, he went to Salem the next Sunday, 
but was too weak to conduct the service. 
During his sickness it was inspiring to see 
how strong was his faith in Christ. He 
wanted to live and preach if it was the will 
of God, but he was willing to abide by his 
Father’s will. The end came in the early 
morning of August 19, when he laid down 
his armor and passed on to his reward. 
On the following day, in the presence of 
a large gathering of friends in the Mocks- 
ville church, the funeral service was con- 
ducted by D. Atkins, C. M. Campbell, J. B. 
Craven, and W. L. Sherrill, after which 
the body was committed to his brethren 
of the Masonic order, who buried it in the 
Mocksville cemetery.

Abkl C. Rat was born In Henderson 
county, Tenn., October 12, 1828. He was 
converted at Hurricane Hill Camp Ground 
in September, 1847, and joined the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Churcn, South, under the 
ministry of the Rev. Thomas Joiner. He 
was licensed to preach by T. L. Boswell, 
D.D., in 1859. He moved to this state in 
August of the same year, and was em- 
ployed by the Rev. John M. Steele as Bible 
agent. In November, 1860, he was received 
on trial in the Arkansas Conference and 
was appointed to the Osceola Circuit. At 
the close of the year he was discontinued 
at his own request, because of the war, and 
moved back to Tennessee. In 1865 he was 
ordained a local deacon by Bishop Paine. 
In the fall of 1866 he returned to Arkan- 
sas and in 1867 he traveled as a supply to 
Marianna Circuit. That fall at Dover, 
Pope county, Arkansas, Bishop Marvin in 
the chair, he was again admitted on trial 
into the Arkansas Conference and was re- 
appointed to the Marianna Circuit. In 
the fall of 1868 he was appointed to the 
Lewisburg Circuit and filled that charge 
1869-71. He was ordained elder by Bishop 
Keener, at the Conference at Clarksville 
in 1870. In 1872 he traveled the East Fork 
Circuit, the Clinton Circuit in 1873, and 
the Dover Circuit in 1874. This year his 
healtli and the health of his wife having 
failed, he was granted a location at his 
own request. In the fall of 1875 he was 
readmitted into the Conference and sent 
to the Ozark Circuit. In 1877 he traveled 
the Springfield Circuit. In 1878-80 he 
traveled the Mount Vernon Circuit, the 
Springfield Circuit in 1881, the Quitman 
Circuit in 1882-3, the Mount Vernon Cir- 
cuit .in 1884-6, the Quitman Circuit in 
1887-9, the Dover Circuit in 1890, the 
Springfield Circuit in 1891-2, the Plumer- 
ville Circuit in 1893, Mount Vernon Circuit 
again in 1894-5, the Quitman Circuit again 
in 1896-8. At the sixty-third session of 
the Arkansas Conference, which met at 
Morrillton November 16, 1898, he was 
granted a superannuated relation, which 
he did not ask for and which he accepted 



under solemn protest. Brother Ray was 
one of our most faithful preachers. He 
was here in Arkansas itinerating when it 
meant something to be an itinerant Metho- 
dist preacher. He was a man of unblem- 
ished character, and was universally loved 
by the people whom he served. After thir- 
ty-six years of faithful work in the itiner- 
ant ministry without a blemish upon his 
character, we think we are entitled to say, 
“Servant of God well done.” 

William Samuel Bristow was a native 
of Arkansas, and was reared in Boone 
county. He was the oldest child of the 
Rev. S. S. Bristow. He was born July 27, 
1876, and died in Dardanelle January 26, 
1903. He was converted in youth and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. When only twenty he was licensed 
to preach, and at twenty-one joined the 
Arkansas Conference. He was ordained 
deacon November 23, 1889, by Bishop Fitz- 
gerald, and elder December 4, 1892, by 
Bishop Wilson. His appointments were 
Gravelly Hill Circuit, one year as junior 
preacher under the saintly James Cox; 
London, Sugar Grove, and Cauthron cir- 
cuits one year each; Walnut Tree and 
Charleston two years each; Quitman Sta- 
tion three yeai^; Danville and Belleville 
one year; and Plumerville one year and 
a half, when he was forced to give up 
his work from failing health. While at 
Plumerville he made a gallant fight for 
the cause of temperance, and helped to rid 
the town of the open saloon. It was a 
great achievement. Brother Bristow mar- 
ried Miss Cornelia Sullivan, the daughter 
of the Rev. E. C. Sullivan, who was a true 
helpmeet in his active ministry, and 
nursed and cheered him in his declining 
days. She and his five sweet children 
were his objects of tender care and con- 
cern as he fully realized that the end was 
approaching. Brother Bristow was a man 
of one work. With all his heart he did 
what he was appointed to do, and he did 
it well. Though limited in his early edu- 
cation, he was rapidly overcoming this 
difficulty by hard study, and had become 
a good logical preacher. The Woodmen 
of the World, of which he was a member, 
the citizens of Dardanelle, and many 
friends where he had served, rendered 
substantial aid to show their apprecia- 
tion of this good brother. Calling his 
family about him, he bade them a ten- 
der and affectionate farewell, giving a 
special charge to Pierce, his oldest son 
at home, Fay being in the Deaf Mute 
Asylum. His last words, spoken in low 
accents, a few moments before his re- 
deemed and happy spirit was borne home* 
by the angels were, “Farewell! Higher! 
higher!” Thank God for victory in such 
an hour.

William Francis Cook. — We go to 
books to learn what men ought to be; for 
what they have been and for what they 
are, we go to the men themselves. Ideal 
lives furnish food for the contemplative in 
us; actual lives have been and are of us, 
with us, pouring the streams of their sym- 
pathy into our sorrows, drawing their he- 
roic hearts close to ours, so that in life’s 
battles we feel their pulsations, take cour- 
age to press on, and believe great excellen- 
cies attainable. William Francis Cook 
was the embodiment of all that is good, 
pure, noble. Indeed, in remembering him 
as he was with us, we readily discern ev- 
ery spiritual grace represented and illus- 
trated most impressively in his well-or- 
dered life. We have tuought that, in the 
absence of renovating and saving grace, 
the natural virtues would have found In 
him a subject for cheir most resplendent 
exhibition. Our dear brother was favored 
most highly of Providence. His father 
and mother were deeply, thoroughly spir- 
itual. They declared plainly that they 
sought a country, and they kept everybody 
about them interested in that matter. 
Their children were received of Godin their 
first infant wail with a Christian solicitude 
that never abated. Brother Cook was for 
forty-seven years a Methodist itinerant 
preacher, and for forty-five years active. 
He grasped with great energy, and sub- 
jected to the main purpose of his life, the 
materials furnished by constant and as- 
siduous application in the fields of theol- 
ogy, and general literature, and learning 
of the highest and purest order. His sur- 
viving brethren who have known him the 



longest can say of him that our holy re- 
ligion has been penetrating all the recess- 
es of his noble soul with its heavenly in- 
liuence, from his young manhood to his 
last evening hour. In his preaching he 
loved to dwell on the great doctrines of 
divine grace, and on the distinguished 
truths of the gospel. He eschewed and 
abhorred all efforts at making the “old, 
old story” attractive by novel and artifi- 
cial substitutes, “obeying rather the voice 
from the shrine, and not the command of 
the outer-court worshipers.” He had the 
happy art of unfolding the strict and 
proper meaning of the sacred writers, of 
giving unity to his sermons, and of plan- 
ning them so that a lucid order reigned 
throughout the whole. Adhering to the 
last to such mental habits, it is not strange 
that his soul was constantly gathering 
new light as its covering crumbled into 
dust. His pulpit ministrations reached 
and edified the highest attainments of 
those who heard him, and kept him in 
touch with the children of his fio«k, for 
whose instruction and encouragement in 
the ways of religion he was richly endowed 
in head and heart. We will add, entering 
the scenes of the sunset, that while the 
weight of years told most distinctly on 
our dear brother, he resisted with marked 
triumph the contraction common to old 
age. His heart remained to the end soft 
and warm; the brother-tone of his voice 
never changed; his intellectual powers 
were quick, elastic, retentive; he kept 
belted to the machinery and mighty move- 
ment of the Church in all lands. All af- 
fairs of the kingdom were sacred to him, 
and his interest in them increased with 
decay. His daughter. Miss Margaret, who 
vras his constant companion in his last 
days, informs us of the revelation of the 
depth and purity of his spiritual nature 
as the sun went down; how his faith and 
hope and love seemed to strengthen and 
brighten. He seemed to enter upon a 
deeper experience even than oefore of the 
privilege and power of prayer, intercessory 
prayer. He never lost interest in the for- 
ward movement of Christ’s kingdom. In 
the quiet retirement of his own room, 
where increasing feebleness confined him 
so much of his time, he welcomed news 
from the forefront of the battle. He stud- 
ied the situation and demands of the times 
and pored over God’s word that ne might 
pray intelligently and effectually. Often- 
times some message seemed to be burning 
in his heart, and he rejoiced to be called 
on to preach. Always, to the last, he 
made his sermons new, and gave the 
freshest, ripest product of his heart and 
mind. In Macon, Ga., in the close of 
1857, God gave him Miss Lou J. Richards 
to make the ways of the Methodist itiner- 
ancy additionally “ways of pleasantness 
and “paths of peace.” This was a happy 
marriage, and brother Cook acknowledged, 
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the blade, then the stalk, then the ear, 
then the full corn in the ear.”

pleased to call his success in his high call- 
ing. Their children rise up and call them 
blessed, and cherish the memory of their 
father and mother as their richest and 
sweetest heritage. He left two of his chil- 
dren, Rev. E. F. Cook and Rev. E. R. Cook, 
in the itinerant ranks, and three daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Theodore E. Atkinson, Mrs. 

Florrie C. White, and Miss Margaret Cook, 
to “adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour 
in all things”; also a brother. Rev. J. O. 

Cook, a prominent member of the South 
Georgia Conference. The record of our 
dear brother’s life comes to us in his own 
familiar handwriting. William Francis 
Cook was born in Talbot county, Ga., No- 
vember 20, 1832. In January, 1840, his 
parents moved to Culloden, Monroe coun- 
ty, Ga., where he was prepared for college 
1)V excellent teachers. He graduated at 
Emory College in 1850; received the M.A. Winterville, 
degree in 1860 and the honorary degree of 
D.D. in 1878 from his Alma Mater. He 
was converted and received into the 
Church very early in life, chiefly througii 
the influence of a good mother in a Chris- 
tian home. He was licensed to preach by 
the Quarterly Conference of Thomaston, 

Ga. — Dr. Lovick Pierce, presiding elder; a 
little later he was recommended for ad- 
mission on trial into the Georgia Annual 
Conference by the Quarterly Conference 
ofCulloden Circuit — Rev. A. T. Mann, pre- 
siding elder — and was admitted on trial at 
La Grange, Ga., December, 1855.

1854, by the Quarterly Conference of 
Spring Hill Circuit. Tennessee Confer- 
ence — John W. Hanner, presiding elder. 
He was ordained deacon by Bishop Elarly 
at Columbia, Tenn., October 16, 1859, and 
elder by Bishop Pierce at Arkadelphia, 
Ark., October 14, 1866. He was admitted 
on trial in the Tennessee Conference in 
I860, and transferred to the Ouachita 
Conference at the same time, and sta- 
tioned at Oakland Grove in the Des Arc 
District. In 1861 he was appointed to 
hickory Plains, in 1862 to Des Arc 
Circuit, and returned in 1863. In 1864 
the Minutes show him chaplain in the 
Confederate Army. In 1865 he was again 
appointed to Des Arc, in 1866-7 he was at 
Austin, in 1868 Des Arc and Devall’s 
Bluff, and from 1869 to 1872 on Princeton 
Circuit. In 1873 he was appointed presid- 
ing elder of the Washington District, and 
continued four years; in 1877 to the Arka- 



delphia District, and continued four years; 
in 1881 to the Washington District; in 1882 
to the Camden District, and continued two 
years; in 1884 to Mineral Springs Cir- 
cuit; in 1885 to Saline Circuit;’ in 1886 he 
was given a superannuate relation; in 
1887, again effective, he was appointed to 
Fulton Circuit, where he continued four 
years; in 1891 to De Anne Circuit; and in 
1892 he was granted a superannuate re- 
lation, which continued to the end of his 
life. He died between one and two o’clock 
Thursday morning, September 10, 1903, at 
his home in Mineral Springs, Ark. As a 
man brother Johnson was simple in his 
tastes and habits, a good citizen and a 
true friend, trustworthy in all things. In 
his early life he served as major of militia 
in Tennessee, and during the Civil War 
was lieutenant colonel in the Confederate 
Army. He was never considered a bril- 
liant or eloquent preacher, but a strong 
and forceful one; by his earnestness and 
his strong presentation of truth he im- 
pressed the truth upon his hearers. As a 
pastor he attended to all the details of his 
work, and was successful. He usually 
won a warm place in the hearts and 
homes of all his people. As a presiding 
elder he was faithful, successful, and un- 
selfish. He felt the cares of his brethren, 
and looked conscientiously after all the 
details of his work. Both as pastor and 
presiding elder he gave special attention 
to the children and young people — held 
special services for them, and seemed to 
be specially gifted in this line of work. 
He knew how to reach the hearts of the 
children, and usually won them. He spent 
the ten years of his superannuate life at 
his home in Mineral Springs amidst his 
friends. These were years of usefulness, 
he being ready to do all he could for the 
upbuilding of the Church. He has always 
held a warm place in the affections of his 
brethren in the Little Rock Conference, 
and always kept their confidence and re- 
spect. They all feel, no doubt, that in the 
death of brother Johnson they have lost 
a true, good friend. He leaves three chil- 
dren, and he leaves to us all an unblem- 
ished character and a clean record, and 
goes to his reward full of years of use- 
fulness. 

John Wesley Duncan was bom In 
Drew county, Arkansas, May 20, 1874. His 
father. Rev. G. W. Duncan, was at that 
time a member of the Little Rock Con- 
ference and stationed on Green Hill Cir- 
cuit. Financial embarrassment, with the 
burden of a growing family, made it nec- 
essary for him to locate in 1877, when he 
settled in Ashley county, where he served 
the Church as an active, efficient, and ac- 
ceptable local preacher until his death 
some few years ago. John, therefore, 
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grew up In the godly home of a local 
preacher in Ashley county. He gained a 
good common school education there, and 
later attended the Speers-Langford Insti- 
tute in Searcy. He was converted at 
Keener Camp Ground in 1888. He was 
granted license to preach by the Monti- 
cello District Conference in 1898, and in 
1899 was admitted on trial in the Little 
Rock Conference and appointed to Jersey 
Circuit, where his memory is still fra- 
grant. In 1900 he was appointed to De 
Anne Circuit. Under his ministry there 
the work was greatly built up on every 
line. In 1901 he was appointed to Benton 
Circuit, where he accomplished a good 
work. In 1902 he was appointed to De- 
vall’s Bluff. He had scarcely more than 
entered well upon his work when he fell 
sick, and in a few days, January 2, 1903, 
passed to his reward. A leading steward 
wrote a few days after his death: “We 
were congratulating ourselves that we had 
just the man we wanted and needed. I 
have never known a young man to make 
more and warmer friends in the length #f 
time than he did while here.” The Little 
Rock Conference has suffered a distinct 
loss in his untimely death. 

J. O. Walsh was born in Dallas county, 
Arkansas, July 4, 1873. He became a 
member of the Methodist Church in boy- 
hood, and, having just entered his twen- 
tieth year, he was in 1893 admitted on 
trial by the Little Rock Conference and 
stationed on New Hope Circuit in the Hot 
Springs District. In 1894 he was appoint- 
ed junior preacher on Portland and Park- 
dale Circuit. In 1895 he was admitted into 
full connection, ordained deacon, and ap- 
pointed to Carriola. In 1896, having ma- 
triculated in Hendrix College, he was ap- 
pointed student. In 1897 he was stationed 
at Fulton and College Hill, and during the 
year he was married. In 1898 he was sent 
to Dermott; to Lonoke in 1899; to Port- 
land and Wilmot in 1900; and in 1901 to 
Mount Pleasant Circuit. Here, in the 
second year of his work and the tenth of 
his itinerant ministry, April 12, 1903, he 
finished his course and passed to his re- 
ward. He was a devoutly religious man, 
a good and growing preacher, a diligent 
pastor, and faithful in attendance upon all 
the work of a Methodist preacher. 

D. F. CuERY was bom September 7, 
1876, in Prairie county, Arkansas. He 
was converted under the ministry of the 
Rev. J. R. Rushing in 1895. He was li- 
censed to preach in 1901 by the Little 
Rock District Conference at Des Arc, and 
admitted on trial by the Little Rock An- 
nual Conference at Hope in December, 
1901, and appointed to Lacy Circuit. Here 



he did a fruitful and satisfactory work 
and in 1892 was returned to the same 
work. Two months of this second year 
he labored, and the outlook was full of 
inspiration and promise. While preach- 
ing on Sunday, February 1 , he was strick- 
en with pneumonia, and died February 7 . 
When told that his end was near he called 
for the Bible and endeavored to read the 
twenty-third Psalm. His sight failed, and 
handing the Bible to a brother he begged 
him to read the fourteenth chapter of 
John. When the chapter was ended he 
got out of bed, knelt down and prayed the 
fervent, trusting prayer of a dying saint. 
Being assisted back into his bed, in a few 
minutes he fell asleep. How brief his his- 
tory: died in the twenty-fifth year of his 
age and the second of his ministry. His 
life was blameless, his piety of purest 
type, his ministry full of promise. We 
sorrow for the bereaved Church, for the 
bereaved wife and child, but not for him, 
since to depart and be with Christ was 
far better.

Thomas Melville Wilson. — Another sol- 
dier has laid down his arms. Another toil- 
er has found rest. Another good man has 
entered upon his reward. How busy the 
reaper, and how certain the harvest! How 
the ranks are thinning of those of twenty 
years or more in the army! Again we are 
called upon to record the death of a com- 
rade dear, a brother beloved. But it is a 
mournful pleasure to chronicle the virtues 
of one who lived so well, and who fell at 
his post with these words of triumph whis- 
pered back as he ascended: “All is bright 
— all is well.” We are not surprised at 
such a victory over the last enemy when 
we carefully count the career of our de- 
parted brother. He had a' good start. He 
was born into the Christian home of the 
late lamented Judge W. L. Wilson, in 
Blount county, Ala., September 18, 1847, 
where he was taught to honor God and 
love the Church. His Christian life be- 
gan at the early age of nine years, near 
Village Springs, Ala., where he joined the 
Methodist Church, to which he gave his 
uninterrupted services to the end. At 
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pleasant Hill, Ala., January 17, 1872, he 
was fortunately married to Miss Jennie 
Lind Morris, who, with four children, 
faithfully shared all his toils and trials, 
and who now sits in the shadow of a great 
sorrow. He was licensed to preach at 
Smith’s Chapel in Jefferson county, Janu- 
ary 17, 1874, and for nearly ten years he 
served in the local ranks, during which 
time he w'as the faithful friend and helper 
of the pastor, ever ready to join heart and 
hand in all good works. At Birmingham, 
Ala.. November 14, 1883, he was admitted 
on trial by the North Alabama Conference 
and sent to the Pelham Circuit, where he 
remained three years. Afterwards he 
served Gordo Circuit two years, Vernon 
Circuit two years. Warrior Circuit one 
year, Montevallo Circuit three years, Co- 
lumbian Circuit three years, Calera Cir- 
cuit two years, Gordo Circuit one year, 
Plantersville Circuit two years. At the 
last session of the Conference he was sent 
to Piedmont Circuit, where, after a severe 
illness of ten days, he died, June 8, 1903, 
having in this brief period gained a large 
place in the confidence and affections of 
his people. In these various fields he re- 
ceived into the Church 783, baptized 220 
arbilts and 225 infants, and married fifty 
couples; and in all these years never 
missed a roll call! This brief summary is 
a bare outline of his life — the filling, the 
tears and temptations, the heart-throes 
and painful vigils, the burdens and bat- 
tles, are written in heaven; but these facts 
reveal a busy, fruitful ministry and a suc- 
cessful career. As a man he was modest, 
upright, genial, kindly. As a husband and 
father he was faithful, unselfish, consid- 
erate. tender. As a preacher he was 
sound, sensible, practical, earnest. As a 
pastor he was diligent, painstaking, sym- 
pathetic. As a Christian he was humble, 
happy, optimistic, missionary. His last 
text was “the Great Commission.” His 
favorite promise was, “My grace is suffi- 
cient for thee.” His abiding purpose was 
voiced in the brave words of the heroic 
Job: “Though he slay me, yet will I trust 
in him.” He was a true itinerant, and 
never gave his presiding elder trouble. 
He loyally and quickly took his marching 
orders. He had no lips for murmuring, 
and no bosom for discontent. With his 
rich heritage of energy and common sense, 
and the great opportunity for earthly gain 
in his native county at the time, he might 
have made much of material things; but 
he preferred the lot of a plain Methodist 
preacher, with its life of joyous sacrifice 
here and its rich rewards beyond the river. 
He chose wisely, and has wrought nobly 
and well. He died in the harness, in the 
ineridian of his usefulness, leaving in the 
halls of memory, to his brethren and his 
stricken family, a sweet life-picture, un- 



clouded by the possible lapses and infirmi 
ties of age. Blessed are our dead! Thank 
God, we shall see them again!

Benja.mi>" Robinson Hall, the eldest son 
of Henry G. and Emily B. Hall, was born 
in Fayetteville, N. C., September 25, 1851. 
His boyhood was spent for the most part 
at Beaver Creek, seven miles from his 
birthplace, where he passed through the 
trying times attending civil war and re- 
construction days. After receiving pre- 
paratory training at a school in Peters- 
burg, Va., and the Bingham School, this 
state, he entered Trinity College, where he 
graduated in 1875. On December 3 of the 
same year he was admitted on trial into 
the North Carolina Conference, convened 
at Wilmington, Bishop McTyeire presid- 
ing. In 1877 he was admitted into full 
connection, and was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Doggett; and two years later was 
ordained elder by Bishop Wightman. He 
was married April 27, 1876, to Miss Fannie 
Olivia Stedman. To them were born six 
children, four of whom, with the grief- 
stricken mother, still live. Following is a 
list of the appointments he received: 1875, 
junior preacher on Robeson Circuit; 1876, 
Uwharrie Circuit; 1877-8, Fifth Street Sta- 
tion, Wilmington; 1879-81, Statesville Sta- 
tion; 1882-4, Shelby Station; 1885-6, Haw 
River Circuit; 1887-8, presiding elder of 
Mount Airy District; 1889-92, St. Paul’s 
Station, Goldsboro; 1893-4, Trinity Sta- 
tion, Durham; 1895-8, presiding elder 
of Washington District; 1889-1902, presid- 
ing elder of Fayetteville District. The 
above is but the briefest outline of the 
career of a great man, whose life is worthy 
of study and admiration. In his younger 
days he must have been a magnificent 
type of physical manhood, and so say 
those who knew him then. Nature en- 
dowed him with buoyant energy, which 
sought an outlet in impassioned speech 
in the pulpit, and bubbled over with fine 
wit and humor in the social circle. With 
all men his manner -was easy; sufficiently 
dignified among learned and cultured 
when occasion demanded, yet readily ad- 
justed to the demands of good fellowship 
among those in a lower sphere. It is no 
wonder, therefore, that he was a welcome 
visitor to the mansion of the affluent or 
the hut of the poor. Among all classes 
and conditions of men his friends were 
legion. Intellectually strong, he was a 
student, but rather of men than books. 
He could not long remain within the lim- 
its of a small room, with only the printed 
pages before him; he must be among men, 
and study life in its various phases. There 
he was a master. Only give him his hu- 
manity as a text-book, and his eye caught 
every expression of face and figure, and 
his ear recognized the most delicate over- 



tones of every symphony from the harp 
of life, whether it were comic, pathetic, or 
tragic. Indeed, all nature, to him, with 
open volume stood and spread her Maker’s 
praise abroad. Upon bird and beast, tree 
and fiower, field and forest, he laid tribute 
for analogy and illustration. The strength 
of his preaching lay largely in these two 
things: a familiarity with the workings 
of nature, and an understanding of hu- 
manity as known through its activities. 
In dissecting character, his keen knife 
penetrated to the dividing joints and mer- 
cilessly laid open rottenness and corrup- 
tion. His pulpit ministrations, possessing 
such practical and closely discriminatng 
qualities, always deeply impressed the 
thinking men of a community. The ser- 
mons he preached were made on the 
streets, in the homes of his people, or 
while traveling the public highways; hence 
they were strikingly realistic. He spent 
little time in theorizing on disputed points 
of theology. Religion and theology, apart 
from action, were dead letters to him, and 
were left undisturbed. As a presiding 
elder he was able, and had the faculty of 
getting at the kernel of matters with 
which he had to deal, and of knowing the 
personality of his district. Few men could 
find out what a church needed more quick- 
ly than could he. Personally he was a 
man possessing to an unusual degree what 
is known as magnetism, which attracted 
to him hosts of friends who admired and 
loved him to the end. Love and fidelity to 
his friends were striking characteristics 
of his nature, and in behalf of those he 
loved he was ever a mailed knight, ready 
to do battle. Infidelity to friends, and 
hypocrisy, were in his eyes the highest 
crimes of which men could be guilty. The 
energy of his nature — of heart, body, and 
soul — swept him like a hurricane through 
life, and he was old before his time. At 
fifty-two he had lived a hundred years, 
measured by the lives of many. After a 
severe attack of illness, while on the 
Washington District, he never fully re- 
gained his virility of body and mind. 
Gradually the last enemy gained on him, 
till at our last Conference many a pro- 
phetic eye saw the end was near. After re- 
turning from Conference he was able to 
do but little effective work. The day be- 
for the call came his mind was clearer 
than it had been for weeks, and he spoke 
with the calm resignation of one who was 
not afraid to launch on the wild sea of 
death. He bad confidence in the Pilot. 
Before the morning of February 20 
dawned, he had anchored in a quiet har- 
bor, “and not a wave of trouble rolled 
across his peaceful breast.” 
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John William Wallace was born at 
Magnolia, in Duplin county, N. C., July 21, 
1870, and was the son of J. P. and Sarah 
M. Wallace. He was converted and jointed 
the Church at Wilson, N. C., in February, 
1889. With his conversion came his call 
to preach. His education was very lim- 
ited. This was due to two causes: first, 
his parents were of the “humble poor,” 
and hence could not give the mental train- 
ing; second, his eyesight was defective, 
and he could use books only in daylight — 
the hours that had to be used in helping 
to support the family. But a call to preach 
meant to him, as to all rightly guided ones, 
a call for preparation to preach. The es- 
teem in which he was held in the church 
at Wilson made it an easy matter to se- 
cure for him the means necessary to meet 
the expenses of training in the ordinary 
branches of an English education at Trin- 
ity College (old Trinity as we now call it). 
He made the best possible use of his op- 
portunities. His was a meek, quiet, child- 
like spirit. Not ashamed of the little 
learning he had for one of his age, but. 
being hungry to know, he was willing to 
ask questions that he might know, even if 
the asking was humiliating to him. After 
his conversion, and while at work in the 
cotton mills, he gave all the time he could 
utilize to the study of such books as would 
be useful to him in preparing to preach. 
The physical defect in vision had more 
than compensation in tenacity of mem- 
ory, and a truth once in the grasp of his 
mind was his forever — his to be used, un- 
der the inspiration of the Holy Spirit that 
baptized and filled him for the glory of 
God, in the gospel he preached. He was 
licensed to preach in the summer of 1892, 
while assisting the Rev. D. H. Tuttle on 
Tarboro Station and Mission, and was ad- 
mitted on trial at the session of our Con- 
ference held in December of the same year 
at Goldsboro, N. C. He was ordained dea- 
con and admitted into full connection by 
Bishop Wilson at Durham, December, 
1894, and by the same was ordained elder 
at Kingston in December, 1896. From Au- 
gust to December, 1892, he served as sup- 
ply the Snow Hill Circuit. His appoint- 
ments, unsought and cheerfully accepted, 
were as follows: 1892, Washington Cir- 
cuit; 1893, Core Sound Mission; 1894-5, 
Prospect Circuit; 1896-7, Red Springs Cir- 
cuit; 1898, Magnolia Circuit; 1901-2, Buck- 
horn Circuit. To these six fields, white 
unto harvest, he went in the true spirit of 
itinerant consecration, and in them all 
won souls for his Lord and Master. In 
each of them he diligently sowed the 
“good seed” which is the “word of God,” 
and will accomplish the thing whereunto 
it was sent. It was his duty to preach the 
word, and he did it. As to the result, he 
prayerfully, and without anxiety, left all 



with God. As a man, what shall we say 
of him? As the breath of springtime, so 
was his genial spirit. For all public du- 
ties of his holy calling he seemed girded 
with gentleness, and bound friends to 
himself with cords that never broke or 
chafed. At no time or place was he a 
masked man, but the sincere inwardness 
and perfect transparency always appeared. 
He could in any company talk naturally 
and easily of daily experiences in religion, 
and draw out the experiences of others. 
He was a “succorer of many” in that he 
could encourage the timid and with in- 
spiring words cheer the discouraged, often 
lifting up those who were cast down. His 
was not the habit of the trifier, though 
often his jovial spirit bubbled up and 
flooded with delight the encircling com- 
pany. His heart was tender and respon- 
sive in practical effort to every call of 
need or sorrow. He was a man of con 
tented spirit: in looking back, he never 
fretted; in looking forward hope’s sun- 
shine left no place for worry. Now, while 
the bereaved companion lifts the veil, let 
us take a glimpse of our departed brother 
in the home circle. She says: “We have 
lived together a little more than four 
years. Mr. Wallace was a devoted hus- 
band, a loving father, and above all a 
true Christian. Only the night before he 
died he asked me to read the first Psalm, 
and he lay on his bed and led our family 
prayer.” Such w’as the man in whose 
memory we speak. As a preacher, what 
shall be said of him? If there was a place 
where he was not acceptable in the pulpit 
we have not learned of it. His poweis 
were at easy command, and his mental 
machinery, which worked without fric- 
tion, could be set in motion or stopped at 
any time or in any place without hesita- 
tion or confusion. He was strictly bibli- 
cal in his sermonizing. Being afflicted 
with defective vision, he could not in- 
dulge in the close study that makes one 
sharply critical, but he was sufficiently so 
to furnish an exact foundation for his 
sermons. The Bible was his book, and 
from it through the ear as much as 
through the eye, he gathered its truths 
for meditation during the hours when he 
could not read or was alone. Accordingly 
he took the sifted findings of prayerful 
meditation to his congregations in scrip- 
tural mold, tone, and flavor. He was 
truly a gospel preacher. There is a kind 
of preaching that is much from the Bible 
and yet has but little gospel in it. One 
may even handle gospel themes and get 
but little saving truth to his hearers. Thc 
gospel came from brother Wallace not as 
sounding brass, but in the power of fer- 
vent love. He preached a full salvation 
through the death of Christ, receivable by 
faith and entirely without works or merit. 
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he gave evidence of deep and earnest con- 
secration, and entered joyfully into his 
loved employment, as long as he was able 
to work. The last months of his life were 
spent in deep affliction, which he bore with 
Christian fortitude and submission to the 
will of God. While it seems strange to us 
that one so young and with a future so 
full of promise should be so soon cut 
down, yet we know that our heavenly 
Father who holds our lives in his” hands 
makes no mistakes; and believing in his 
special providence over us all, we believe 
it is well with our young brother, who had 
hardly entered the battle when he was 
called from the conflict and strife of an 
earthly ministry to the rest and reward of 
heaven. No faithful servant of our Lord 
can die an untimely death, for they are 
immortal until their work is done. We 
are glad to believe that we are represent- 
ed in heaven by our bre'thren of all ages, 
and they are waiting to greet us on our 
arrival. While we sorrow for our loss 
of their companionship and helpful lives, 
we rejoice in hope of meeting them again 
when the battle of life is over. Brother 
Johnson lived well, and died in the blessed 
hope of everlasting life. 



He had no views of saving truth, but 
contentedly and faithfully adhered to the 
old-time Bible revelation of the need of 
sinful man and the complete cure for sin 
in Christ. Our brother was twice mar- 
ried: flrst to Miss Georgia Estelle Jones, 
of Pitt county, March 7, 1894. To them 
one child, Eula, was born. She will make 
her home with her grandmother in Pitt 
county. He was married the second time 
to Miss Hallie Ruth Covington, of Scot- 
land county, November 23, 1898. By this 
union there are three children. For two 
years his health had been failing. He at- 
tended our last Conference, but went 
home to heaven February 17, 1903. His 
sufferings of body were very severe, but 
his patience had its perfect work, and in 
sweet submission he awaited God’s right- 
eous will. A few days before death he 
called his wife to his bedside and said: 
“Mamma, dear, do you know I am stand- 
ing almost on the brink of the other 
world? I have been mighty sick, but it 
won’t be but a little while. I hate to 
leave you, but we will soon be together 
again.” He was a pastor to the last; only 
the day before his death he wrote a pas- 
toral letter to the members of his charge, 
beautiful in diction and spirit. His body 
awaits the resurrection of the just from 
the new-made grave at Cokesbury, N. C., 
where the funeral services were conducted 
by the Rev. T. N. Ivey, D.D., on February 
19, 1903. On the neat monument that 
marks his quiet resting place is the follow- 
ing inscription: “Sacred to the memory 
of Rev. J. W. Wallace, born July 21, 1870. 
Died February 17, 1903. Age 32 years, 6 
months, 26 days.” 

Silently, peacefully, angels have borne him 
Into the beautiful mansions above. 

Free from earth’s toilings forever. 

Safe in the arms of the God he loved. 

La Fayette Johnson was born Febru- 
ary 18, 1871. He was converted and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in early manhood. Soon after his 
conversion he felt called to the ministry 
of the gospel, and began to make prepara- 
tion for his life work. Having obtained 
the rudiments of an education, he spent 
some time as a student at Trinity College. 
He was licensed to preach at a session of 
the Washington District Conference held 
at Nashville in 1900, and at the Annual 
Conference of the same year, held at New 
Berne, he was admitted into this Confer- 
ence on trial; and was appointed to serve 
Campbellton and Rose Chapel charges, 
Fayetteville District, for 1901-2. He was 
married to Miss Virginia Windley, Sep- 
tember, 1902. His health having failed, 
he was relieved of work at the Conference 
held at Wilmington in 1902. His connec- 
tion with the Conference was snort, but 



Arthub Robert Goodchild was born In 
London, England, October 15, 1856, and 
died in the Methodist Episcopal Hospital, 
Brooklyn, New York, April 8, 1903. His 
was the goodly heritage of a pious ances- 
try. His father was a Wesleyan Methodist 
preacher and his mother a devoted Chris- 
tian, who was during the latter years of 
her life a class leader of City Road 
Church, London. An uncle of his was a 
missionary in South Africa, where he 
died; a brother is now a Methodist preach- 
er in Manchester, England; and a cousin 
is a missionary in the West Indies. 
Brother Goodchild’s father died when he 
was only eight years of age, and the care 
and training of the children devolved 
wholly upon his mother. And well did 
she perform the task. This son was con- 
verted in his fourteenth year, and joined 
City Road Church. He was educated in 
London and at Oxford. He was licensed 
to preach when eighteen. After his moth- 
er’s death, and while still a young man, 
he came to America, and was living in 
Watertown, New York, in 1866, where he 
married Millie Frances Fry Eaves, ia 
great-granddaughter of Elizabeth Fry, one 
of England’s most noted reformers and 
philanthropists. Soon after his marriage 
brother Goodchild was called to the sec- 
retaryship of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association in Petersburg, Virginia. In 
1889 he joined the Virginia Conference in 
Richmond, and till his death belonged to 
the itinerant ranks of Southern Metho- 
dism. While a member of the Virginia 
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Conference his work was in Spottsylvania, 
Petersburg, and Suffolk. In 1894 he was 
transferred to the North Carolina Confer- 
ence, and in this Conference served the 
following charges: Bertie Circuit, North- 
ampton Circuit, Littleton Circuit, Bertie 
Circuit (second time), and Southport Sta- 
tion. In all these places he left the mem- 
ory of a good name, the record of a guile- 
less Christian life and faithful preacher 
and pastor. His appointment to South- 
port was in December, 1901. He entered 
early upon his labors, which gave promise 
of great success, but the stealthy approach 
of an incurable disease {locomotor ataxia) 
soon rendered him incapable of pastoral 
work. He continued to preach, however, 
even after it became necessary for him to 
be carried to the church and for him to 
preach from his chair. In the early 
spring of 1902 he had to desist from that, 
and preached no more. He remained in 
Southport during the year, and by his pa- 
tience in great suffering, his cheerfulness, 
and his implicit childlike faith, won the 
hearts of the people to him, and showed 
forth the beauty of holiness and the power 
of the grace of God in his great adversity. 
His people sought no other pastor, but 
abounded in the grace of ministering to 
him. At the meeting of our Conference in 
December, 1902, he was put on the super- 
annuate list. He was then completely 
helpless, but hoped that he might be 
cured. He went to the Methodist Hospital 
in Brooklyn as the last hope of relief. 
This came only with the loosing of the 
silver cord, and the return of his spirit to 
God who gave it. He sleeps in Windsor, 
North Carolina, by the side of little Gwen- 
dolen, his daughter and only child, whom 
he laid to rest there two summers before. 
Brother Goodchild was a man of good 
mental training. He was a lover of books, 
and used them well. He was a careful and 
accurate student of the Bible. His preach- 
ing was simple, clear, practical, scriptural. 
His thoughts were presented in a smooth 
attractive style. They partook of his own 
nature, and had the powder of the sun 
rather than of the storm. In character he 
was transparent. Double-dealing was im- 
possible to him. He was as unsuspecting 
as a child, and the confidence he gave he 
won. During his last sickness he suf- 
fered much, but he was ever cheerful and, 
when not in severe pain, happy. The 
grace of our Lord Jesus failed him not. 
He often quoted the precious promises, 
and gave assurances of God’s sustaining 
power. When near the end, he said, “It 
pays to live right.” And again, “The 
Saviour w’hom I have tried to serve so 
long is very near to me now.” Of him it 
may well be said, “Blessed are the pure 
In heart” 



Bernice B. CuLBRETH, a servant of Jesus 
Christ, separated unto the gospel of God, 
and a faithful soldier in Methodism’s itin- 
erant hosts, died at his home in Cary, N. 

C., May 12, 1903. He was born near Ow- 
ensville, Sampson county, November 6, 
1835. He failed to measure the allotted 
span of life, yet in his life there was a 
rich fullness which cannot be expressed in 
terms of days and months and years. The 
following is the record of his labors. It 
tells only of an humble Methodist preach- 
er whose highest ambition it was to work 
wisely and faithfully for the salvation of 
human souls. It recounts the labors 
which, in fullness, rarely belong to lives 
of even threescore years and ten. En- 
tered Conference in 1859; served New 
Berne Circuit; 1861-2, Columbia Circuit; 
1863, Stokes Circuit; 1864, Contentnea 
Circuit; 1865, Wilson Circuit; 1866-7, Dup- 
lin Circuit; 1868, Magnolia Circuit; 1869, 
Cape Fear Circuit; 1870-1, Jonesboro Cir- 
cuit; 1872, Williamston Circuit; 1873-4, 
Agent of Trinity College; 1875, Wades- 
boro Circuit; 1876-7, Washington Station; 
1878, Lenoir Circuit; 1879, La Grange Cir- 
cuit; 1880-3, Cary Circuit; 1884, Smithfield 
Circuit; 1885, Laurinburg Circuit; 1886-7, 
South Edgecombe Circuit; 1888, Weldon 
and Halifax Station; 1889, Rocky Mount 
and Battleboro; 1890-1, Warren Circuit; 
1892-3, Tar River Circuit; 1894, Lumber- 
ton Circuit; 1895, Sampson Circuit; 1896, 
Kenly Circuit; 1897-8, Bethel Station; 
1899, Bladen Street, Wilmington; 1900, 
Cape Fear Circuit; 1901, Deep River Cir- 
cuit; 1902, Wilson Circuit; 1903, Durham 
City Mission and Buckhorn, Circuit. It is 
thus seen that as an itinerant preacher he 
traversed the whole state from the Blue 
Ridge to the Atlantic Ocean. He had, per- 
haps, a wider acquaintance than any other 
preacher in North Carolina of like age. 
While the mental endowments of Bernice 
Culbreth were not striking, yet they were 
not less than strong. He was an educated 
man. He graduated at Trinity (then Nor- 
mal) College in 1858, and was thereafter 
deeply interested in the cause of Christian 
education. No one was able to be long in 
his company without becoming conscious 
of the fact that his chief endowment was 
of a spiritual kind. He loved to talk of 
God and his Son, Jesus Christ. His pres- 
ence exhaled a spiritual aroma. His soul 
Carried the glow caught from a shining 
face on the mountain top. It is not 
strange that he had unusual aspirations 
for the very highest life attainable in the 
economy of grace. He made no profes- 
sions which lacked a foundation in the 
white virtues of a consecrated life. His 
spiritual temperament was that of the 
mystic with martial longings. He would 
have made a beautiful ideal of a soldier 
in the hosts of the Crusaders. There were 
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several circumstances which rendered 
spiritual his whole trend and cast. He 
bad a spiritual ancestry. He was the son 
of Love Culbreth and Martha Owen. The 
former was a faithful preacher of the gos- 
pel. The latter was one of Solomon’s wise 
women. He had three uncles who were 
preachers of usefulness and influence: 
Blackman, Gray, and Daniel Culbreth. 
He was converted at an early age, and the 
evening glow of his religious experience 
carried the beauty of the dawn. The mel- 
lowness of the harvest retained the fresh- 
ness of the planting. The faith born in 
childhood carried childhood’s simplicity 
and trust into the very shadows of life’s 
twilight. He was converted in a meeting 
held in old Union Church, a log meeting- 
house, when religious experience was per- 
haps more greatly magnifled than at the 
present time. The new birth was an em- 
phatic reality in his life. All these cir- 
cumstances helped to make Bernice Cul- 
breth an intensely spiritual man — an in- 
tensely happy man. He rioted in the very 
joy of his existence. He was a royal com- 
panion. His bursts of quaint humor, his 
original sayings, and his sunny, stingless 
repartee made him a conspicuous and 
popular flgure in every circle and body. 
How we miss his exuberant humor and 
tonic companionship at this Conference! 
As a preach he was plain and evangelical. 
He was not uniformly impressive, yet he 
was always earnest. At times he rose to 
grand heights of effectiveness. He loved 
to call sinners to repentance, and was 
strictly a revival preacher. Thousands of 
his spiritual children remain to speak in 
loving tones of B. B. Culbreth. He was 
twice married — in 1862 to Miss Ada 
Moore, who lived only a short while, and 
in 1866 to Miss Dora McGee, who years 
ago entered into rest. She left two chil- 
dren to him — Ada Moore and J. Marvin. 
The latter is following in the ministerial 
succession as a member of the North Caro- 
lina Conference. The deceased loved his 
family with a deep, tender love. At the 
last Conference he w^as assigned to the 
Durham City Mission. He went bravely 
to his post of duty. His fleld was some- 
what limited. “He made no complaint,” 
says Dr. Ivey, “but I thought I could see 
symptoms of unrest in his heart. As I 
looked into his eyes I saw what I took to 
be longings for the old scenes — longings 
for the freedom of the fields and the for- 
ests when the battle cry could ring clear 
and strong, longings for the hungry con- 
gregations in the old church around which 
the birds sing and the breezes sweep — 
longings for the prayer around the coun- 
try firesides where simple faith in the old 
eternal doctrines hallow the hearthstone 
^longings, in fact, for that rest which the 
uomebound sailor craves when he sights 



the distant harbor.” God gave the old 
man the “desires of his heart.” For a 
short while he was the pastor of the flock 
on Buckhorn Circuit. He heard the birds 
sing again and preached to loving hearts 
the precious doctrine of redeeming grace. 
Then came the real rest. 




The calm of heaven was in his eye. 

And joy and peace were in his breast; 

He found amid confusion rest. 

In which all strife aud clamor die. 

His psalm was keyed to one deep note; 

In him we saw the reverence dwell, 

The mind aud soul according well; 

Of which tlie greatest laureate wrote. 

And so in another life we see an illustra- 
tion of the truth of the psalmist, “Pre- 
cious in the eyes of the Lord is the death 
of his saints.”

Jarvis L. Angelt. was born in Madison 
county, Alabama, March 31, 1829. He was 
converted and joined the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, in 1849, being a 
member of the Church fifty-four years. 
He was licensed to preach in 1850 — a 
preacher fifty-three years. He was ad- 
mitted on trial in the East Texas Confer- 
ence in 1851, ordained deacon by Bishop 
Paine in 1853, and elder by Bishop Pierce 
in 1865. In the division of the Confer- 
ence in 1866 he fell in the bounds of the 
North Texas Conference, formerly the 
Trinity Conference, and was a charter 
members at its organization. Brother An- 
gell continued in the active service, filling 
with a good degree of acceptability cir- 
cuits, stations, and districts for forty- 
eight years, when by reason of age and 
failing strength he took a superannuate 
relation. Brother Angell served through 
the Civil War as a first lieutenant in the 
Confederate service. He was twice mar- 
ried, the last time to Miss P. L. Truly. 
In all the relationships of life he proved 
himself a true man. He was constant in 
his friendships, generous and fraternal in 
his intercourse with his brethren, and 
won the love of all. His career as a 
preacher was quietly rather than peculiarly 
popular. There were no fiights of rhetoric 
no vapid sentimentalities, but all was ur- 
gent, strong, straightforward. He never 
mistook fluency for eloquence, or noise for 
power. He did his own thinking, and had 
good, sound judgment. His sermons were 
solid, and contained the best thoughts on 
the theme in hand that he could command, 
and were well worthy of a thoughtful 
hearing. It is no discouragement to say 
that he was not what would be consid- 
ered in this day and age a popular preach- 
er, but he was useful. There are useful 
preachers who are not popular, and there 
are useless preachers who are popular. 
Dr. Chalmers once said, “The only popu- 
larity worth aspiring after is a peaceful 



popularity of the heart, the popularity 
that is won in the bosom of families and 
at the side of deathbeds.” In truth it 
seems to us that there is no special credit 
in being popular in the modern applica- 
tion of that term. All credit should be 
awarded to the man who devoutly and 
honestly seeks to save souls and goes qn 
year after year commending himself not 
to men’s passions and prejudices, but to 
every one’s conscience in the sight of God. 
For fifty-two years Jarvis L. Angell’s 
name was called, and the answer has been, 
“Nothing against him.” There is a record 
that any man might religiously covet. 
The death of brother Angell leaves only 
two men living who were in the Confer- 
ence in 1856: J. W. Chalk, of this Confer- 
ence, and John S. Mathis, of the Texas 
Conference. Of the three who joined at 
that time brother J. C. Smith, of precious 
memory, has gone, and M. N. Neely (the 
writer) and W. J. Joyce (of the West Tex- 
as Conference) still linger. We will fol- 
low in a few years at most. May God help 
us to be ready as was brother Angell. 

Pleasant Lovick Smith was born in 
Greenville, Hunt county, Texas, Decem- 
ber 19, 1860. His parents were Rev. J. 
Clark Smith and Indiana Elizabeth Smith. 
His father. Rev. J. Clark Smith, was a 
charter member of the North Texas Con- 
ference, and died at Terrell, Texas, in 
1889, and his ashes sleep in that city 
Reared in a religious home and under the 
influence of religious parents, dedicated to 
God by baptism in infancy, our brother 
early received religious impressions, and 
soon in life realized the responsibility of 
his relationship to God; so we find him 
at the early age of fifteen surrendering his 
life and all to God. He was converted at 
Carrollton, Hopkins county, Texas, in 
August, 1875. A few years later he en- 
tered Southwestern University, George- 
town, and graduated from that institution 
in the class of 1880, taking the A.B. de- 
gree. Of his college life one of his class- 
mates writes : “He was a good and faithful 
student, especially fond of Latin and 
Greek, the vocabularies of which he had 
better than any boy in school. He was 
universally liked, and I do not think he 
had an enemy in school, and I never knew 
of him having any trouble with either pro- 
fessor or student. He was always faithful 
in his religious life; was a regular attend- 
ant on the young men’s prayer meetin.g 
where I have often heard him give his re- 
ligious experience. He had his trials and 
temptations, as do all Christians, but I 
never heard anything that indicated a 
weakening of his purpose to dedicate his 
lile to God and his service. He was al- 
ways active in revival meetings and ex- 
ercised an influence for good. He often 
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talked to me privately about his religious 
life and trials, but there was a steadfast* 
uess of purpose in all that he said.” 
While he was in college he was licensed 
to preach by the Quarterly Conference of 
Georgetown Station, Northwest Texas 
Conference. In the autumn of the next 
year following his graduation (1881) he 
was admitted on trial into the North Tex- 
as Conference. He successfully passed 
bis examination on the course of study 
prescribed and was admitted into full 
connection in the same Conference in 1883 
at McKinney, Texas, being at that time or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Parker. Two 
years later, having passed his examina- 
tion with credit, he was ordained elder by 
Bishop Hargrove. In the fall of 1882 he 
transferred to the Florida Conference, but 
on accotint of climatic conditions there his 
health failed, and he only remained six 
months, retransferring to the North Tex- 
as Conference, in whose bounds he lived 
until called to his reward. In June, 1884, 
he was happily married to Miss Laura 
Weathersbee, and from this union one 
child was born — Mrs. Mattie Minton. His 
wife and daughter both survive him, the 
latter having last year (1902) lost her 
husband only a month after her marriage. 
In the North Texas Conference he served 
the following charges: Trinity, Denton, 
Leonard, Leesburg, Queen City, Mount 
Pleasant, Nevada, Weston and Cochran, 
and Caruth circuits; Trinity, Oak Cliff, 
Pilot Point, Van Alstyne, Wolfe City, 
Whitesboro, and Henrietta stations. For 
several years brother Smith had suffered 
with a chronic stomach trouble, and when 
attacked with a malignant case of ty- 
phoid fever, this old trouble became aggra- 
vated, and after a short and severe ill- 
ness, during which he suffered much, he 
fell on sleep on Wednesday, July 8, 1903, 
at Henrietta, Texas. His remains, accom- 
panied by friends from Henrietta, were 
carried to Pilot Point for interment, and 
on Thursday afternoon, after a sermon by 
his presiding elder. Rev. F. O. Miller, he 
was laid to rest. Several of his brethren 
in the ministry were present and took 
part in the service, and all bore witness to 
the uprightness and integrity of his life 
and character. A man’s life, and not the 
incidents of death, ought to be the basis 
from which we draw our conclusions as 
to his future; and tried by the standard 
of his life we have no fears as to where 
we shall seek to find our brother; and yet 
it is gratifying to know that his death 
was singularly triumphant and happy. 
Conscious as he was almost to the last 
moment, and realizing fully his condition, 
bis expressions of faith and hope were 
clear, bright, and assuring. With perfect 
calmness he gave instructions as to his 
burial and other matters, and after re- 



peating verses of several hymns he bade 
those around him farewell, and with 
praise on his lips went home to God. 
While by nature brother Smith was rather 
reticent, yet to those who knew him well 
he was a delightful companion, sociable, 
interesting, helpful in his conversation. 
His conversation was not marred by any- 
thing unclean, but was wholesome, help- 
ful, and instructive. His natural reti- 
cence was at times the cause of his not 
being fully appreciated for his real worth. 
As a preacher he was clear, straightfor- 
ward, and thoughtful. He never loaded 
his ideas down with a superabundance 
of words. His thoughts were always 
good, and always clearly expressed. He 
alwaj's gave his hearers something to 
take home with them, something suggest- 
ive, something to think about, something 
helpful. For nearly twenty-two years now 
he has gone in and out among us. During 
that time there has never been a sugges- 
tion against the purity and integrity of his 
life and character. The answer to the call 
of his name has always been “Nothing 
against him.” Now that he has gone 
from among us to his reward, we feel 
sure that his record will meet the approv- 
al of his God and Master, and that he has 
already entered into the reward promised 
to the faithful. 

John M. Langston was born in Coffee- 
ville, Ala., December 24, 1849; converted 
August 11, 1870; licensed to preach March 
1, 1873; received on trial in this Confer- 
ence November 2 of that year; ordained 
deacon by Bishop Pierce November 7, 1875, 
and elder by Bishop Wightman Novem- 
ber 11, 1877. He located and attended 
the Southwestern University in 1879, and 
took his A.B. degree there in 1882. He in- 
tended at this time to go to the foreign 
field as a missionary, but the way did not 
open. So he reentered the itinerancy in 
1881, and was transferred from the North- 
west Texas Conference to the Los Angeles 
Conference, where he labored faithfully 
for ten years, and where he found his 
wife. Miss Lou Gibson, of Mississippi, 
w'hom he married April 29, 1886. In 1892 
he transferred to the Northwest Mexican 
Conference, and in 1893 to the North Tex- 
as Conference. So he spent his last years 
in his home Conference, and among the 
friends of his youth. Brother Langston 
was a pure, good man, and a faithful 
preacher. His domestic life was beauti- 
ful, and he found in his wife an efficient 
helper in the Lord’s work. In a note she 
says of him: “For over seventeen years 
we were side by side, heart to heart in 
our life work. He was a beautiful type 
of Christian character.” A strong, steady 
worker for his Master, his ministry was 
honored of God. He accomplished in his 
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modest way much good. On his last work 
he built a lovely parsonage, and near by 
a marble monument erected by his loving 
wife rises above his ashes. Let the occu- 
pants of that parsonage keep that ground 
sacredly. After a life so noble and un- 
selfish, it is no wonder our brother died 
well. Dr. McLean, in his admirable obitu- 
ary, says: “His strength was not equal to 
his resolution, and when kindly admon- 
ished by his wife that he was overdoing 
his strength, his characteristic reply 
would be, ‘If I fall it will be in the service 
of my Lord and Master.’ His fatal illness 
seems to have been precipitated by an in- 
ternal hurt received from his horse, which 
culminated in pneumonia. During the 
few days of illness his ruling passion was 
strong in death, as unconsciously he 
would break forth in preaching, and in tne 
exhortation of sinners. When asked by 
his presiding elder, brother Casey, as to 
the outlook of the future, he said, ‘I'he 
gospel I have preached to others will sus- 
tain me to the end.’ Realizing that the 
end was near, he said to his faithful com- 
panion, ‘Wife, there is yet work for you to 
do; mine is finished.’ She then inquired 
how he felt with reference to approaching 
death, and he replied with a firm voice, 
‘It is all right; the Lord’s will be done,’ 
instinctively adopting the sentiment of the 
lamented President McKinley. He then 
asked that she join him in the Lord’s 
Prayer, which was repeated with tearful 
eyes and heart aglow with divine love. 
He had his wife to conclude in prayer, 
which he followed closel 3 ^ and punctuated 
with hearty ‘amens.’ Thus ended happily 
and triumphantly, in the neat little par- 
sonage home, which he had mainly built 
with his own hands, in Clarksville, Texas, 
July 13, 1903, the useful, consecrated life 
of our ascended brother. With Mr. Wes- 
ley we may still say, ‘Our people die well.’ 
May God bless and sustain the bereaved 
wife till her work is done.’’ To which let 
us all say, “Amen.”

James Wootten Winton, son of Fielden 
and Mary Wootten Hinton, was born in 
Wilkes county, Georgia, January 3, 1826. 
Bereft early in life of both father and 
mother, he was left to the care of relatives 
who faithfully and tenderly guarded the 
life of the child. Such advantages as the 
schools of that time and community afford- 
ed were his, and he made good use of them. 
After attending these schools he was sent 
to the then famous school among Metho- 
dists, “Cokesbury,” South Carolina — a 
school out of which came some who after- 
wards were the most distinguished men in 
American Methodism. At about the age 
of nineteen, young Hinton, having a sound 
religious experience, yielded to the divine 
call to preach the gospel, and from that 
date to the date of his superannuation, in 
1899, he magnified the gospel of Jesus 
Christ both in his life and in his pulpit 
ministrations. In 1851 he was married to 
Susan Camilla. Dyer, who walked faithful- 
ly with him until near the last hour of 
life’s evening; she preceded him only a 
few months to the land of light and rest. 
He remained a local preacher for about 
three years, and was, in the winter of 
1847, admitted on trial into the Georgia 
Conference. It will thus be seen that his 
ministerial life began almost with the or- 
'’^^nization of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. No wonder he was so fa- 
miliar with the history and the illustri- 
ous men of the early days of our separate 
existence as a Church. And no wonder 
that, with the discussions of that day fresh 
ou the mind of the young itinerant, there 
born a devotion to the Church which 
ouly death could diminish or destroy. His 
urst charge was as junior preacher with 
John W. Yarbrough on the Decatur Cir- 
cuit, embracing what is now Atlanta. 



These men, so dissimilar in gifts, in tem- 
perament, and in attainments, were identi- 
cal in the singleness of their purpose and 
in the completeness of their consecration 
to Jesus Christ, and so laid the foundation 
for that splendid block of Methodism 
which now blesses and adorns our capital 
city. His Conference history is as follows: 
Admitted on trial at Macon in 1847, and 
appointed for 1847-8 to Decatur as junior 
to J. W. Yarbrough; 1848-50, Griffin;’ 1850- 
1, Marietta; 1851-2, Milledgeville; 1852-4, 
Talbotton; 1854-5, Macon; 1855-7, Ameri- 
cus; 1857-9, presiding elder of Columbus 
District; 1859-60, Athens; 1860-2, Rome; 
1862-3, Atlanta; 1863-4, presiding elder of 
Griffin District; 1864-5, Cuthbert; 1865-6, 
Marietta; 1866-7, Eatonton (North Georgia 
Conference); 1867-71, presiding elder of 
Savannah District (South Georgia Confer- 
ence) ; 1871-5, presiding elder of Macon 
District; 1875-8, presiding elder of Amerl- 
cus District; 1878-80, Columbus, St. Paul; 
1880-82, presiding elder of Columbus Dis- 
trict; 1882-3, Macon, Mulberry Street; 
1883-5, presiding elder of Macon District; 
1885-7, presiding elder of Savannah Dis- 
trict; 1887-91, presiding elder of Thomas- 
ville District; 1891-2, presiding elder of 
Sandersville District; 1892-6, presiding eld- 
er of Savannah District; 1896-9, presiding 
elder of Columbus District; superannuated 
at the Conference of 1899. Dr. Hinton 
needs no eulogy. While he was with us he 
was not indifferent to praise, but abhorred 
flattery or extravagant praise of him. 
But our younger men do need to study 
some features of this truly great man who 
walked so long with us, with almost un- 
broken physical health, and with such sin- 
gular fidelity to the trust committed to 
him. As a man Dr. Hinton was guileless, 
sincere, and candid. Double-dealing, had 
not as much as a suggestion with him. 
Duplicity, or even its semblance, he 
spurned and scorned from his presence. 
As a friend he was not demonstrative, but 
true. Mentally he was a colossus. He 
was a close student and a great reader. 
Political questions he was fond of, and 
statecraft had a peculiar attraction for 
him. And yet he was devoted to philoso- 
phy. The great thinkers had a charm for 
him, and in their discussions of abstruse 
questions and abstract principles he de- 
lighted. As a speaker he was vehement 
and fiuent. When under the inspiration 
of some great theme he was wonderfully 
luminous and strong — sometimes unusu- 
ally eloquent. All his gifts were laid un- 
der contribution when he preached, ard 
preaching was his delight. It is within 
the truth to say that he never refused an 
invitation to preach if it was possible for 
him to respond to it. He was a great 
preacher, and great because he discussed 
great themes. No minister of our day has

of an emotion almost cyclonic in its effect 
on his hearers. He could and did move the 
people, and at times mightily did he move 
them. Dr. Hinton was a man with some 
decided literary instincts and acquire- 
ments. In 1878 he was made editor of the 
Revieic, and, though without a dollar to 
pay contributors, kept it going and unself- 
ishly surrendered it after demonstrating 
that it could be run in Southern Metho- 
dism. Again in 1882 he assumed editorial 
control of this periodical, and for four 
years successfully conducted it. He was 
first elected to the General Conference in 
1866, but did not attend. From that time 
on he was a member of every General Con- 
ference of our Cnurch up to the time of 
his superannuation in 1899 — and most of 
the time chairman of the delegation from 
his Conference. He had, therefore, a large 
part in shaping our present code of laws — 
a work for w'hich he was peculiarly fitted. 

He vras fond of saying that he served as 
presiding elder longer than any man in 
American Methodism. However that may 
be. he was a presiding elder for a long 
time, and was a good one. We close this 
imperfect sketch of one of our most faith- 
ful and conspicuous members with the fol- 
lowing tribute by Dr. Walker Lewis, who 
wrote of Dr. Hinton in the latter years of 
his life: “Transparent, sincere, true, he 
could not bear false witness if he would, 

■ and he would not if he could. He never 
knowingly injured anybody, and in all his 
ministry he has been stainless and upright. 

Manly, honest, righteous, unselfish, this 
noble gentleman has at all times merited 
the same magnificent tribute the Lord gave 
Nathanael — ‘Israelite indeed, in whom is 
no guile!’ He is worthy to stand in that 
Hebrew’s sandals. He is as worthy in his 
own. ‘There he stands toward the sun- 
set.’ For fifty years a glorious preacher of 
the gospel; ‘keeping, amid innumerable 
false doctrines, his loyalty, love, and zeal’ ; 
w^hite-brow’ed, white-handed, white-shod, 
despite the flooding iniquities of earth; as 
Innocent of intended wrong or actual in- 
justice as the lilies are of harm! Toward 
the sunset for that? Not so! There is no 
sunset for that splendid life. True, before 
meny years it may pass below our horizon, 
hut it cannot set. Through endless ex- 
panse it will forge ahead, lighting its own 
glad way, and being a joy forever to the 
immortals mutually owning and interested 
in each other.”

James M. Hampton, son of Samuel 
and Elizabeth Hampton, was born in 
Lincoln county, Tenn., March 9, 1817. He 
was educated in the old field schools which 
were common all over the country in his 
boyhood days. He was happily converted 
in Hardeman county, Tenn., and joined the 
Methodist Church in the autumn of 1831, 
and was licensed to preach in the latter 
part of the year 1846, by Rev. G. W. D. 
Harris. He was admitted on trial into the 
traveling connection by the Memphis Con- 
ference at Jackson, Tenn., in November, 
1847, and appointed junior preacher on a 
negro mission in the country lying between 
Grenada and Water Valley, Miss. After 
six months he was sent to Aberdeen Cir- 
cuit, where he served one year and a half. 
He next spent two years on the Richmond 
Circuit, and two on the Fulton Circuit. 
He then bought a home near Big Creek in 
Calhoun county. Miss., where he lived un- 
til the year before his death. Excepting 
one year on the Rienzi Circuit, his minis- 
terial life was spent in the neighborhood 
of his home. In all, at different times, he 
traveled the Pittsboro Circuit ten years. 
No complete list of his appointments is 
available at this time. He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Andrew in 1849, and 
elder by Bishop Paine in 1851. Brother 
Hampton was wonderfully gifted in song, 
in prayer, and in exhortation, and with 
these gifts accomplished a great work for 
God, and was the instrument in the salva- 
tion of hundreds and thousands of souls.. 
He came to his end at the full age of 
eighty-seven, like as a shock of corn 
cometh in his season. He died at the 
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home of his granddaughter near Kil- 
michael, Miss., February 27, 1903.

Frederick Lo\very Allen was born of 
Christian parents in the state of Georgia, 
February 5, 1835, and died at his home in 
Rockdale, Tex., August 1, 1903. He came 
of a sturdy old stock, and is much indebted 
to his ancestors for the strong character- 
istics that made him a strong, manly man. 
His grandfather, William Allen, was in 
the Revolutionary War, and was badly 
wounded in the battle of Yorktown, and 
was left on the field for dead; but the God 
who watches over us even in battle and 
time of need brought him out of his peril, 
and partial recovery followed; but he nev- 
er entirely recovered from his desperate 
wounds, and died in the prime of life. His 
parents were not converted until after they 
had resting on them the cares of a family, 
but from the time of their conversion they 
were devoutly pious. In a brief sketch of 
his life written by himself, in speakin-g of 
his early life he said: “My first recollec- 
tion of my parents as religious people was 
in a love feast at Shiloh Church in Fay- 



ette county, Georgia. I was then about 
four years old. The strange feature of 
that scene left its impress on me, as I could 
not understand how religion made them 
cry and rejoice at the same time. Thank 
God, I understand it now.” It is not 
strange that with parents who prayed in 
the home and rejoiced in the love feast, 
and who made so much of their religion, 
their children felt its power, that he should 
have been led in early life to give his heart 
to God. At nine years of age he joined the 
Methodist Church, but even earlier than 
this he said he enjoyed religion. When 
twenty years of age he felt called to the 
ministry, but like many others fought 
against duty and tried hard to escape its 
behest. He left his home three times and 
started out into the great West hoping to 
leave duty behind, but just as often God’s 
Spirit followed him and led him back. In 
1861 he entered the Confederate Army, and 
for four years he endured the hardships 
and privations of a soldier’s life and came 
out of the war without a wound, and with 
the honors and confidence of his comrades, 
having been promoted to the captaincy of 
Company F, Third Georgia Cavalry. Of 
his fight against his call to preach, through 
all these years of trial, exposure, and dan- 
ger, he says: “No one knows, except the 
called to this work, how much intense anx- 
iety and mental anguish I suffered.” But 
at last grace conquered, and he made a full 
and complete surrender to the work in 
which he lived so long and wrought so 
well. He was licensed to preach Novem- 
ber 11, 1865, and was at once recommended 
to the Georgia Conference for admission 
on trial. When admitted he transferred to 
the Texas Conference, but reached the seat 
of the Conference after it had adjourned, 
and was employed by Rev. I. G. John, pre- 
siding elder of the Austin District, as sup- 
ply on the Winchester Circuit. From that 
year, 1866, to the time of his superannua- 
tion, in 1901, he was one of the most faith- 
ful, active, and consecrated members of 
the Texas Conference. No charge was con- 
sidered too unimportant to enlist his most 
earnest efforts; on the circuit, in the sta- 
tion, on the district, he was the same ear- 
nest, faithful, painstaking “m'inister of the 
word.” He served the following charges: 
1866, supply on Winchester Circuit, and 
reappointed to the same charge for 1867-8; 
1869-70, W^ebberville Circuit; 1871-3, Cedar 
Creek Circuit; 1874-6, Bastrop Station; 
1877, Austin Circuit; 1878, Bastrop Sta- 
tion; 1879-80, La Grange; 1881-2, Hunts- 
ville Station; 1883-6, Calvert District; 
1887, Bremond and Reagan; 1888, Davilla 
Circuit; 1889-90, Cameron District; 1891-4, 
Calvert District; 1895-6, Franklin Sta- 
tion; 1897-9, Rockdale Station; 1900-1, Wil- 
lis Station. At the Conference of that year 
after thirty-five years of loyal and uncom-

plaining service to the Church, he was 
forced by declining health to ask for a 
superannuated relation, and allow his 
younger and stronger brethren to push the 
battle. He retired gracefully and with a 
Christian spirit, and waited in good hope 
till the Master called him up higher. 
Brother Allen married in 1868 to Miss Ce- 
uuda Whipple, of whom he wrote in his 
private diary: “A better helpmeet no itin- 
srant preacher ever had.” She shared 
^vith him the lights and shades of the itin- 
erancy for nearly thirty-five years, and 
bow much she helped him we will never 
know till we see “face to face.” Three 
children blessed this union, all of whom 
survive him, his oldest son, Beverly, being 
an honored member of the Conference. 
Brother Allen’s preaching was earnest and 
effective; he spoke with authority, and 
seemed never to doubt his call or the 
sacredness of the message that he was 
commissioned to preach. His ministry 
was not barren and fruitless, but strong, 
earnest, and successful. The years he was 
presiding elder were years of widespread 
revival infiuence. He led in many a meet- 
ing that was crowned with wonderful suc- 
cess, and the districts were wrapped in re- 
vival fiames from one end to the other. 
At the Conference held at Huntsville in 
1901 he had to retire from the active work, 
and returned home to wait for his trans- 
fer to the Great Conference above. Soon 
after getting home he sent to the Texas 
Christian Advocate a very touching little 
piece, headed “I’d Do It Again.” In it he 
spoke of the years he had spent in the 
ministry; the toils and privations, the 
hard places and the easy ones, the lack of 
sympathy, the times of discouragement 
and misjudgment; what he had given up 
and what he had suffered for his Lord and 
Master, and closed by saying, “If I had my 
life to live over. I’d do it again.” Blessed 
heroic spirit, known only to those who 
serve their Lord and love their fellow-men. 
His work is done. He rests from his la- 
bors, and has gained the crown. May we 
also be ready. 

David L. Cain was born in Tishomingo 
county. Miss., November 4, 1869. He was 
left fatherless at seven years of age, but 
was trained by a godly mother who taught 
him to love God and his cause above every- 
thing on this earth. He learned his lesson 
well, and remembered it to the end of his 
life. He was converted and joined the 
Church when a small boy, and at once be- 
gan active work for the Lord. He was li- 
censed to preach at twenty-one years of 
age by the Quarterly Conference of luka 
Circuit, Corinth District, North Mississippi 
Conference, July 10, 1891 — W. C. Lagrone, 
presiding elder. He came to Texas and 
was admitted on trial into the East Texas 



Conference in 1893, and traveled the 
Grapeland Circuit in 1894-5, Minneola in 

1896, and Edom Circuit in 1897. He was 
on the Garrison Circuit in 1898-1901, and 
Canton and Edgewood 1902-3 — until June 
10, when he finished his course in the 
Church militant to enter the ranks of the 
Church triumphant on the other side. He 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Keener at 
Texarkana December 22, 1895, and elder by 
Bishop Granbery at Palestine December 19, 

1897. He was married to Miss Fannie 
Fowler, daughter of the P.ev. L. M. Fow- 
ler, November 9, 1897, while traveling 
Edom Circuit, and leaves her with two lit- 
tle children (Marvin, four years of age, 
and a sweet baby girl), together with his 
mother, sister, and brother, and four half 
brothers and an innumerable company of 
friends and loved ones to mourn his loss. 
Brother Cain’s ministry was rich and fruit- 
ful. His was no rose-water gospel. He 
shunned not to declare all the counsel of 
God. He was brave and true to every ob- 
ligation and trust of life. The people 
loved and trusted him because he was wor- 
thy of their love and trust. He was a man 
of iron will, with nerves of steel, yet his 
heart was as tender as the love of his Lord 
that filled it full. His life was spotless, his 
record blameless. He wore upon his bosom 
the white flower of stainless manhood, and 
upon his open face the sunshine of the 
skies. This it was that drew our hearts 
to him, and this it was that made the little 
children of Canton, where he died, rob the 
flower gardens of their wealth of bloom to 
cover his grave with their fragrant beau- 
ty, But this good man is gone. Never- 
more will we hear his voice with trumpet 
tone sound the charge in the battle agairst 
sin, or with tender emotion, almost too full 
for utterance, at our annual love feast oc- 
casions which he loved so dearly. His 
young wife and little orphan children will 
miss him — oh, how they will miss him! 
His poor old mother who loved him so 
fondly, and his sister who looked to him 
for counsel and advice, will lean upon UiS 
strong arm no more, but we thank God 
that they sorrow not as those who have no 
hope. He died in full sight of the better 
land. Weep not, dear ones, we shall see 
him again some time. 

Solfiier of Christ, well done; 

Praise be thy new employ. 

And while eternal ages run, 

Rest in thy Saviour’s joy. 

Wn-LTAw Kennedy Tyrner. — The crushed 
rose exhales a sweet perfume, the pruned 
vine bears more and better fruit. It is 
the strong character, indeed, that is 
only nourished by the sting of poverty, 
the rebuff of constant disappointment, a 
crushing of fond hopes. Such, in short, is 
the life of the subject of this sketch. 
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Brother Turner was born January 29, 1824, 
in Marlshorough District, South Carolina. 
His father was three times married, and he 
was seventh in a family of thirteen chil- 
dren. When three years of age his par- 
ents moved with him to Fayette county, 
Georgia, and from there in 1836 to Scovey 
county, Georgia, during which year his 
mother died, leaving him at the age of 
tw'elve years to take a mother’s place for 
six younger children. His father and 
mother were devout Christians, and this 
was his patrimony. Extreme poverty of 
the home shut out books, education, and 
all that we call the advantages of life. 
To add to their misfortunes fire destroyed 
tVieir humble home and all of its contents, 
its occupants escaping only with their 
lives. This blow caused the separation 
of the family. The father was married 
for the third time, and the younger 
children gathered under the parental 
roof. William went out at this early 
age, not only to win his own way in the 
wmrld, but also to help in providing 
for the rest of the family. During his 
leisure moments he read and studied the 
Bible — learned to read from its sacred 
pages. He was converted at the age 
of fourteen years at Fayetteville camp 
meeting, and united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. This was before the 
separation. His own words best tell his 
earthly experience: “I was divinely im- 
pressed when but a boy to go and work in 
the vineyard of the Lord, and I obeyed, 
leading in the neighborhood prayer and 
class meeting.” At the age of twenty-five 
he managed to give himself three months’ 
schooling. He was licensed to exhort in 
1850, and to preach in 1852; admitted on 
trial at Tallahassee, Florida; ordained dea- 
con at Madison, Fla., January 7, 1855, by 
Bishop Capers. Failure of the bishop to 
hold the Conference in 1854 delayed his 
ordination one year. On January 8, 1856, 
he was ordained elder by Bishop Andrew. 
In the Florida Conference he served the 
following works: 1852, Tampa Circuit; 
1853, Homesville; 1854-5, St. John’s Mis- 
sion; 1856-7, Hamilton Circuit; 1858, Ock- 
mulgee Circuit; 1859, Madison Circuit; 
1860, Lake City Station; 1861, Bainbridge 
Station, Georgia; 1862, Newman ville Cir- 
cuit; 1863, Madison Circuit; 1864, Valdos- 
ta Circuit; 1865, Quitman Circuit; 1866-7, 
Micanopy Circuit; 1868, Tampa Circuit; 
1869-71, Black Creek Circuit; 1872, Ocala 
Station. In these twenty years of faithful 
service he ran the gamut from the poorest 
mission to the best station in the Confer- 
ence. For 1873 he was transferred to the 
East Texas Conference, but the transfer 
did not come in time, so he was without 
regular work for that year. His transfer 
was placed with the Northwest Texas Con- 



ference in session at Waxahachie, and he 
was sent to the Owensville Circuit for 1874- 
5; 1876-7, Leon Circuit; 1878-9, Wheelock 
Circuit; 1880-1, Owensville Circuit; 1882, 
Franklin Circuit, where he organized the 
Church that has developed into a prosper- 
ous station; 1883, returned to Franklin 
Circuit, and he with the territory was ced- 
ed to the Texas Conference; 1884, West 
Falls Circuit; 1885-7, Kosse Circuit; 1888, 
Headville Mission. In the fall of this year 
at Huntsvile he was placed on the super- 
annuated list. In his talk asking for this 
relation he said, “I will do all I can, and 
what I cannot do the Lord will do for me.” 
Brother Turner was married to Miss Char- 
lotte Smith, of Middleburg, Fla., Decem- 
ber 20, 1854. To them were born seven 
sons and four daughters. The three oldest 
died in infancy and childhood; one, a 
grown son, died in 1899; five sons and two 
daughters remaining are all grown and 
married, save Joe, who remains with moth- 
er in the old home at Owensville. Brother 
Turner was a great preacher. His sermons 
were thoughtful and soul-inspiring. He 
would become so engrossed with* his sub- 
ject that he would be perfectly unconscious 
of all else save the message he was deliver- 
ing. It might be but the simple little coun- 
try church, with babies crying, dogs howl- 
ing, and horses neighing, but all uncon- 
scious of these his thoughts and language 
would soar in the very atmosphere of 
heaven. At District Conference and other 
such occasions he would carry throngs of 
people with him in his great flights of 
spiritual eloquence. In Texas he never re- 
ceived the appointments that his preach- 
ing ability would justify, but faithfully 
and cheerfully he served the lowly places. 
After superannuation he still kept up regu- 
lar appointments and held some great re- 
vivals; he fought in the last ditch. Too 
feeble to travel, he preached once a month 
in nis home church and assisted in the 
Sunday school until confined to his bed 
and room. Here for nearly a year he suf- 
fered the will of God. His faith was of the 
type that gave him perfect knowledge. 
Being asked if his hope of heaven was a 
sentiment or a real fact, he answered: “Are 
you conscious that you have the headache? 
I am just as conscious that I am a child of 
God, saved by his grace as you are that 
you have the headache. It is a fact with 
me, and not a sentiment; and so it is with 
every man who is saved by the grace of 
God.” His joy in the Christian religion 
was of the expressive kind. Even in the 
valley of affliction he shouted the praises 
of God. A few days before his death 
brother Lewis, a local preacher, asked 
him of his hopes. Feebly he raised his 
hand, and looking up while his eyes filled 
with tears, he said, “I am all right, broth- 
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er Lewis — all right, ready to meet my Mas- 
ter’s call”; then pausing a moment, he 
added: “Of course I would rather stay and 
De with my friends longer, but I am clay in 
the potter’s hands; if it is the will of my 
, Master for me to go now, I am perfectly re- 
signed; God’s will be done.” August 23, 
1903 — it was the holy Sabbath day, the 
shades of evening had gathered, when the 
soul of this grand old man took its heaven- 
ward flight; but his memory still lives to 
bless the earth. 

William T. Melugin was born in Tip- 
ton county, Tenn., near Covington, Au- 
gust 9, 1833, and began to preach at 
nineteen years of age. He was licensed 
to preach September 2, 1854; was or- 
dained deacon October 19, 1856, in the 
Memphis Conference, by Bishop Early; 
and elder December 4, 1859, at Palestine, 
East Texas Conference, by Bishop Pierce. 
He first joined the Memphis Conference, 
and was sent to Covington Circuit one 
year, and was then appointed to Paducah 
Circuit. While on that work he was 
married to Miss Sarah Inge, in the year 
1857. His first wife died in Bosqueville, 
Texas, in 1872, leaving four children, 
three of whom survive him. He came to 
Texas in 1858 and attended the East 
Texas Conference while in session at 
Tyler, and was assigned to the Clarks- 
ville Circuit. After this he traveled the 
Dallas, Bowie, and Bonham circuits. He 
then asked for a supernumerary relation 
on account of his throat, and went back 
to visit his father and mother. After a 
year’s rest he was transferred back to 
the Memphis Conference, where he re- 
mained four years. He was transferred 
back to Texas in 1870, and served regu- 
larly various charges until 1897. In 1897 
he transferred to the Texas Conference, 
and was sent to the Lexington Circuit, 
which he served two years. He was then 
appointed to Cold Springs Circuit, and 
served that work during the years 1900 2. 
At our last Conference, held in Crockett, 
he was assigned to Naples Circuit, where 
he died in great peace, August 27, 1903. 
Brother Melugin was married twice — the 
second time to Miss Jennie E. Davis, of 
Milam county, Texas, December. 1873. 
As the result of this union four children 
were born to him, three of whom survive 
him to mourn his loss. He was sick only 
five days when he was taken away, b t 
death found him ready and prepared to 
go to that happy home in the land of r^-st 
which God has prepared for those who 
love and serve him. He wanted to die in 
the harness, and his prayer was an- 
swered. He preached with his usual 
force only a few days before he was taken 
sick. In the death of brother Melugin we

feel that the world has lost a good man, 
a strong, true, faithful minister of the 
gospel, and his wife and children a noble, 
loving husband and father. Brother 
Melugin was not a brilliant man, but a 
strong, true, earnest, and faithful worker 
in the vineyard of the Lord, and was 
greatly beloved by his people wherever 
he labored. In a letter from the Rev. E. 
L. Armstrong are these strong words : 
“No better man has been among 'us than 
W. T. Melugin. We all loved him, and 
know where he will be found. In writing 
of him you .cannot exaggerate his purity 
and goodness.” These forceful words 
from a dear friend who knew and loved 
our departed brother so well are a suf- 
ficient encomium upon his noble charac- 
ter without adding any words of our own. 

Geobge Everett Parsons was born in 
De Kalb county, Ala., in 1853; died at 
the parsonage in Groveton, May 1, 1903. 
He was the son of the Rev. John R. and 
Mrs. Sarah M. Parsons, long and favor- 
ably known in the Alabama Conference. 
George Everett was born in a parsonage. 
In the full strength of matured man- 
hood and in the very zenith of his min- 
istry he was called from labor to his re- 
ward. He was convicted in early boy- 
hood; educated in Memphis, Tenn.; 
licensed to preach the gospel in the 
Methodist Church in 1874, somewhere in 
Alabama. In 1876-8 he was a student in 
Bellview Medical College, New York. 
From 1878-81 he taught school in Arkan- 
sas. In 1881 he was admitted on trial 
into the Little Rock Conference, in which 
he served fifteen years. In 1896 he was 
transferred to the St. Louis Conference, 
where he did four years’ faithful work. 
In 1900 he was transferred to the East 
Texas Conference and appointed to the 
Harrison Circuit; and in 1901-2 he was 
appointed to Groveton charge, where he 
served the Church with great success. 
He was married to Miss Lena Harding 
in 1894, with whom and her five chil- 
dren the whole Church joins in their sor- 
row and shares in their loss. He has 
gone home full of good works, and his 
friendly footsteps and hearty hand-grasp 
and manly face and happy greeting will 
be known no more among us. But he 
went up with a shout of triumnh to join 
the hosts beyond, and will await to hail 
us, happy at our coming. “Servant of 
God, well done; rest from thy loved em- 
. ploy.” 

Joseph C. Mickle was born in North 
Carolina August 8, 1844, and died at 
Bandera, Texas, July 2, 1903. His pre- 
paratory education was in the celebrated 
Bingham school of his native state. 
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Later he entered the University of North 
Carolina, but before he had completed his 
course in that institution lie resigned 
to enlist in the Confederate army, and 
was a member of the historic body that 
surrendered with Lee at Appomattox. 
About the year 1875 brother Mickle re- 
moved to Texas. In the autumn of 1878 
he was received on trial in the Texas Con- 
ference, and was admitted into full con- 
nection two years later. We will not at- 
tempt to recite the various charges served 
by him during his long and useful min- 
istry. Being unmarried, without the 
cares and responsibilities of a family, he 
was often sent where work was difficult, 
where interests were great, but compen- 
sation was meager. Such charges were 
served by him with fidelity and zeal and 
never a murmur with reference to the 
hardships involved. More than once he 
was appointed to positions that were deli- 
cate, difficult, responsible, and in every 
case he proved himself worthy of the 
trust and equal to the tasks imposed. In 
1889 Bishop Key appointed brother 
Mickle presiding elder of Huntsville Dis- 
trict, which position he filled for four 
years. In the summer of 1895 he was 
appointed to fill an unexpired term in the 
Brenham District, and in that work he 
was cor tinned until the Conference of 
1897, when he was again appointed pre- 
siding elder of the Huntsville District, 
which charge he served until December, 
1900, when failing health made it nec- 
essary for him to take a superannuated 
relation. This latter relation he sus- 
tained until he was transferred from the 
toils and privations of the Methodist 
ministry into the rest that remaineth for 
the people of God. No words uttered in 
this presence and recorded in the journal 
of this Conference can express the esteem 
and affection in which he was held by 
those who knew him best. He was a 
good preacher, a wise administrator, a 
faithful and an affectionate pastor, an 
humble and devout Christian. True, un- 
selfish, courageous, self-sacrificing are 
adjectives that may be fitly used in de- 
scribing his character. No man ever 
suspected him of seeking place or of 
shirking a task. He was implicitly 
trusted and devoutly loved by those who 
were brought into closest contact with 
his life. His removal from the earth is 
an irreparable loss, but the infiuence of 
bis life which lingers in our hearts makes 
it easier to have faith in God and to love 
mankind. He rests from his labors and 
his works do follow him. 

J. B. Hali, was born In Hancock 
county, Ga., August 29, 1816, and died 
August 6, 1903, at New York, Texas, being 



within a few days of eighty-seven years 
old. His parents dying while he was jet 
a child, he was reared by religious rela- 
tives. At the early age of eighteen years 
he was married to the daughter of the 
Rev. James Hunter. She died in the 
faith, and in 1880 h3 was married to 
Mrs. M. L. Hancock, who also went be 
fore him to the better world. He pro- 
fessed religion and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in 1833. Soon after- 
wards he was appointed class leader; 
licensed to exhort in 1842; licensed to 
preach in 1846; ordained deacon by 
Bishop Capers in 1850; ordained elder 
in Marshall, Texas, by Bishop Pierce in. 
1855; joined the East Texas Conference 
at Carthage, 1875, and was superannuated 
at the Conference in Longview, 1884. 
He was seventy years a member of the 
Church, and fifty-seven years a preacher. 

In this relation his labors were abundant 
and exceedingly useful to the Church. 
He loved the Church and all her insti- 
tutions, understood her doctrines and 
heartily embraced them. He was always 
the support of his pastor. His home, 
his money, his infiuence were ever at the 
command of his pastor. His devotion to 
Methodism was heroic. He never had a 
dollar too good for his Church; he was 
never too busy to obey her calls. A more 
ardent lover of Methodism never knelt 
at her altar. Perhaps the most useful 
and happiest part of his long life was 
the period of his local ministry. During 
this period he served several charges as 
a supply. As an itinerant he was useful, 
always leaving a charge better than he 
found it. Until war swept away his 
property, his home was open to all. He 
lived a Christian life and died a glorious 
death. To the last his Bible was his stay. 
Well-nigh blind for several years he 
could read but little until within a few 
days of the end. But now the end has 
come, he lies upon a dying bed under the 
weight of eighty-seven years, feeble in 
every limb, blind in both eyes, still full 
of faith and the Holy Ghost, declaring the 
word of God is plainly written on the 
walls of his room: “Let me die the death 
of the righteous, and my last end be like 
his.” 

William Gaston Nelms was born in 
Little Rock, Ga., January 8, 1829. 
came to Texas with his father in 183 1 . 
He joined the Methodist Church in 1842. 
under the ministry of W. C. Lewis. He 
was licensed to preach on Washington 
Circuit November 24, 1849, by Rober 
Alexander. He joined the Texas Con- 
ference in 1849 at Seguin, and for thirty- 
six years he served on various missions, 
circuits and stations. He was ordained 
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deacon at the Conference held in Bastrop, 
1852, by Bishop Paine; ordained elder 
December 17, 1854, by Bishop Early. 
From 1850 to 1885 he served regularly 
missions, circuits, and stations. At the 
Annual Conference at Austin in 1885 he 
was placed on the superannuated roll, 
and remained such until his death. He 
was married to Miss Cornelia Chrisman 
in Burleson county, August 10, 1853. He 
died in peace at Conroe, Texas., after a 
brief illness, September 15, 1903. This 
closed a long and arduous itinerant life 
— thirty-six years in the active work and 
eighteen years in the superannuated re- 
lation. His age was seventy-four years, 
eight months, and seven days. He leaves 
a wife and six children to mourn his 
departure. All his children are grown 
and married. Brother Nelms in his early 
years and prime of life was an efficient 
minister of the word, and many were 
converted and edified under his ministry. 
In his last years he was much affi'cted, 
but while thus retired he was ever anx- 
ious to hear and read of the victories of 
the Church he loved so well. Robert 
Alexander aided and advised brother 
Nelms much in his youth and young man- 
hood, for which kindness he was ever 
grateful. Farewell, brother Nelms, till 
we meet again! Rest from thy loved 
employ, till the trumpet of God shall 
wake the sleeping dead!

SiDis’KY H. Babcock was born in the city 
of Macon, Ga., March 23, 1849. He was 
converted and joined the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, when thirteen years 
of age; was licensed to preach when eight- 
een years old, and joined the North Geor- 
gia Conference in the year 1868. His first 
work was Hancock Circuit, which had 
within its bounds the quiet home of Bishop 
Pierce. The wise counsel, gentle lire, and 
above all the consecrated purpose, of this 
man of God were to brother Babcock like a 
light set upon a hill close by the eternal 
throne. In 1869 brother Babcock was 
transferred from the North Georgia to the 
Arkansas Conference. His first work in 
that Conference was Van Buren. This 
charge he served for thre years, after 
which he received and did efficient work 
on the following charges: First Church, 
Fort Smith, three years; Greenwood Cir- 
cuit, one year; Fort Smith District, four 
years; Clarksville Station, two years; Fay- 
etteville District, two years; president of 
Quitman College three years, at the same 
time serving Morrillton District two years 
and Quitman Station one year; Fort 
Smith District two years. Elected presi- 
dent of Galloway College three years, and 
then of Searcy College four years. After 
coming to Searcy he transferred to the 
White River Conference; was pastor of 
Augusta Station for a few months; of 
Batesvilie for one year and a half. Broth- 
er Babcock was chaplain of the Second Ar- 
kansas Regiment in the Spanish-American 
war from June, 1898, to March, 1899. The 
rest of the year was spent in working for 
the Anti-saloon League. The last four 
years of brother Babcock’s life were spent 
in serving Jonesboro District, falling at 
his post of duty at Crawfordsville, where 
he had gone to hold a Quarterly Confer- 
ence. October 5, 1893, he was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Dogget, elder by Bishop 
McTyeire, and was selected by this Confer- 
ence to represent it in the General Confer- 
ence which met in Baltimore, May, 1898. 
In the above data we have a brief sum- 
mary in the life of a good man, preemi- 
nently a good man. How much of toil, la- 
bor, care, anxiety, suffering, and joy may 
have been woven into his life, that dates 
and statements cannot reveal, is best 
known by the faithful wife, and will be 
fully made known in the bright unfoldings 
of future felicity. Brother Babcock was a 
man of strong convictions, fixed purpose, 
and at the same time of broad charity.

He was a genuine and true Methodist, be- 
lieving in the doctrines of his Church and 
accepting its polity as- both scriptural and 
expedient. His strength and ability were 
shown when preaching against the popu- 
lar evils of the day, his love and tender- 
ness when preaching upon the love of God 
and inviting sinners to a loving Saviour; 
and the blessed gospel he preached came 
from his heart as well as his head, and 
was to him a solace and comfort at all 
times. Brother Babcock was a clean, neat 
man, without any touch of vanity. He was 
a great preacher with an humble spirit and 
meek disposition. He was a true friend in 
the truest sense; he loved his brethren fer- 
vently, and was correct and faithful in all 
his dealings with them — disposed not to 
look on his own things, but on the thing.s 
of another. We loved him, we honored 
him, we will cherish his memory as a 
priceless jewel, and meet him in the Gen- 
eral Conference above. 

J. J. Alexajjder was born May 22, 1830. 
He was converted at the age of sixteen 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. He was married to 
Miss Mary A. Fitzgerald on July 22, 
1852, and in the following year moved 
to Arkansas. He was licensed to preach 
in January, 1869, and served the Church 
as a faithful local preacher for four 
years, and was admitted on trial in the 
White River Conference at Forrest City. 
Arkansas, in 1873. He was granted a 
supernumerary relation at the Confer- 
ence of 1894 at Helena, Ark. After 
one year’s rest he served two years, and 
his name was then placed on the superan- 
nuated list. He spent the remainder of 
his life at Barren Fork, Arkansas. During 
the session of the Conference held in Para- 
gould in 1902, on December 4, while his 
brethren were being examined and having 
their characters passed, he was called into 
the presence of his heavenly Father to re- 
ceive the reward of his labors and the gift 
of eternal life. Brother Alexander was 
noted for his deep piety, his honesty of 
purpose, and for his love and faithfulness 
to his Church. He always loved his peo- 
ple, and spent the years of his ministry in 
labors of love. There were three thousand 
conversions under the ministry of this 
faithful servant of our Master. The secret 
of his power was in the Lord. May the 
mantle of his strength be upon us, and 
may our last end be like his, for “blessed 
are the dead who die in the Lord.” We 
honor his memory, and pray that the Holy 
Spirit may comfort his companion and 
lead her to a happy reunion with him in 
the Eternal City of our God. 

Edward Howard Wallis was born in 
Prentiss county. Miss., March 17, 1869; pro- 
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fessed religion under the ministry of Rev. 

J. B. Stone in 1891; joined tne Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, at Moro, Ark., 
in the summer of 1895. Brother Wallis 
was a child of affliction all his life; never 
was a bad boy, always bright and cheerful, 
kind and affectionate, devoted to his aged 
parents and sisters. He was a loving 
father and affectionate husband. Brother 
Wallis joined the White River Conference 
at Paragould, November, 1896, and was ap- 
pointed to Golden Lake Charge, serving it 
for three years, 1897-9; Haynes charge, 
1900-1; Bledsoe charge, 1902; Heber, 1903, 
or until October 26, when he was called 
home. He was ordained deacon at Claren- 
don by Bishop Morrison, December, 1898, 
and ordained elder at Jonesboro by Bishop 
Galloway, December, 1900. Brother Wal- 
lis was educated and eloquent, an attract- 
ive preacher, a faithful and industrious 
pastor. At the time of his death he was 
closing a most successful year’s work; his 
people loved him dearly, and were led to 
deeper consecration and greater activity 
under his ministry. At the time of his 
death he was busily engaged in building a 
church w'hich had been destroyed by a 
storm in the first part of the year. He 
shunned no work that his people had to do. 
His death was sudden and unexpected — he 
fell at his post and in the midst of labors 
abundant. His people mourn their loss. 
He has gone to his reward. God buries his 
workmen, but carries on his work. 

Richard M. Maxly, second son of Rev. 
J. Addison and Mary A. Manly, w’as born 
April 4, 1831, near Petersburg, Va., and 
died October 2, 1903, at Brinkley, Ark. 
In early life he moved with his parents to 
Oakland, Fayette county, Tenn. Thursday 
evening, September 7, 1854, at the home of 
George G. Durham, Bluff Creek, Tenn., he 
was happily married to Margaret G. Dur- 
ham. Five children were born unto them 
— two, Brownlow and Bascom, dying when 
they were eight and nine years old. Three 
children are yet living — Mrs. Maggie C. 
Folsom and C. Boswell Manly, of Brinkley, 
Arkansas; and their youngest, I. B., pas- 
tor of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, Saint Clair, Missouri. The subject 
of this sketch was converted and joined the 
Methodist Church in early life. For many 
years he was a class leader and exhort- 
er. He reared his children, by the efficient 
help of his good and noble wife, upon a 
farm in Cross county, Arkansas, where the 
family altar was the pillar of that unpre- 
tentious home, around which clusters the 
^ holiest memories. He served God in the 
humblest places, and did not consent to be 
licensed to preach until about 1880 or 1881. 
Prom that time he desired appointments of 
the lowest rank. In 1881-2 he did home 
mission work on Languille, and in 1883-4 



he preached in and about the “Jericho” set- 
tlement. December, 1884, he joined the 
White River Conference at Batesville, 
Ark., and was ordained elder Sunday 
night, December 20, 1891, at Newport, 
by Bishop Duncan. His brief ministry 
was during the following years at places 
named; In 1885, Spring Creek; 1886, 
Oak Forest; 1877-8, Cypress Ridge, 1889- 
90, Weldon; 1891, Melbourne; .in 1892, 
Blytheville, at which place, on May 13, 
he lost Margaret, the fond and faithful 
wife of his youth. Sorrow stricken, he 
toiled on during the sobbing, sultry sum- 
mer till September 2, 1892, he was par- 
alyzed, from which he never recovered, 
but lived in almost uninterrupted misery 
for eleven yeirs, mostly seated in his 
chair, and wept almost continually ex- 
cept at night when asleep. He craved 
and prayed to die. October 2, 1903, at 
his home in Brinkley, with his daugrt'r 
and elder son, he fell asleep in the faith 
and love of our Lord Jesus Christ, and his 
beautiful, immortal spirit sped away to 
heaven to rest with his God, and he w^eeps 
no more. Some one said of him that “he 
was a faithful soldier of the cross.” He 
was a good and noble father, and loved his 
children with a love that sorrow and afflic- 
tion could not abate, but it grew stronger 
and tenderer during the years.

He laid down the cross, picked up the 
crowm, and passed across the river to rest 
beyond the sunset’s radiant glow.

Archelaus H. Mitchell was born in 
Clark county, near Athens, Ga., October 15, 
1807, and died in Summerfiela, Dallas 
county, Alabama, October 2, 1903. From 
a sketch of his early life, written with his 
own hand, the following statements are 
quoted: “In my early life I had hut few 
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literary advantages. I labored hard on the 
farm until I was fifteen. I was sent to a 
country school, where I studied English 
grammar and arithmetic and began the 
study of Latin. The next year I went to 
Athens and joined the grammar school, 
where I continued to prosecute my stud- 
ies for a short time; but finding the school 
crowded and the teachers somewhat indo- 
lent, my father procured for me private in- 
struction, and thence on, until prepared to 
enter college, I recited to my cousin, Wil- 
liam S. Mitchell. In 1824 I passed my ex- 
aminations and was admitted to college, 
being then in my seventeenth year. The 
first serious impression made upon my 
mind of a religious nature was occasioned 
by the death of young Montgomery, who 
died suddenly while attending commence- 
ment at Athens.” This impression seems 
to have been of a most profound nature, 
for he says, “When I retired that night, 
for the first time in my life I tried to 
pray.” And according to his own testi- 
mony this was his prayer: 

Now I lay me down to sleep, 

I pray thee, Lonl, my soul to keep; 

And if I die before I wake, 

I pray thee, Lord, my soul to take. 

“For some time after this occurrence, I 
was exceedingly unhappy and deeply seri- 
ous, but erelong the frivolities of youth 
and the scenes of college life erased these 
impressions.” Not long after the event 
recorded above he attended a camp meet- 
ing about twenty miles from Athens, where 
he heard the gospel preached and saw won- 
derful manifestations of the power of God. 
“This continued until Monday morning, 
when I was compelled to leave the camp 
meeting. On leaving the camp ground I 
began to reflect. I had seen the power of 
God wonderfully displayed. I knew I was 
unhappy, and began to think seriously 
about preparing for death and eternity. 
This I looked upon as the beginning of 
my awakening.” According to the best in- 
formation at hand, he settled the question, 
formed the purpose to be religious, and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
1827 or 1828. He never could point to the 
time and place of his conversion, but that 
he was truly converted, bom again, and 
had the witness of the Spirit, he never for 
a moment doubted; nor could any one 
doubt the fact who knew him well. With 
the exception of his eldest 
the first member of his father’s family 
who professed religion. But God honored 
him in making him the instrument in his 
hands in the conversion of his own father 
and mother and all the surviving children. 
This fact accounts largely for the great 
earnestness with which he always urged 
upon his parents the necessity of family 



religion, in his own account of college 
life, he writes some complaints against 
himself, charging himself with negligence 
and too great fondness for fun and frolic. 
“In my junior and senior years I had the 
advantage of being instructed by Dr. Ste- 
phen Olin. During these two years I re- 
alized my opportunity, having been con- 
verted, and applied myself as never be- 
fore; and as a result, learned more during 
these two years than I had learned in all 
my life before. I graduated in a class of 
twenty-eight in the spring of 1828, at the 
University of Georgia. It was my inten- 
tion to embark in the practice of law, but 
desiring to make my way through life, I 
taught school two years (1829-30). Dur- 
ing this time my mind was agitated upon 
the call to the ministry, and received li- 
cense to exhort. Rev W. J. Parks was 
preacher in charge. In January, 1831, at 
Athens, Ga., where I held my membership, 
in the absence of the presiding elder, Rev. 

J. O. Andrew, preacher in charge, held the 
Quarterly Conference and licensed me to 
preach. The same Quarterly Conference 
recommended me to the Annual Confer- 
ence for admission on trial into the trav- 
eling connection.” And at that Confer- 
ence he was admitted. His first appoint- 
ment was the La Grange Circuit, Georgia 
Conference, as junior preacher, under 
Isaac Boring. He seems to have remained 
in this circuit for two years, 1832-3; Macon 
Station, 1834; Tallahassee Station, Fla., 
1835; Gainesville Circuit, 1836; Manual 
Training School, Cokesbury, S. C., 1837-9; 
professor of mental and moral science, 
Emory, 1840-3. In the fall of 1843 he was 
transferred to the Alabama Conference, 
and elected and appointed president of 
Centenary Institute, Summerfield, and re- 
mained there until the close of 1857. He 
served Court Street, Montgomery, 1858-9; 
St. Francis Street, Mobile, 1860-61; Marion 
and Hamburg, 1862. During this year, 
1862, he was sent to the Summerfield Dis- 
trict, where he remained until the close of 
1867. The year 1868 he served the Selma 
District; 1869-70, the Demopolis District; 
1871-4, the Greensboro District; 1875-6, the 
Demopolis District; 1877-8, the Greensboro 
District; 1879-82, the Prattville District; 
1883-6, the East Selma Station; 1887-90, 
Summerfield Station. At the close of the 
year 1890, at the session of Conference 
held at Pensacola, Fla., amid the tears and 
prayers of his brethren, he was granted the 
superannuated relation, in which relation 
he continued until the close of his life. 
For several years after his superannuation 
he was of great benefit to the Church, and 
did much efficient work especially in assist- 
ing the agent of the Alabama Orphanage. 
Dr. Mitchell was twice married; and in 
both marriages his life and home were 
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truly blessed with consecrated Christian 
womanhood. His children by both mar- 
riages were all religious. In his private 
life it is truly said of him, “He never had 
a lawsuit; he never sued any one; was 
never sued by another; he never served on 
a jury; was never called upon to testify In 
court; never failed to pay his taxes and to 
vote, and always made it a point to owe 
no one.” His conception of the Christian 
life may be summed up in these words: 
“Obey God as taught by the Bible, and 
trust him in all things.” A favorite ex- 
pression with him was this: “What does 
the Book teach?” The word of the Lord 
was to him the end of all controversy and 
strife, and he never murmured nor com- 
plained at the providence of God. In all 
his sufferings he would say, ‘The will of 
the Lord be done.” He was a thorough 
Methodist, and strictly Arminian in his 
theology; an able defender of the doc- 
trines and polity of his Church. It will be 
seen by the above dates that he served the 
Church in active ministerial life for three- 
score years, which were divided into three 
parts of authorized work — twenty years as 
teacher, twenty years as presiding elder, 
and twenty years as preacher in charge. 
From the beginning of his ministerial life 
he was associated with the great men of 
the Church and ministry. This, together 
with his own high sense of the right and 
the good, accounts for his high ideal of 
ministerial life and dignity, which moved 
his whole course in life. Truly there was 
nothing little about this man; his life 
moved upon the highest plane of the Chris- 
tian gentleman and gospel minister. His 
greatest work was in the field of Christian 
education, excepting always the preaching 
of the gospel. Besides educating a large 
number of great and good men and conse- 
crated women, who were and are still 
blessing the world, he was for more than 
fifty years among the foremost in advo- 
cating and fostering the great cause of 
Christian education. Next to this is the 
work of founding the orphanage at Sum- 
merfield. It is conceded by every one that 
the eloquent speech that Dr. Mitchell made 
upon the Conference fioor infiuenced that 
body to vote for the motion which 
launched the enterprise. He was indeed 
until his death the father of the orphan- 
age. With a few exceptions, he was a 
member of every General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
and voted for every bishop elected by the 
Church except one, until 1886. There was 
no charge or complaint against him for 
seventy-two consecutive years. His name 
was called in Conference each year, and 
the question asked, “Is there anything 
against him,” and without exception the 
answer was, “Nothing against him.” And 



when his name is called once again in De- 
cember at Pensacola, his presiding elder 
will say, “Nothing against him.” It is 
worthy of note that his labors in Alabama 
began and closed at Summerfield, where 
from beginning to finish he enjoyed the 
confidence, respect, and love of the whole 
community. His life ebbed as gently as 
the sands run through the glass, and 
without a murmur or complaint at the 
providence that kept him so long in the 
dim twilight of life. He gave back the 
sacred trust of life to God and laid down 
his armor and honors at the feet of the 
Saviour in whom he had trusted for more 
than three-quarters of a century. And 
while bright memories will ever linger 
around his vacant couch, no shadows will 
ever dim the luster of his life or fall upon 
his sleeping dust.

Eladio Diaz was born in Bejucal, Cuba, 
in the year 1863, and moved to Key West, 
Fla., while yet a young man. He was con- 
verted and joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in 1890, and was admitted 
on trial into the Florida Conference in 
1896. His first appointment was as assist- 
ant pastor of Ybor City and West Tampa 
Mission, where he labored from 1896 to 
1899. He then served in the same capacity 
La Trinidad Cuban Church, Key West, for 
two years. For the following year the 
sphere of his labors was transferred to 
Cuba; he was returned to Key West, where 
he closed his earthly toils, April 7, 1903. 
Our lamented brother was skeptical con- 
cerning the great truths of the Bible and 
led a worldly life until he reached man- 
hood’s estate, when at the age of twenty- 
seven he was converted in head and heart 
and life. He was a modest, retiring man, 
of great gentleness of spirit. For several 
years he was in ill health, but with bodily 
weakness and infirmities he faithfully 
prosecuted his work until called to ex- 
change labor for reward.

John A. Vance was born in Ireland, Feb- 
ruary 24, 1820, and went to heaven from 
his home near Beech Springs on January 
6, 1903. The body was laid away under- 
neath the sod on January 8, 1903. Suitable 
services were conducted by Rev. M. J. Mc- 
Donald. Brother Vance came to this coun- 
try in 1847, and was married to Lucy F. 
Reams, December 22, 1852, by J. P. Mellen. 
He joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, about 1854, at Beech Springs, dur- 
ing a meeting held under an oak tree by 
John G. Deskin. He was received into the 
church at W^hite Plains, in Newton county; 
recommended by this church for license to 
exhort, and was licensed on Decatur Cir- 
cuit, August 30, 1856, by A. J. Smith, 
preacher in charge. He was recommended 
and licensed to preach by the Quarterly 
Conference of Decatur Circuit in 1857 — R. 
J. Jones, presiding elder. He was admitted 
on trial in the Mississippi Conference, No- 
vember 18, 1857, at Brandon, Miss.; or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Paine, Decem- 
ber 1, 1861, at Canton, Miss., and ordained 
elder by Bishop Andrew, November 8, 
1863, at Kosciusko, Miss. Brother Vance’s 
first appointment was junior preacher on 
Brandon Circuit, with J. A. Godfrey. In 
1859 he served in the Raleigh Circuit; in 
I860, Philadelphia; in 1861, Columbia; in 
1862, Covington, La.; in 1863, Raleigh, as 
senior preacher, with Wallace W. Graves, 
junior; in 1865, W^estville; in 1866, Louis- 
ville; in 1867, Carthage. We have no Con- 
ference record for 1867. In 1869-70 he 
preached at Walnut Grove; in 1871, Lake; 
In 1872, Philadelphia; in 1873, Hillsboro; 
in 1874, Philadelphia; in 1875, Centerville, 
or Conehatta. At the Conference of 1875, 
in Canton, Miss., brother Vance was grant- 
ed a supernumerary relation, having been 
injured by falling timber. After resting 
one year he was appointed to Enon Cir- 
cuit, which he served in 1877. At the Con- 
ference of 1877 he was again granted a 
supernumerary relation, which relation he 
held during 1878 and 1879. In 1879 he 
was granted a superannuated relation, but 
in 1880 he was appointed to the Philadel- 
phia Circuit for 1881. In 1882 he served 
the Beech Springs missions. His name 
does not appear in the list of appointments 
for 1883. He was again granted the su- 
pernumerary relation at the Conference in 
1883. He held this relation from 1884 till 
1894, when he was granted a superannu- 
ated relation, which he held from 1894 to 
1902, and was again granted that relation 
for 1903. Brother Vance was soundly con- 
verted. He had a strong, conscious knowl- 
edge of God. He read largely on the sub- 
jects with which he had to do. Looking 



through his library, the marks and notes 
made by him indicate much and thorough 
reading. He was well posted on the doc- 
trines and polity of his Church, faithful to 
his Church, defending her interests at a 
sacrifice to himself. Brother Vance was 
one of the pioneer preachers, some of his 
circuits containing from twenty to thirty 
appointments. The records show that he 
was junior preacher at Brandon in 1858. 
A note found among his papers says: “I 
joined the Mississippi Conference in 1857, 
held at Brandon; Bishop Early in the 
chair. Decatur was my first circuit, with 
twenty-eight preaching places.” Brother 
Vance was considered a strong preacher, 
and at times very forceful. Some meet- 
ings held by him are yet spoken of as re- 
markable. Hundreds of persons have 
be«n converted through his ministry. He 
possessed those qualities which belong to 
the Irish. He was persevering, deter- 
mined, witty, devoted. What he said in 
criticism was in the presence, and not in 
the absence, of the one criticised. Brother 
Vance labored hard that he might have a 
home in his old days. Success crowned 
his efforts. His home was the home of 
the itinerant preacher. The last work he 
did was at White Plains, where he went to 
administer the sacrament. Brother Vance 
had been feeble a number of years, having 
never recovered from the injury received 
some time before. Though being subject 
to light fainting spells, he attended preach- 
ing, and preached when able. He always 
kept his family devotions. One night, 
when his pastor was holding services at 
his home, a few days before he left this 
earth he sang, “The day is past and gone,” 
and said to the pastor, “I am ready; I 
have done the best I could.” About a day 
before he left he kept saying, “I want to 
go home.” Aunt Lucy said, “Why, you’re 
at home.” He then said, “I want to go to 
heaven.” In a few hours he left the house 
in which he had dwelt for eighty-two years, 
ten months, and twelve days, and his 
friends laid his body away in the cemetery 
at Beech Springs, Neshoba county. Miss. 
While he is enjoying his well-deserved and 
fought-for reward, we miss Uncle Johnnie 
at his home. He is missed on the circuit, 
in the Quarterly Conference, and on the 
Conference floor. The neighbors say there 
was never a better man. Peace to his 
ashes.

John Attoway was born in Edgefield 
District, S. C., October 14, 1835, and died 
in Williamston, S. C., July 14, 1903. 
These dates include the eventful life of 
an extraordinary man. He was reared 
under Baptist influences; but after ar- 
riving at maturity he was soundly con- 
verted, and joined the Methodist Church, 
feeling at the same time a call to the 
Christian ministry. Realizing his need 
of educational preparation for this work, 
he spent what time he could in the Cokes- 
bury Conference School, devoting himself 
with characteristic zeal to the duties set 
before him. He was admitted on trial 
into the South Carolina Conerence in 
November, 1864; and after passing suc- 
cessfully through the four years’ course, 
was ordained elder by Bishop Wightman 
in December, 1868. His active service on 
circuits or missions embraced thirty- 
three years; and his death occurred in 
the sixth year of his superannuation. 
His most striking characteristics were 
indomitable energy and unswerving devo- 
tion to duty. He was no time-server. He 
had supreme contempt for meanness in 
places high or low. While he could not 
be called a great preacher, he was an un- 
usually useful and successful one. Those 
converted under his ministry run far uii 
into the hundreds; and doubtless as he 
swept through the gates into the Beauti- 
ful City, he received a right royal wel- 
come from many r.ansomed spirits whom 
he had started thither. If he had had 
better educational opportunities, he might 
have been enrolled among the famous 
preachers of our Church. His death was 
caused by a complication of diseases, 
which subjected him to intense suffering 
for several months. During his pro- 
tracted illness he submitted to his suffer- 
ings with beautiful patience, and looked 
forward to his approachinsr end with per- 
fect equanimity. When asked one day If 
he was ready for death, his prompt reply 
was, “Yes, for the last forty years.” He 
sent messages of love to all his brethren 
in the Conference, and invited all to meet 
him in heaven. 

James Crark Stotx w^s bom !n 
Charleston, S. C., May 3, 1835, and died 
May 30, 1903. Our brother’s child life 



was surrounded by conditions and was 
brought under influences in every way 
favorable to the growth and development 
of a distinctly religious youth. He car- 
ried with him into his school experiem e 
and into business life the sanctified teach- 
ings and restrains of a positively reli- 
gious home. He was theretore never a 
bad boy, he was never a wild and thought- 
less youth, he was never a cold and 
hardened character. With a sacred ven- 
eration for the holy Sabbath, an unques- 
tioning confidence in the inspiration of 
the Scriptures, and a holy regard for the 
Church of God and all good people, it 
was not surprising to find him a regular 
and thoughtful attendant upon the serv- 
ices of the sanctuary even before he be- 
came savingly united to the Lord Jesus 
by an act of personal faith in his saving 
power. Brother Stoll was happily con- 
verted to God in March, 1858, and the fol- 
lowing Sabbath joined the Church at his- 
toric old Trinity, Dr. John Wightman 
PMtor. His conversion was as clear to 
him as the light of day, and his faith in 
Christ as his Saviour as satisfactory as 
the voice to Moses from the burning bush. 
His struggles against himself and his 
doubts lasted for days and nights to- 
gether, and called out all the strength of 
his strong character, as Jacob contending 
with the angel at Peniel; but when vic- 
tory came, it brought the testimony of 
a soul coming out of the darkness of the 
night into the daylight of a great ex- 
perience. It was from death unto life. 
He never doubted his conversion for one 
moment from that glad hour unto the 
day of his translation to the heavenly 
world. May 30, 1903. Our brother joined 
the South Carolina Conference in De- 
cember, 1858, Bishop Andrew presiding. 
He was a great reader. He especially 
loved his Bible, read it carefully and 
studied its doctrines with painstaking 
earnestness, and was therefore as familiar 
with the theology of our Church as any 
member of his Conference. His mind was 
thoroughly logical, and his presentation 
of truth clear and straightforward, and 
convincing to the last degree. He was 
one of our strongest preachers, ever ready 
to speak for his Lord. He was a good 
man, a man of clean lips, a man who 
walked with God. At the close of the 
year 1900 he was granted a superannuate 
relation. One year and a half liter he 
fell oa sleep, and entered upon his re- 
ward. 

James Elmon Grier, son of Rev. Lem- 
uel A. and Sarah M. Grier, was born in 
the county of Georgetown, South Caro- 
lina, November 13, 1861. To be born in 
that home and of those parents largely

explains the noble manhood of our de- 
ceased brouier. His entire life was ob 
ligated to a Christian career. Like his 
Lord at the age of twelve years, being 
converted, he began to “be about his 
Father’s business.” Every beginning in 
James E. Grier's life had back of it an 
unchangeable purpose. Selecting' the 
route our Lord’s life took, he followed it 
to the end. A lover of truth, he never 
ceased to render strict obedience to its 
demands. To no duty did our brother 
ever carry an unprepared mind and heart. 
Preparation for service always gave him 
great concern. To him a call to preach 
was a command to prepare to preach. 
The school room enterea as much into 
that call as did the pulpit. The circum- 
stances of his home and community In 
giving him school privileges were dis- 
heartening. But he realized that the op- 
portunity of life was not in the circum- 
stances of life, but in himself. He was 
able to change conditions and to control 
circumstances. Our brother was not a 
school-room educated man, and yet we 
had few better educated men. His school- 
room work was soon accomplished. A 
few years in the neighborhood school of 
a sparsely settled community, and one 
year at Wofford College, ended his school 
career. The product of this career was 
to give him control of all the powers 
of his nature. Because master of his 
moral desires, he controlled all other 
powers of his being. To such a man all 
the revealed things in the universe be- 
came his teachers. Brother Grier was a 
man of remarkable judgment. His con- 
clusions were basel on logical processes, 
and rarely was he wrong in his judgment 
either of men or of measures. This fact 
made him a safe man one to whom men 
would turn for advice. He was pious. 
Those who knew him knew him to be a 
man of deep spirituality, and that with- 
out effort on his part to declare it. He 
despised cant. A man of genial and sym- 
pathetic nature, the young and the aged 
claimed his companionship. A brave 
man, no question arose which left men 
doubting as to his position. On Decem- 
ber 12, 1882, the Rev: James E. Grier 
and Miss Mary* Elizabeth McNeill were 
truly married. It has been said that the 
husband and wife make one great life 
or destroy each other. Either of these 
two lives completed the other. Associ- 
ated with him, the wife was made strong 
in womanliness; associated with her, the 
husband became gentle in manliness. 
Congenial, sympathetic, loving, faithful, 
she was to him the ideal wife. Love for 
his home was a beautiful poem wrought 
out of a divine i^^spiration. To the life 
of his home he never failed to make a 




large contribution of joy and gladness. 
In our own number there are many who 
can testify to its Christian hospitality. 
To them were born six children, all of 
whom are left with the mother: Glenn 
Warrdn, May Allene, Bessie Louise, James 
Clyde, Annie Sue, and Lemuel Asbury. 
Our brother was a successful worker. All 
enterprises under his charge were faith- 
fully cared for. In nearly all his fields 
of service material results followed his 
labors. Acquainting himself with every 
question before the Church, he was pre- 
pared to lead the Church in all her in- 
terests. As a pastor he excelled. He 
knew his people, and his people knew 
their pastor — knew him as one worthy of 
their love and confidence. Following the 
Master, “he went about doing good.” 
Through him God made the “blind to re- 
ceive their sight and the lame to walk, 
the lepers to be cleansed, and the deaf 
to hear, and the poor to have the gospel 
preached to them.” Such were the cre- 
dentials to the sincerity of his ministry. 
As a preacher brother Grier was strong 
and impressive. He never went into the 
pulpit without a message fresh from the 
mount. Anxious alone for the success 
of the gospel, he always stood behind his 
work. His congregation saw the truth 
and not the preacher, heard the word and 
not the speaker. On August 4, 1883, he 
was licensed to preach in Johnson ville 
Circuit, Florence District. On December 
following he was admitted on trial into 
the South Carolina Coaference, which met 
in the city of Sumter. Bayboro Circuit, 
1884; North Marlboro Circuit, 1885-86; 
Tradesville, 1887; Orangeburg Circuit, 
1888-90; Denmark Circuit, 1891-3; St. 
Paul’s station, Greenville, 1894-6; Chester 
Station, 1897-1900; Marion Station, 1901; 
Central. Spartanburg, 1902-3, were the 
charges intrusted to his pastoral care. 
Last December he was again appointed 
to Central. Never did a pastor begin a 
year with a brighter prospect for success- 
ful results. He did not know that the 
gospel he was to preach was to be a gos- 
pel of patient suffering. In March a 
severe cold confined him to his room. 
The sick man, going out to visit the suf- 
fering of his congregation, lapsed into 
pneumonia. Every vital organ became 
impaired. The skill of physicians could 
not stay the destroyer. Months he suf- 
fered, not a moment did he complain. 
September 14, accompanied by his wife 
and one of his physicians, he went to 
Philadelphia for .treatment. On the 3d 
of October a telegram to the sorrowing 
children and congregation announced his 
death. A few minutes before he left for 
Philadelphia he sent for the w’riter 
(James W. Kilgo), first that he might 
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give directions concerning the conduct 
of a missionary service to be held by 
Bishop Candler in Central Church on 
Sunday, September 27. Lying himself 
severely wounded, he never ceased to 
give orders for all movements of the 
Church. He closed this last interview by 
saying: “My brother, in all of this ex- 
perience I see the hand of a special Provi- 
dence. He is lending me now the help 
of the highest human skill. I do not 
know where he will land me.” On the last 
Sabbath upon earth, in a church hard by 
the hospital where our brother lay, the 
choir sang: 

Lead, kindly Light, amid the encircling gloom, 
Lead thou me on! 

The night is dark, and I am far from home; 

Lead thou me on! 

Keep thou my feet; I do not ask to see 
The distant scene; one step enough for me. 

That song was the divinely appointed 
vehicle which brought angels “to minister 
to him.” Led by that “kindly light,” 
James E. Grier was “landed” where he is 
alive forevermore. 

William Asbury Wbight was the son 
of William Francis and Martha Catherine 
Sylveston Wright, he of the sturdy 
Scotch-Trish stock, and she of Huguenot 
extraction. He was born in the provi- 
dence section of Sumter county, S. C. 
His father, a man of high character and 
much intelligence, was the boy’s first and 
most infiuential teacher. Later he at- 
tended school in Columbia, S. C. In 1886 
he was licensed to exhort; the following 
year to preach. At once he was sent to 
serve as junior preacher with the Rev. 
J. E. Rushton on the Society Hill Cir- 
cuit. From this charge he was recom- 
mended to the Annual Conference, and 
was received into this body at Winns- 
boro in November, 1888. He was rer 
turned to a part of the divided circuit to 
serve for the years 1889-90. Here he gave 
earnest of the zealous and successful 
labors of the following years. There was 
a large gathering of souls, and three new 
churches were built. Conway Circuit was 
his next charge, which rapidly developed 
and became self-supporting under his 
care. In 1893-4 he labored on Cypress 
Circuit, where perhaps his hardest and 
most lasting work was accomplished. 
While on New Zion Circuit in 1895-7 he 
built one of the prettiest country churches 
in Clarendon county. In Barnwell in 
1898-9 he had much success, and not only 
added many to the Church, but built a 
j beautiful preacher’s home at the county 
U seat. At Branchville in 1900-1 he did his 
j usual excellent work. At Fort Mill in 

i ; 1902-3 he organized his forces and led 

\ ' them to victory, as he had done else- 
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where. His last sermon was preached in 
the Laurel Street Church, Rock Hill, s. 
C., where he was assisting in a protracted 
meeting. He went home to a lingering 
illness of several weeks, and at last 
quietly fell asleep in Jesus on Friday, 
December 4, 1903. His mortal remains 
were laid to rest at Harcsville, S. C. 
Brother Wright married Miss Sadie L. 
Wright on March 5, 1890, and leaves her 
and one son (little Willie) to our loving 
care, and that of the Father of the father 
less and Husband of the widow. Brother 
Wright was a man whose life should be 
an inspiration to all our young preachers. 
He struggled against and overcame 
mountains of difiiculty. We are only 
sorry that he taxed his body, never very 
strong, beyond its power to endure, and, 
as we see it, died before his time. But 
the simple record of his blameless youth 
and manhood, of his quenchless zeal, of 
his high ideals and worthy achievements, 
would stir us all to new diligence in our 
Master’s work.

Eli E. Riggs, th^ son of Samuel G. 
and Sarah Riggs, was born at New Iberia, 
La., March 21, 1861. He was reared on 
a farm, and was a tiller of the soil from 
youth to manhood. His opportunities for 
acquiring an education were limited, 



though he made good use of such advan- 
tages as that country afforded in those 
days. His religious training was excep- 
tionally good, his father and mother both 
being consecrated Christians. In heart 
to heart conversations with his brethren, 
of which he had many, he often alluded 
to his parents with expressions of deepest 
tenderness, believing that their godly ad- 
monitions and influence, as well as their 
prayers, had much to do, under God, in 
bringing him to Christ. His mother died 
in 1881, and at the death of his father, 
which followed in 1882, the care of eight 
younger children devolved upon him; 
this, though a great responsibility for 
one so young, he met with heroic courage 
and zeal, and with credit to him and, 
doubtless, to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. He was twice married, first to 
Miss Lula M. Petty, of Centerville, Miss., 
October 20, 1882; she died, without issue, 
in August, 1891. In February, 1893, he 
was married to Miss Comfort Bouie, of 
Winnsboro, La., who, with three little 
children, survives him. Brother Riggs 
joined the Church when a boy, but was 
not converted until some years after- 
wards. In 1887 he was awakened to a 
sense of his lost condition by reading Mr. 
Wesley’s sermon on “Almost a Chris- 
tian”; and under the preaching of the 
Rev, George Andrews, at or near Center- 
ville, Miss., where he then resided, he 
sought and obtained salvation, entering 
into an experience that he never after- 
wards doubted. After his conversion he 
became an earnest worker in his Lord’s 
vineyard; was class leader and steward 
while he lived at Centerville. In 1889 he 
moved to Monroe, La., and while there 
served the Church as class leader until 
July, 1895, at which time he was licensed 
to preach by the Delhi District Confer- 
ence at Oak Ridge; and was admitted on 
trial in the Louisiana Conference the fol- 
lowing December, at Jackson, La. He 
served the Floyd Circuit in 1896-7; Vi- 
dalia Circuit, 1898; West Lake Circuit, 
1899; Abbeville Circuit, 1900. In Decem- 
ber of 1900 he located to engage in evan- 
gelistic work, confining his labors to the 
Louisiana Conference; and judging from 
the successes attending his efforts, he was 
eminently qualified for such work. At 
the end of two years he found that his 
strength was not sufficient for such work; 
he therefore applied to the Conference for 
readmission, and was readmitted, by a 
unanimous vote, at Alexandria, Decem- 
ber 18, 1902, and assigned by Bishop Key 
to the Lake Arthur charge. He entered 
upon this work full of hope, and with his 
usual zeal and energy. About the middle 
of the year his health failed, and it was 
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soon discovered that he was suffering 
from a genuine case of Bright’s disease. 
Although he had the attention of skilled 
physicians in both Louisiana and Arkan- 
sas, the struggle for life was in vain. 
On the 25th of September, 1893, in the 
city of New Orleans, where he was under 
^treatment, he fell on sleep and entered 
into rest. Brother Riggs was not what is 
commonly called a brilliant preacher, but 
his preaching was in demonstration of 
the spirit and with power. He was 
strictly a Bible student, and knew much 
of its contents; upon it he based all his 
arguments and appeals; and his marked 
success throughout his entire ministry 
was due, doubtless, to his implicit faith 
in God and his promises, and his un- 
wavering faith in the gospel he preached. 
He always expected immediate results, 
and was seldom disappointed. In his 
death this Conference has lost one of its 
most consecrated and useful men. 

James Lillbourne Wrtoht was bom 
in Russellville, Ky., September 21, 1822, 
He was converted in Poydras Street 
Methodist Church, New Orleans, in Feb- 
ruary, 1842, and joined the Church under 
the ministry of the Rev. Elijah Steele, 
and was received into full membership 
by the Rev. William A. Curtis. In May, 
1843, he was married to Miss Mary A. 
Grant. In December, 1845, he was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Mississippi Confer- 
ence. In 1846 he organized what is now 
known as the Farmerville Circuit. In 
1847 he was employed by the presiding 
elder to serve the Monroe Circuit in 
place of the Rev. Mr. Tinder, who died 
shortly after reaching the work. In Jan- 
uary, 1848, he was admitted on trial in 
the Louisiana Conference, and appointed 
to the Monroe Colored Mission. In 1849 
he was admitted into full connection and 
ordained deacon by Bishop Capers. In 
1852-3 he was local. Readmitted in 1854, 
and ordained elder by Bishop Andrew, 
he was appointed to the North Bossier 
Circuit. In 1856-7 he served the Red 
River Circuit; in 1858, the Homer Cir- 
cuit; in 1859-60, the Bastrop Circuit; in 
1861-2, the Jefferson, now the Oak Ridge, 
Circuit. In 1863-4 he served as chaplain 
in the Confederate army. After the war 
he was presiding elder on the Delhi Dis- 
trict two years. In 1879 he served the 
Trenton Circuit. In 1883-4 he was pastor 
of the Algiers and Gretna work. His last 
regular pastorate was the Tulip Circuit. 
In 1890 he was granted a superannuate 
relation, which relation he beiutified and 
adorned by a righteous walk and godly 
conversation until Mav 25, 1903, when he 
vas called to “the inheritance of the 



saints in light.” The names of the cir- 
cuits he served show a large field for min- 
isterial labors, and the dates given show 
more than fifty years of usefulness in 
the vineyard of the Lord. It is a diffi- 
cult matter for us of the present day to 
put the proper valuation upon the work 
done by our predecessors in the ministry, 
and our estimation of the difficulties en- 
countered and overcome by them falls 
below the reality, because we cannot get 
a proper appreciation of the conditions 
under which they lived and labored. 
This results from the fact that we have 
no experience along those lines. We have 
our difficulties, our trials and tribula- 
tions, as all earnest men have, but the 
labors and difficulties of the early days 
were of a very different sort. They were 
of the sort which made heroes out of 
men whom the world co..siderei very 
ordinary men. For instance, a journey 
of two or three hundred miles on horse- 
back in wintry weather over unspeakably 
bad roads would rapidly cool down the 
ardor of the most enthusiastic preacher 
of to-day, and very seriously affect the 
answers to roll call at the opening of 
Conference. The move from one circuit 
to another, with wife and children and 
meager household effects piled together 
in the canvas-covered wagon, with the 
indomitable itinerant walking ahead with 
his ax to open a psissage, and this move 
often consuming weeks in the worst 
season of the year for traveling — such a 
prospect now would produce in some of 
us such a state of perplexity as would 
cause us to entertain serious doubts as 
to the genuineness of our call to the 
Methodist itinerancy. But the men of the 
stamp of James L. Wright never doubted, 
never faltered, never balked at any such 
difficulties. He spoke of them often, and 
would describe them with a vividness 
which brought every detail so clearly into 
view that one saw the whole process go 
on before the mental vision; and yet in 
his childlike simplicity he was altogether 
unconscious of the fact that he was ex- 
ploiting the achievements of as genuine 
a hero as any that ever filled a page of 
human history. His fellow-laborers con- 
sidered it a fortunate providence that 
they were associated with him, and some 
of the brightest things in the r lives ani 
some of the best things in their mir:istry 
were traceable to that association. From 
him they learned lessons which have al- 
ways been a blessing to them. As a citi- 
zen brother Wright respected and hon- 
ored “the powers that be,” and gave a 
heartv voice and large influence to the 
furtherance of the good of "the common- 
wealth. As a father of a large family. 
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by his godly life he commanded the rev- 
erance and loving obedience of his house- 
hold. As a friend he was true to all the 
ideals of that sacred relation, and as a 
consequence he was a friend to all and 
the friend of all. As a pastor he was dili- 
gent to meet his obligations and tender 
in the application of the consolations of 
the gospel to the suffering and the sor- 
rowing. As a preacher he was extremely 
hortatory. He did not seem to care much 
for exegetical preaching, and rarely at- 
tempted it. He felt that the sinners be- 
fore him were perishing in their sins, and 
his exhortations were born of the agonies 
of his own soul, and were oftentimes de- 
livered with an irresistible power. He 
had a habit of singing a solo just before 
he announced his text, and under those 
songs large congregations have been 
melted to a tenderness unaccountable, ex- 
cept on the theory that the Holy Spirit 
infused his own infinite tenderness into 
the melody as it went into the- hearts of 
the hearers. That was the way he fre- 
quently prepared the hearers to hear the 
word; and the impressions made were 
lasting, because the seed was sown in the 
prepared ground. If brother Wright had 
any special gift it was what, is called “the 
gift of prayer.” He always prayed well, 
but there came times when he seemed to 
be burdened with the unutterable groan- 
ings of the Spirit. Let a stirring sermon 
bring weeping penitents to the altar, and 
the call on brother Wright to pray was 
nothing less than to bring heaven and 
earth together at that place. He has often 
said that at those times he could see into 
the holy of holies and feel the reality of 
the words. 

The opening heavens around me shine 
With beams of sacred bliss. 

Such is but a poor estimate of the char- 
acter of this humble man of God, but we 
feel sure that when the annals of eternity 
are written his character will glow on 
its pages forever. He died as he had 
lived — in peace with all men and in fel- 
lowship with his Lord.
